NISSAN  PURE  DRIVE®  HYBRID 
SYSTEM 

The  NISSAN  PURE  DRIVE®  Hybrid  System 
combines  the  power  of  a  gasoline  engine 
and  an  electric  motor  to  help  minimize  fuel 
consumption  and  emissions. 

Depending  on  driving  conditions,  the  ve¬ 
hicle  runs  on  a  combination  of  the  gasoline 
engine  and  the  electric  motor,  whichever  is 
best  for  those  conditions. 

Because  the  gasoline  engine  charges  the 
Lithium-ion  (Li-ion)  battery  as  needed,  the 
battery  does  not  have  to  be  charged  from 
an  outside  source  like  an  all-electric  ve¬ 
hicle. 


A  WARNING 

If  you  continue  to  drive  the  vehicle  while 
the  warning  is  displayed,  the  hybrid 
system  may  become  temporarily  inop¬ 
erative  and  the  system  cannot  provide 
power  to  the  wheels.  This  can  result  in 
reduced  or  zero  vehicle  speed.  The  re¬ 
duced  speed  or  zero  speed  may  be 
lower  than  other  traffic,  which  could  in¬ 
crease  the  chance  of  a  collision.  If  the 
vehicle  cannot  maintain  a  safe  driving 
speed,  pull  to  the  side  of  the  road  in  a 
safe  area.  If  this  occurs,  place  the  shift 
lever  in  the  P  (Park)  position  and  the 
ignition  in  the  READY  to  drive  position 
with  the  vehicle  stopped  until  the  dis¬ 
play  turns  off.  The  "Hybrid  System  Over¬ 
heated  Stop  Vehicle"  warning  and  the 
"Shift  to  Park"  warning  will  be  alter¬ 
nately  displayed.  For  additional  infor¬ 
mation,  refer  to  'Vehicle  information 
display  warnings  and  indicators"  in  the 
"Instruments  and  controls"  section  of 
this  manual. 
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LITHIUM-ION  (Li-ion)  BATTERY 


A  WARNING 

Your  vehicle  contains  a  sealed  Lithium- 
ion  (Li-ion)  high-voltage  battery.  If  the 
Li-ion  battery  is  disposed  of  improperly, 
there  is  a  risk  of  severe  burns  and  elec¬ 
trical  shock  that  may  result  in  serious 
injury  or  death  and  there  is  also  a  risk  of 
environmental  damage.

■  Do  not  misuse  the  Li-ion  battery.

HIGH-VOLTAGE  CAUTIONS 


A  WARNING 

-  The  NISSAN  PURE  DRIVE®  Hybrid  Sys¬ 
tem  uses  high  voltage  up  to  approxi¬ 
mately  235  volts.  The  system  can  be 
hot  while  and  after  starting.  Be  care¬ 
ful  of  both  the  high  voltage  and  the 
high  temperature.  Obey  the  warning 
labels  attached  to  the  vehicle. 

■  Never  touch,  disassemble,  remove  or 
replace  high-voltage  parts,  harnesses 
and  their  connectors.  High-voltage 
harnesses  are  orange.  Touching,  dis¬ 
assembling,  removing  or  replacing 
those  parts  and  harnesses  can  cause 
severe  burns  or  electric  shock  that 
may  result  in  serious  injury  or  death. 
The  vehicle  high-voltage  system  has 
no  user  serviceable  parts.  It  is  recom¬ 
mended  that  you  visit  a  NISSAN  dealer 
for  any  necessary  maintenance. 


■  Never  try  to  remove  the  service  plug 
located  in  the  cargo  area.  The  service 
plug  is  used  only  when  the  vehicle  is 
serviced  by  trained  technicians  wear¬ 
ing  personal  protection  equipment 
and  is  part  of  the  high-voltage  sys¬ 
tem.  Touching  the  service  plug  can 
cause  severe  burns  or  electric  shock 
that  may  result  in  serious  injury  or 
death. 


A  WARNING 

In  case  of  a  collision: 

-  If  your  vehicle  isdrivable,  pull  your  ve¬ 
hicle  off  the  road,  put  the  transmis¬ 
sion  in  the  P  (Park)  position,  apply  the 
parking  brake  and  turn  the  NISSAN 
PURE  DRIVE®  Hybrid  System  off. 

-  Check  to  see  if  there  are  exposed 
high-voltage  parts  and  cables.  Never 
touch  the  parts  and  cables.  For  addi¬ 
tional  information  on  their  locations, 
refer  to  "High-voltage  components 
and  their  locations"  in  this  section.  To 
avoid  personal  injury,  never  touch 
high-voltage  wiring,  connectors,  and 
other  high-voltage  parts,  such  as  the 
electric  motor  inverter  and  Li-ion  bat¬ 
tery.  An  electric  shock  may  occur  if 
exposed  electric  wires  are  visible 
when  viewed  from  inside  or  outside  of 
your  vehicle.  Therefore,  never  touch 
exposed  electric  wires. 

-  If  the  vehicle  receives  a  strong  impact 
to  the  floor  while  driving,  stop  the  ve¬ 
hicle  in  a  safe  location  and  check  the 
floor.

EMERGENCY  SHUT-OFF  SYSTEM 


-  Inspect  the  ground  under  the  vehicle. 
If  liquid  has  leaked  onto  the  ground, 
the  fuel  system  may  have  been  dam¬ 
aged.  Leave  the  vehicle  as  soon  as 
possible. 

■  Leaks  or  damage  to  the  Li-ion  battery 
may  result  in  a  fire.  If  you  discover 
them,  contact  emergency  services 
immediately.  Since  the  fluid  leak  may 
be  lithium  organic  electrolyte  from 
the  Li-ion  battery,  never  touch  the 
fluid  leak  inside  or  outside  the  vehicle.: 
If  the  fluid  contacts  your  skin  or  eyes, 
wash  it  off  immediately  with  a  large 
amount  of  water  and  receive  immedi¬ 
ate  medical  attention  to  help  avoid 
serious  injury. 

-  If  a  fire  occurs  in  the  hybrid  vehicle, 
leave  the  vehicle  as  soon  as  possible. 
Only  use  a  type  ABC,  BC  or  C  fire  extin¬ 
guisher  that  is  meant  for  use  on  elec¬ 
trical  fires.  Using  water  or  the  incor¬ 
rect  fire  extinguisher  can  result  in 
serious  injury  or  death  from  electrical 
shock. 


-  If  you  are  not  able  to  safely  assess  the 
vehicle  due  to  vehicle  damage,  do  not 
touch  the  vehicle.  Leave  the  vehicle 
and  contact  emergency  services.  Ad¬ 
vise  first  responders  that  this  is  a  hy¬ 
brid  vehicle. 

■  In  the  event  of  an  accident  that  re¬ 
quires  body  repair  and  painting,  the 
vehicle  should  be  delivered  to  a 
NISSAN  dealer  to  have  the  Li-ion  bat¬ 
tery  pack  and  high-voltage  parts  such 
as  the  inverter,  including  the  wiring 
harness,  removed  prior  to  painting.  Li- 
ion  battery  packs  exposed  to  heat  in 
the  paint  booth  will  experience  capac¬ 
ity  loss.  Damaged  Li-ion  battery  packs 
may  also  pose  safety  risks  to  un¬ 
trained  mechanics  and  repair 
personnel. 
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The  emergency  shut-off  system  is  activated 
and  the  high-voltage  system  automatically 
turns  off  in  the  following  conditions: 

■  Front  and  side  collisions  in  which  the  air 
bags  are  deployed. 

■  Certain  rear  collisions. 

■  Certain  NISSAN  PURE  DRIVE®  Hybrid 
System  malfunctions. 

For  the  above  collisions  and  the  certain 
hybrid  system  malfunctions,  the  READY  to 
drive  indicator  light  will  turn  off.  For  addi¬ 
tional  information,  refer  to  "Warning  lights, 
indicator  lights  and  audible  reminders"  in 
the  "Instruments  and  controls"  section  of 
this  manual. 

The  emergency  shut-off  activates  for  the 
above  collisions  to  minimize  risk  of  an  event 
that  could  cause  injury  or  an  accident.  If  the 
emergency  shut-off  system  activates,  the 
hybrid  system  may  not  switch  to  the  READY 
to  drive  position.  It  is  recommended  that 
you  visit  a  NISSAN  dealer.  Even  if  the  ignition 
switch  is  placed  in  the  READY  to  drive  posi¬ 
tion,  the  system  may  shut  off  suddenly. 
Therefore,  drive  cautiously  to  the  nearest 
NISSAN  dealer  or  contact  a  NISSAN  dealer  as 
soon  as  possible. 
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OPERATION  OF  THE  HYBRID  SYSTEM 


To  Start  the  NISSAN  PURE  DRIVE®  Hybrid 
System,  depress  the  brake  pedal  and  place 
the  ignition  switch  in  the  ON  position  when 
the  transmission  is  in  the  P  (Park)  position. 


A  CAUTION 

Do  not  start  the  system  in  the  N  (Neu¬ 
tral)  position  under  cold  condition  of 
the  system.  Start  in  the  P  (Park)  position 
in  that  case. 

The  READY  to  drive  indicator  light  S 
flashes  until  the  hybrid  system  is  ready  to 
drive. 

If  starting  in  a  low  temperature  environ¬ 
ment,  the  flashing  time  of  the  READY  to 
drive  indicator  light  becomes  longer. 
It  cannot  move  out  from  the  P  (Park)  range 
during  flashing. 

When  the  READY  to  drive  indicator 
light  illuminates,  the  vehicle  can  be 
driven,  even  if  the  gasoline  engine  is  not 
running. 

NOTE: 

The  gasoline  engine  starts  and  stops  au¬ 
tomatically.  It  may  stop  during  decelera¬ 
tion  or  when  the  vehicle  is  stopped. 

The  gasoline  engine  may  automatically 
run  in  the  following  conditions: 


■  The  level  of  remaining  charge  in  the  Li- 
ion  battery  is  low.  The  engine  runs  to 
charge  the  Li-ion  battery  and  to  provide 
power  to  drive  the  vehicle. 

■  The  temperature  of  the  engine  coolant 
is  low. 

■  When  the  A/C  is  used. 

■  When  opening  the  door. 

■  When  the  engine  hood  is  opened. 

■  When  applying  the  brakes. 

■  Based  on  driving  conditions. 

■  The  shift  lever  is  moved  to  the  P  (Park) 
position,  the  driver's  seat  belt  is  re¬ 
leased  and  the  driver's  side  door  is  then 
opened. 

The  hybrid  system  operates  as  follows 
based  on  driving  conditions  and  the  Li-ion 
battery  charge. 

The  engine  is  hard  to  stop  during  these 
driving  conditions: 

■  When  the  A/C  is  on  and  outside  tem¬ 
perature  is  high/low. 

■  When  repeatedly  starting  and  stopping 
the  engine. 


STARTING  AND  SLOW  SPEED 
DRIVING 

In  some  cases,  the  vehicle  can  be  driven  by 
the  electric  motor  during  extremely  slow 
speed  creep,  but  the  engine  starts  when 
accelerating  or  releasing  the  brakes.

The  system  automatically  controls  the 
gasoline  engine  and  electric  motor  in  order 
to  obtain  the  optimum  fuel  mileage  and 
performance,  depending  on  the  driving 
situation  and  available  Li-ion  battery 
charge. 

When  the  remaining  battery  level  is  low,  the 
Li-ion  battery  is  charged  by  the  electric 
motor  that  is  driven  to  generate  electric 
power  while  the  vehicle  is  driving. 

RAPID  AGGELERATION 

The  vehicle  is  accelerated  using  both  the 
gasoline  engine  and  the  electric  motor  de¬ 
pending  on  the  available  Li-ion  battery 
charge. 
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ENERGY  MONITORS 


DECELERATION  AND  BRAKING 

The  Li-ion  battery  is  charged  by  the  electric 
nnotor  that  changes  the  energy  of  the  ro¬ 
tating  wheels  into  electric  power.  For  addi¬ 
tional  infornnation,  refer  to  "Regenerative 
brake"  in  this  section. 

STOPPING 

The  gasoline  engine  nnay  stop  running  to 
save  fuel  depending  on  the  available  Li-ion 
battery  charge. 


The  NISSAN  PURE  DRIVE®  Hybrid  System 
displays  the  energy  flow  between  the  en¬ 
gine,  Li-ion  battery,  and  tires  on  the  ad¬ 
vanced  drive  assist  display  in  the  meter. 
The  status  is  shown  on  the  assist  charge 
gauge  in  the  meter  and  the  energy 
flow/remaining  Li-ion  battery  charge  in  the 
vehicle  information  display.  System  status 
can  also  be  shown  on  the  navigation  sys¬ 
tem  display  (if  so  equipped)  and  the  meter 
when  the  screen  is  in  the  Energy  Flow 
mode  or  energy/fuel  history  mode. 
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ASSIST  CHARGE  GAUGE 

This  meter  displays  the  actual  electric  mo¬ 
tor  power  consumption  and  the  charging 
power  to  the  Li-ion  battery.

If  you  use  the  system  with  the  hybrid 
system  off  for  a  long  time,  it  will  dis¬ 
charge  the  12-volt  battery  power,  and 
the  hybrid  system  will  not  start.

The  Energy/Fuel  History  screen  appears  in 
the  display  with  the  navigation  systenn 
when  the  screen  is  in  the  Energy/Fuel  His¬ 
tory  nnode.

This  vehicle  is  equipped  with  two  braking 
systems: 

■  Flydraulic  brake  system 

■  Regenerative  brake  system 

When  the  vehicle  decelerates  while  the  ve¬ 
hicle  is  driven  with  the  shift  lever  in  the  D 
(Drive)  position,  the  Li-ion  battery  can  be 
charged  by  the  electric  motor.  The  electric 
motor  converts  the  energy  of  the  rotating 
wheels  into  electric  power  under  the  fol¬ 
lowing  circumstances: 

■  When  the  accelerator  pedal  is  released 

■  When  the  brake  pedal  is  depressed 

■  When  there  is  no  malfunction  in  the 
brake  system  or  the  NISSAN  PURE 
DRIVE®  Hybrid  System 

The  regenerative  brake  may  not  work 
properly  if  the  vehicle  is  installed  with  tires 
and  road  wheels  other  than  the  ones 
specified  in  this  manual. 
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While  the  regenerative  cooperative  brake 
system  is  operating,  you  might  feel  a  slight 
vibration  or  hear  the  system  working  when 
braking.  This  is  normal. 

The  regenerative  cooperative  brake  sys¬ 
tem  controls  both  hydraulic  and  regenera¬ 
tive  brakes.  If  you  feel  unusual  deceleration 
when  braking,  have  the  brake  and  hybrid 
systems  checked.  It  is  recommended  that 
you  visit  a  NISSAN  dealer  for  this  service. 
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EFFICIENT  USE  OF  YOUR  VEHICLE 


Drive  your  vehicle  with  smooth  accelera¬ 
tion  and  deceleration. 

■  While  driving,  energy  is  recovered 
through  the  regenerative  brake  as  the 
vehicle  decelerates.  However,  for  nnost 
efficient  use,  do  not  accelerate  or  decel¬ 
erate  your  vehicle  nnore  than  neces¬ 
sary. 

■  Avoid  abrupt  acceleration  and  decel¬ 
eration. 

■  The  power  of  the  Li-ion  battery  can  be 
checked  on  the  Energy  Flow  in  the  cen¬ 
ter  display  (nnodels  with  Navigation  Sys¬ 
tem)  or  Li-ion  battery  status  meter  in 
the  vehicle  information  display.  For  ad¬ 
ditional  information,  refer  to  "Energy 
Flow  (models  with  Navigation  System)" 
in  this  section  or  "Vehicle  information 
display"  in  the  "Instruments  and  con¬ 
trols"  section  of  this  manual.  Gradual  or 
non-abrupt  acceleration  and  decelera¬ 
tion  will  make  more  effective  use  of  the 
electric  power. 

■  When  parking,  be  sure  to  place  the  shift 
lever  in  the  P  (Park)  position.  While  driv¬ 
ing,  place  the  shift  lever  in  the  D  (Drive) 
position. 


APPROACHING  VEHICLE  SOUND  FOR 
PEDESTRIANS  (VSP)  SYSTEM 

The  VSP  system  is  a  function  that  uses 
sound  to  help  alert  pedestrians  of  the 
presence  of  the  vehicle  when  it  is  being 
driven  at  a  low  speed  in  the  electric  drive 
mode  under  the  following  conditions: 

■  The  sound  starts  when  the  vehicle 
starts  accelerating. 

■  The  sound  stops  when  the  vehicle 
speed  is  more  than  19  mph  (30  km/h) 
while  accelerating  only  when  the  ve¬ 
hicle  is  powered  by  the  electric  motor. 

■  The  sound  starts  when  the  vehicle 
speed  is  less  than  16  mph  (25  km/h) 
while  decelerating  only  when  the  ve¬ 
hicle  is  powered  by  the  electric  motor. 

■  The  sound  stops  when  the  vehicle 
stops. 

■  The  sound  does  not  stop  with  the  ve¬ 
hicle  in  the  R  (Reverse)  position  even  if 
the  vehicle  stops. 

The  VSP  system  is  automatically  turned  on 
when  the  vehicle  is  in  the  READY  to  drive 
mode. 


DEi^ER  eRROCESS 


If  there  is  a  malfunction  in  the  VSP  system, 
the  VSP  OFF  indicator  light  in  the  meter 
illuminates.  For  additional  information,  re¬ 
fer  to  "Approaching  Vehicle  Sound  for  Pe¬ 
destrians  (VSP)  OFF  indicator  light"  in  the 
"Instruments  and  controls"  section  of  this 
manual. 


A  WARNING 

■  If  the  sound  from  the  VSP  system  is 
not  heard  while  driving,  stop  the  ve¬ 
hicle  in  a  safe  and  quiet  location.  Open 
a  window,  and  then  place  the  vehicle 
in  the  R  (Reverse)  position  with  the 
brake  pedal  firmly  depressed.  Check 
that  the  operating  sound  can  be 
heard  from  the  front  side  of  the 
vehicle.

CHARACTERISTICS 


A  WARNING 

-  When  you  leave  your  vehicle,  be  sure 
to  place  the  ignition  switch  in  the  OFF 
position. 

-  Be  sure  to  put  the  transmission  in  the 
P  (Park)  position  because  the  vehicle 
can  move  when  the  READY  to  drive 
indicator  light  is  on  even  if  the  gaso¬ 
line  engine  is  not  running.  When  the 
READY  to  drive  indicator  light  is  on,  do 
not  leave  your  vehicle  in  a  shift  posi¬ 
tion  other  than  the  P  (Park)  position. 
The  vehicle  will  creep  and  start 
abruptly  if  the  accelerator  pedal  is  de¬ 
pressed  by  mistake.  This  may  cause 
serious  injury  or  death. 
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A  CAUTION 

If  the  vehicle  is  parked  for  a  long  period 
of  time,  the  battery  discharges  gradu¬ 
ally.  To  avoid  this  occurrence,  drive  the 
vehicle  for  approximately  30  minutes  at 
least  once  every  two  to  three  months. 
Otherwise,  the  Li-ion  battery  may  be 
damaged.  If  the  Li-ion  battery  is  com¬ 
pletely  discharged  and  the  hybrid  sys¬ 
tem  cannot  be  activated,  it  is  recom¬ 
mended  that  you  visit  a  NISSAN  dealer. 

High-voltage  parts  and  harnesses  on  the 
hybrid  vehicles  emit  approximately  the 
same  amount  of  electromagnetic  waves 
as  the  conventional  gasoline-powered  ve¬ 
hicles  or  home  electronic  appliances  de¬ 
spite  their  electromagnetic  shieldings. 

Charging  the  Li-ion  battery  while  driving  is 
important.  The  vehicle  cannot  run  if  the  Li- 
ion  battery  is  discharged.  When  in  the  N 
(Neutral)  position  and  while  both  the  accel¬ 
erator  pedal  and  the  brake  pedal  are  not 
depressed,  the  Li-ion  battery  does  not  re¬ 
charge.  Leaving  the  transmission  in  the  N 
(Neutral)  position,  while  both  the  accelerator 
pedal  and  the  brake  pedal  are  not  de¬ 
pressed  for  an  extended  period  of  time,  may 
discharge  the  Li-ion  battery  and  the  hybrid 
system  may  automatically  be  turned  off. 
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An  air  vent  is  located  on  the  right  hand  side 
of  the  luggage  room  to  cool  the  Li-ion  bat¬ 
tery  and  DC/DC  converter.  If  the  vent  is 
covered,  the  battery  will  overheat  resulting 
in  reduced  output  performance  of  the  hy¬ 
brid  system.  For  additional  information,  re¬ 
fer  to  "Lithium-ion  (Li-ion)  battery  air  vent" 
in  the  "Appearance  and  care"  section  of  this 
manual. 
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A  CAUTION 

■  Do  not  place  objects  over  or  into  the 
air  vent.  The  Li-ion  battery  or  DC/DC 
converter  may  overheat  and  be 
damaged. 

-  Do  not  allow  any  liquid  to  get  on  or  in 
the  air  vent.  It  may  cause  a  short  cir¬ 
cuit  and  damage  the  Li-ion  battery 
and  cooling  fan.

Do  not  load  large  amounts  of  water  in 
open  containers  (aquariums  or  buck¬ 
ets)  into  the  vehicle.

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SEATS 
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^WARNING 

-  Do  not  ride  in  a  moving  vehicle  when 
the  seatback  is  reclined.  This  can  be 
dangerous.

In  an  accident, 
you  could  be  thrown  into  it  and  re¬ 
ceive  neck  or  other  serious  injuries.

-  Head  restraints/headrests  should  be 
adjusted  properly  as  they  may  pro¬ 
vide  significant  protection  against  in¬ 
jury  in  an  accident.  Always  replace 
and  adjust  them  properly  if  they  have 
been  removed  for  any  reason. 

■  If  the  head  restraints/headrests  are 
removed  for  any  reason,  they  should 
be  securely  stored  to  prevent  them 
from  causing  injury  to  passengers  or 
damage  to  the  vehicle  in  case  of  sud¬ 
den  braking  or  an  accident.

The  front  passenger  seat  and  the  rear 
seating  positions'  three-point  seat  belts 
have  two  nnodes  of  operation:

■  Autonnatic  Locking  Retractor  (ALR) 


The  ELR  nnode  allows  the  seat  belt  to  ex¬ 
tend  and  retract  to  allow  the  driver  and 
passengers  sonne  freedom  of  movement 
in  the  seat.  The  ELR  locks  the  seat  belt 
when  the  vehicle  slows  down  rapidly  or 
during  certain  impacts. 

The  ALR  mode  (child  restraint  mode)  locks 
the  seat  belt  for  child  restraint  installation. 

When  the  ALR  mode  is  activated,  the  seat 
belt  cannot  be  extended  again  until  the 
seat  belt  tongue  is  detached  from  the 
buckle  and  fully  retracted.  The  seat  belt  re¬ 
turns  to  the  ELR  mode  after  the  seat  belt 
fully  retracts.  For  additional  information,  re¬ 
fer  to  "Child  restraints"  in  this  section. 

The  ALR  mode  should  be  used  only  for 
child  restraint  installation.  During  nor¬ 
mal  seat  belt  use  by  an  occupant,  the  ALR 
mode  should  not  be  activated.  If  it  is  ac¬ 
tivated,  it  may  cause  uncomfortable  seat 
belt  tension.  It  can  also  change  the  op¬ 
eration  of  the  front  passenger  air  bag.

To  unfasten  the  seat  belt,  press  the  button 
on  the  buckle  The  seat  belt  autonnati- 
cally  retracts. 

Checking  seat  belt  operation 

Seat  belt  retractors  are  designed  to  lock 
seat  belt  nnovennent  by  two  separate 
nnethods: 

■  When  the  seat  belt  is  pulled  quickly  fronn 
the  retractor 

■  When  the  vehicle  slows  down  rapidly 
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Shoulder  belt  height  adjustnnent 
(front  seats) 

The  shoulder  belt  anchor  height  should  be 
adjusted  to  the  position  best  for  you.  For 
additional  infornnation,  refer  to  "Precau¬ 
tions  on  seat  belt  usage"  in  this  section.  To 
adjust,  pull  out  the  adjustnnent  button  ® 
and  nnove  the  shoulder  belt  anchor  to  the 
desired  position  @,  so  the  belt  passes  over 
the  center  of  the  shoulder.  The  belt  should 
be  away  fronn  your  face  and  neck,  but  not 
falling  off  your  shoulder.  Release  the  ad¬ 
justnnent  button  to  lock  the  shoulder  belt 
anchor  into  position. 


A  WARNING 

-  After  adjustment,  release  the  adjust¬ 
ment  button  and  try  to  move  the 
shoulder  belt  anchor  up  and  down  to 
make  sure  it  is  securely  fixed  in 
position. 

-  The  shoulder  belt  anchor  height 
should  be  adjusted  to  the  position 
best  for  you.  Failure  to  do  so  may  re¬ 
duce  the  effectiveness  of  the  entire 
restraint  system  and  increase  the 
chance  or  severity  of  injury  in  an 
accident. 


When  the  seat  belt  is  not  in  use  and  when 
folding  down  the  rear  seats,  hook  the  rear 
seat  belts  on  the  seat  belt  hooks  as  shown. 
Perfornn  a  visual  check  to  ensure  the  seat 
belt  is  not  obstructing  the  rear  seatback 
latch  prior  to  folding  up  the  rear  seat. 


A  WARNING 

Before  folding  up  the  rear  seats,  ensure 
the  seat  belts  are  not  obstructing  the 
rear  seatback  latches  to  avoid  damage 
to  the  seat  belt  webbing. 


SEAT  BELT  EXTENDERS 

If  because  of  body  size  or  driving  position,  it 
is  not  possible  to  properly  fit  the 
lap/shoulder  belt  and  fasten  it,  an  extender 
that  is  connpatible  with  the  installed  seat 
belts  is  available  for  purchase.  The  ex¬ 
tender  adds  approxinnately  8  in  (200  nnnn) 
of  length  and  nnay  be  used  for  either  the 
driver  or  front  passenger  seating  position. 
It  is  reconnnnended  that  you  visit  a  NISSAN 
dealer  for  assistance  with  purchasing  an 
extender  if  an  extender  is  required. 


A  WARNING 

-  Only  NISSAN  seat  belt  extenders, 
made  by  the  same  company  which 
made  the  original  equipment  seat 
belts,  should  be  used  with  NISSAN 
seat  belts. 

-  Adults  and  children  who  can  use  the 
standard  seat  belt  should  not  use  an 
extender.  Such  unnecessary  use 
could  result  in  serious  personal  injury 
in  the  event  of  an  accident. 
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CHILD  SAFETY 


-  Never  use  seat  belt  extenders  to  in¬ 
stall  child  restraints.  If  the  child  re¬ 
straint  is  not  secured  properly,  the 
child  could  be  seriously  injured  or 
killed  in  a  collision  or  a  sudden  stop. 

SEAT  BELT  MAINTENANCE 

■  To  clean  the  seat  belt  webbing,  apply 
a  mild  soap  solution  or  any  solution  rec¬ 
ommended  for  cleaning  upholstery  or 
carpet.  Then  wipe  with  a  cloth  and  allow 
the  seat  belts  to  dry  in  the  shade.  Do  not 
allow  the  seat  belts  to  retract  until  they 
are  completely  dry. 

■  If  dirt  builds  up  in  the  shoulder  belt 
guide  of  the  seat  belt  anchors,  the 

seat  belts  may  retract  slowly.  Wipe  the 
shoulder  belt  guide  with  a  clean,  dry 
cloth. 

■  Periodically  check  to  see  that  the  seat 
belt  and  the  metal  components,  such 
as  buckles,  tongues,  retractors,  flexible 
wires  and  anchors,  work  properly.  If 
loose  parts,  deterioration,  cuts  or  other 
damage  on  the  webbing  is  found,  the 
entire  seat  belt  assembly  should  be  re¬ 
placed. 


A  WARNING 

Do  not  allow  children  to  play  with  the 
seat  belts.  Most  seating  positions  are 
equipped  with  Automatic  Locking  Re¬ 
tractor  (ALR)  mode  seat  belts.  If  the  seat 
belt  becomes  wrapped  around  a  child's 
neck  with  the  ALR  mode  activated,  the 
child  can  be  seriously  injured  or  killed  if 
the  seat  belt  retracts  and  becomes 
tight.  This  can  occur  even  if  the  vehicle 
is  parked.  Unbuckle  the  seat  belt  to  re¬ 
lease  the  child.  If  the  seat  belt  cannot  be 
unbuckled  or  is  already  unbuckled,  re¬ 
lease  the  child  by  cutting  the  seat  belt 
with  a  suitable  tool  (such  as  a  knife  or 
scissors)  to  release  the  seat  belt. 

Children  need  adults  to  help  protect 
them.  They  need  to  be  properly  re¬ 
strained. 

In  addition  to  the  general  information  in 
this  manual,  child  safety  information  is 
available  from  many  other  sources,  includ¬ 
ing  doctors,  teachers,  government  traffic 
safety  offices,  and  community  organiza¬ 
tions.  Every  child  is  different,  so  be  sure  to 
learn  the  best  way  to  transport  your  child. 


There  are  three  basic  types  of  child  re¬ 
straint  systems: 

■  Rear-facing  child  restraints 

■  Forward-facing  child  restraints 

■  Booster  seats 

The  proper  restraint  depends  on  the  child's 
size.  Generally,  infants  up  to  about  1  year 
and  less  than  20  lbs.  (9  kg)  should  be  placed 
in  rear-facing  child  restraints.  Forward¬ 
facing  child  restraints  are  available  for  chil¬ 
dren  who  outgrow  rear-facing  child  re¬ 
straints  and  are  at  least  1  year  old.  Booster 
seats  are  used  to  help  position  a  vehicle 
lap/shoulder  belt  on  a  child  who  can  no 
longer  use  a  forward-facing  child  restraint. 


A  WARNING 

Infants  and  children  need  special  pro¬ 
tection.  The  vehicle's  seat  belts  may  not 
fit  them  properly.  The  shoulder  belt  may 
come  too  close  to  the  face  or  neck.  The 
lap  belt  may  not  fit  over  their  small  hip 
bones.  In  an  accident,  an  improperly  fit¬ 
ting  seat  belt  could  cause  serious  or  fa¬ 
tal  injury.  Always  use  appropriate  child 
restraints. 
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All  U.S.  states  and  Canadian  provinces  or 
territories  require  the  use  of  approved  child 
restraints  for  infants  and  snnall  children.  For 
additional  infornnation,  refer  to  "Child  re¬ 
straints"  in  this  section. 

A  child  restraint  nnay  be  secured  in  the  ve¬ 
hicle  by  using  either  the  LATCH  (Lower  An¬ 
chors  and  Tethers  for  Children)  systenn  or 
with  the  vehicle  seat  belt.  For  additional 
infornnation,  refer  to  "Child  restraints"  in  this 
section. 

NISSAN  recommends  that  all  pre-teens 
and  children  be  restrained  in  the  rear 
seat.  Studies  show  that  children  are 
safer  when  properly  restrained  in  the 
rear  seat  than  in  the  front  seat. 

This  is  especially  important  because 
your  vehicle  has  a  supplemental  re¬ 
straint  system  (air  bag  system)  for  the 
front  passenger.  For  additional  informa¬ 
tion,  refer  to  "Supplemental  Restraint 
System  (SRS)"  in  this  section. 

INFANTS 

Infants  up  to  at  least  1  year  old  should  be 
placed  in  a  rear-facing  child  restraint. 
NISSAN  reconnnnends  that  infants  be 
placed  in  child  restraints  that  comply  with 
Federal  Motor  Vehicle  Safety  Standards  or 


Canadian  Motor  Vehicle  Safety  Standards. 
You  should  choose  a  child  restraint  that  fits 
your  vehicle  and  always  follow  the  manu¬ 
facturer's  instructions  for  installation  and 
use. 

SMALL  CHILDREN 

Children  that  are  over  1  year  old  and  weigh 
at  least  20  lbs.  (9  kg)  should  remain  in  a 
rear-facing  child  restraint  as  long  as  pos¬ 
sible  up  to  the  height  or  weight  limit  of  the 
child  restraint.  Children  who  outgrow  the 
height  or  weight  limit  of  the  rear-facing 
child  restraint  and  are  at  least  1  year  old 
should  be  secured  in  a  forward-facing  child 
restraint  with  a  harness.  Refertothe  manu¬ 
facturer's  instructions  for  minimum  and 
maximum  weight  and  height  recommen¬ 
dations.  NISSAN  recommends  that  small 
children  be  placed  in  child  restraints  that 
comply  with  Federal  Motor  Vehicle  Safety 
Standards  or  Canadian  Motor  Vehicle 
Safety  Standards.  You  should  choose  a 
child  restraint  that  fits  your  vehicle  and  al¬ 
ways  follow  the  manufacturer's  instruc¬ 
tions  for  installation  and  use. 


LARGER  CHILDREN 

Children  should  remain  in  a  forward-facing 
child  restraint  with  a  harness  until  they 
reach  the  maximum  height  or  weight  limit 
allowed  by  the  child  restraint  manufac¬ 
turer. 

Once  a  child  outgrows  the  height  or  weight 
limit  of  the  harness-equipped  forward¬ 
facing  child  restraint,  NISSAN  recommends 
that  the  child  be  placed  in  a  commercially 
available  booster  seat  to  obtain  proper 
seat  belt  fit.  For  a  seat  belt  to  fit  properly,  the 
booster  seat  should  raise  the  child  so  that 
the  shoulder  belt  is  properly  positioned 
across  the  chest  and  the  top,  middle  por¬ 
tion  of  the  shoulder.  The  shoulder  belt 
should  not  cross  the  neck  or  face  and 
should  not  fall  off  the  shoulder.  The  lap  belt 
should  lie  snugly  across  the  lower  hips  or 
upper  thighs,  not  the  abdomen.  A  booster 
seat  can  only  be  used  in  seating  positions 
that  have  a  three-point  type  seat  belt.  The 
booster  seat  should  fit  the  vehicle  seat  and 
have  a  label  certifying  that  it  complies  with 
Federal  Motor  Vehicle  Safety  Standards  or 
Canadian  Motor  Vehicle  Safety  Standards. 
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A  booster  seat  should  be  used  until  the 
child  can  pass  the  seat  belt  fit  test  below: 

■  Are  the  child's  backand  hipsagainstthe 
vehicle  seatback? 

■  Is  the  child  able  to  sit  without  slouch¬ 
ing? 

■  Do  the  child's  knees  bend  easily  over 
the  front  edge  of  the  seat  with  feet  flat 
on  the  floor? 

■  Can  the  child  safely  wear  the  seat  belt 
(lap  belt  low  and  snug  across  the  hips 
and  shoulder  belt  across  nnid-chest 
and  shoulder)? 

■  Is  the  child  able  to  use  the  properly  ad¬ 
justed  head  restraint/headrest? 

■  Will  the  child  be  able  to  stay  in  position 
for  the  entire  ride? 


If  you  answered  no  to  any  of  these  ques¬ 
tions,  the  child  should  rennain  in  a  booster 
seat  using  a  three-point  type  seat  belt. 


NOTE: 

Laws  in  some  communities  may  follow 
different  guidelines.  Check  local  and 
state  regulations  to  confirm  your  child  is 
using  the  correct  restraint  system  before 
traveling. 


A  WARNING 

Never  let  a  child  stand  or  kneel  on  any 
seat  and  do  not  allow  a  child  in  the 
cargo  area.  The  child  could  be  seriously 
injured  or  killed  in  a  sudden  stop  or 
collision.

PRECAUTIONS  ON  CHILD 
RESTRAINTS 

^WARNING 

-  Failure  to  follow  the  warnings  and  in¬ 
structions  for  proper  use  and  installa¬ 
tion  of  child  restraints  could  result  in 
serious  injury  or  death  of  a  child  or 
other  passengers  in  a  sudden  stop  or 
collision: 
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-  The  child  restraint  must  be  used 
and  installed  properly.  Always  fol¬ 
low  all  of  the  child  restraint  manu¬ 
facturer's  instructions  for  installa¬ 
tion  and  use. 

-  Infants  and  children  should  never 
be  held  on  anyone's  lap.  Even  the 
strongest  adult  cannot  resist  the 
forces  of  a  collision. 

-  Do  not  put  a  seat  belt  around  both 
a  child  and  another  passenger. 


-  NISSAN  recommends  that  all  child 
restraints  be  installed  in  the  rear 
seat.  Studies  show  that  children 
are  safer  when  properly  restrained 
in  the  rear  seat  than  in  the  front 
seat.  If  you  must  install  a  forward¬ 
facing  child  restraint  in  the  front 
seat,  refer  to  "Forward-facing  child 
restraint  installation  using  the  seat 
belts"  in  this  section. 

-  Even  with  the  NISSAN  Advanced  Air 
Bag  System,  never  install  a  rear¬ 
facing  child  restraint  in  the  front 
seat.  An  inflating  air  bag  could  se¬ 
riously  injure  or  kill  a  child.  A  rear¬ 
facing  child  restraint  must  only  be 
used  in  the  rear  seat. 

-  Be  sure  to  purchase  a  child  re¬ 
straint  that  will  fit  the  child  and  ve¬ 
hicle.  Some  child  restraints  may 
not  fit  properly  in  your  vehicle. 
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-  Child  restraint  anchorages  are  de¬ 
signed  to  withstand  only  those 
loads  imposed  by  correctly  fitted 
child  restraints.  Under  no  circum¬ 
stances  are  they  to  be  used  to  at¬ 
tach  adult  seat  belts,  or  other  items 
or  equipment  to  the  vehicle.  Doing 
so  could  damage  the  child  re¬ 
straint  anchorages.  The  child  re¬ 
straint  will  not  be  properly  in¬ 
stalled  using  the  damaged 
anchorage,  and  a  child  could  be  se¬ 
riously  injured  or  killed  in  a 
collision. 

-  Never  use  the  anchor  points  for 
adult  seat  belts,  or  other  items. 

-  A  child  restraint  with  a  top  tether 
strap  should  not  be  used  in  the 
front  passenger  seat. 

-  Keep  seatbacks  as  upright  as  pos¬ 
sible  after  fitting  the  child 
restraint. 

-  Infants  and  children  should  always 
be  placed  in  an  appropriate  child 
restraint  while  in  the  vehicle. 


-  When  the  child  restraint  is  not  in  use, 
keep  it  secured  with  the  LATCH  system 
or  a  seat  belt.  In  a  sudden  stop  or  col¬ 
lision,  loose  objects  can  injure  occu¬ 
pants  or  damage  the  vehicle. 


A  CAUTION 

A  child  restraint  in  a  closed  vehicle  can 
become  very  hot.  Check  the  seating 
surface  and  buckles  before  placing  a 
child  in  the  child  restraint. 

This  vehicle  is  equipped  with  a  universal 
child  restraint  anchor  system,  referred  to 
as  the  LATCH  (Lower  Anchors  and  Tethers 
for  Children)  system.  Some  child  restraints 
include  rigid  or  webbing-mounted  attach¬ 
ments  that  can  be  connected  to  these  an¬ 
chors.  For  additional  information,  refer  to 
"LATCH  (Lower  Anchors  and  Tethers  for 
CHildren)  system"  in  this  section. 

If  you  do  not  have  a  LATCH  compatible 
child  restraint,  the  vehicle  seat  belts  can  be 
used. 


Several  manufacturers  offer  child  re¬ 
straints  for  infants  and  children  of  various 
sizes.  When  selecting  any  child  restraint, 
keep  the  following  points  in  mind: 

■  Choose  only  a  restraint  with  a  label  cer¬ 
tifying  that  it  complies  with  Federal  Mo- 
torVehicle  Safety  Standard  213  or  Cana¬ 
dian  Motor  Vehicle  Safety  Standard  213. 

■  Check  the  child  restraint  in  your  vehicle 
to  be  sure  it  is  compatible  with  the  vehi¬ 
cle's  seat  and  seat  belt  system. 

■  If  the  child  restraint  is  compatible  with 
your  vehicle,  place  your  child  in  the  child 
restraint  and  check  the  various  adjust¬ 
ments  to  be  sure  the  child  restraint  is 
compatible  with  your  child.  Choose  a 
child  restraint  that  is  designed  for  your 
child's  height  and  weight.  Always  follow 
all  recommended  procedures. 

■  If  the  combined  weight  of  the  child  and 
child  restraint  is  less  than  65  lbs. 
(29.5  kg),  you  may  use  either  the  LATCH 
anchors  or  the  seat  belt  to  install  the 
child  restraint  (not  both  at  the  same 
time). 
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■  If  the  combined  weight  of  the  child  and 
child  restraint  is  greater  than  65  lbs. 
(29.5  kg),  use  the  vehicle's  seat  belt  (not 
the  lower  anchors)  to  install  the  child 
restraint. 

■  Be  sure  to  follow  the  child  restraint 
manufacturer's  instructions  for  installa¬ 
tion. 

All  U.S.  states  and  Canadian  provinces  or 
territories  require  that  infants  and  small 
children  be  restrained  in  an  approved 
child  restraint  at  all  times  while  the  ve¬ 
hicle  is  being  operated.  Canadian  law  re¬ 
quires  the  top  tether  strap  on  forward¬ 
facing  child  restraints  be  secured  to  the 
designated  anchor  point  on  the  vehicle.

LATCH  (Lower  Anchors  and 
Tethers  for  Children)  SYSTEM 

Your  vehicle  is  equipped  with  special  an¬ 
chor  points  that  are  used  with  LATCH  sys¬ 
tem  compatible  child  restraints.  This  sys¬ 
tem  may  also  be  referred  to  as  the  ISOFIX 
or  ISOFIX  compatible  system.  With  this  sys¬ 
tem,  you  do  not  have  to  use  a  vehicle  seat 
belt  to  secure  the  child  restraint  unless  the 
combined  weight  of  the  child  and  child  re¬ 
straint  exceeds  65  lbs.  (29.5  kg).  If  the  com¬ 
bined  weight  of  the  child  and  child  restraint 
is  greater  than  65  lbs.  (29.5  kg),  use  the  ve¬ 


hicle's  seat  belt  (not  the  lower  anchors)  to 
install  the  child  restraint.  Be  sure  to  follow 
the  child  restraint  manufacturer's  instruc¬ 
tions  for  installation. 

The  LATCH  lower  anchor  points  are  pro¬ 
vided  to  install  child  restraints  in  the  follow¬ 
ing  positions  only: 

■  Rear  bench  seat  -  outboard  seating  po¬ 
sitions

A  WARNING 

Failure  to  follow  the  warnings  and  in¬ 
structions  for  proper  use  and  installa¬ 
tion  of  child  restraints  could  result  in 
serious  injury  or  death  of  a  child  or 
other  passengers  in  a  sudden  stop  or 
collision: 

-  Attach  LATCH  system  compatible 
child  restraints  only  at  the  loca¬ 
tions  shown  in  the  illustration. 

-  Do  not  secure  a  child  restraint  in 
the  rear  bench  center  position  us¬ 
ing  the  LATCH  system  anchors.  The 
child  restraint  will  not  be  secured 
properly. 
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-  Inspect  the  lower  anchors  by  in¬ 
serting  your  fingers  into  the  lower 
anchor  area.  Feel  to  make  sure 
there  are  no  obstructions  over  the 
anchors  such  as  seat  belt  webbing 
or  seat  cushion  material.  The  child 
restraint  will  not  be  secured  prop¬ 
erly  if  the  lower  anchors  are 
obstructed. 

-  Child  restraint  anchorages  are  de¬ 
signed  to  withstand  only  those 
loads  imposed  by  correctly  fitted 
child  restraints.  Under  no  circum¬ 
stances  are  they  to  be  used  to  at¬ 
tach  adult  seat  belts,  or  other  items 
or  equipment  to  the  vehicle.  Doing 
so  could  damage  the  child  re¬ 
straint  anchorages.  The  child  re¬ 
straint  will  not  be  properly  in¬ 
stalled  using  the  damaged 
anchorages,  and  a  child  could  be 
seriously  injured  or  killed  in  a 
collision.

LATCH  compatible  child  restraints  include 
two  rigid  or  webbing-mounted  attach¬ 
ments  that  can  be  connected  to  two  an¬ 
chors  located  at  certain  seating  positions 
in  your  vehicle.  With  this  system,  you  do  not 
have  to  use  a  vehicle  seat  belt  to  secure  the 
child  restraint.  Checkyour  child  restraint  for 
a  label  stating  that  it  is  compatible  with 
LATCH.  This  information  may  also  be  in  the 
instructions  provided  by  the  child  restraint 
manufacturer.

When  installing  a  child  restraint,  carefully 
read  and  follow  the  instructions  in  this 
manual  and  those  supplied  with  the  child 
restraint. 


^WARNING 

-  Do  not  allow  cargo  to  contact  the  top 
tether  strap  when  it  is  attached  to  the 
top  tether  anchor.  Properly  secure  the 
cargo  so  it  does  not  contact  the  top 
tether  strap.  Cargo  that  is  not  properly 
secured  or  cargo  that  contacts  the  top 
tether  strap  may  damage  it  during  a 
collision.  A  child  could  be  seriously  in¬ 
jured  or  killed  in  a  collision  if  the  top 
tether  strap  is  damaged. 

■  Child  restraint  anchorages  are  de¬ 
signed  to  withstand  only  those  loads 
imposed  by  correctly  fitted  child  re¬ 
straints.  Under  no  circumstances  are 
they  to  be  used  to  attach  adult  seat 
belts,  or  other  items  or  equipment  to 
the  vehicle.  Doing  so  could  damage 
the  child  restraint  anchorages.  The 
child  restraint  will  not  be  properly  in¬ 
stalled  using  the  damaged  anchor¬ 
ages,  and  a  child  could  be  seriously 
injured  or  killed  in  a  collision.

REAR-FACING  CHILD  RESTRAINT 
INSTALLATION  USING  LATCH 

For  additional  information,  refer  to  all  Warn¬ 
ings  and  Cautions  in  the  "Child  safety"  and 
"Child  restraints"  sections  of  this  manual 
before  installing  a  child  restraint. 

Do  not  use  the  lower  anchors  if  the  com¬ 
bined  weight  of  the  child  and  the  child  re¬ 
straint  exceeds  65  lbs.  (29.5  kg).  If  the  com¬ 
bined  weight  of  the  child  and  the  child 
restraint  is  greater  than  65  lbs.  (29.5  kg),  use 
the  vehicle's  seat  belt  (not  the  lower  an¬ 
chors)  to  install  the  child  restraint.  Be  sure 
to  follow  the  child  restraint  manufacturer's 
instructions  for  installation. 
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Follow  these  steps  to  install  a  rear-facing 
child  restraint  in  the  rear  bench  seats  using 
the  LATCH  system: 

1.  Position  the  child  restraint  on  the  seat.

-  /v\ake  sure  the  shoulder  portion  of 
the  belt  is  away  from  the  child's 
face  and  neck  and  the  lap  portion 
of  the  belt  does  not  cross  the 
stomach. 

-  fv\ake  sure  the  shoulder  belt  is  not 
behind  the  child  or  under  the 
child's  arm. 

-  A  booster  seat  must  only  be  in¬ 
stalled  in  a  seating  position  that 
has  a  lap/shoulder  belt.

B.  High  back  booster  seat 


Booster  seats  of  various  sizes  are  offered 
by  severai  manufacturers.  When  seiecting 
any  booster  seat,  keep  the  foiiowing  points 
in  mind: 

■  Choose  oniy  a  booster  seat  with  a  iabei 
certifying  that  it  compiles  with  Federal 
Motor  Vehicle  Safety  Standard  213  or 
Canadian  Motor  Vehicle  Safety  Stan¬ 
dard  213. 

■  Check  the  booster  seat  in  your  vehicle 
to  be  sure  it  is  compatible  with  the  vehi¬ 
cle's  seat  and  seat  belt  system. 
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Make  sure  the  child's  head  will  be  prop¬ 
erly  supported  by  the  booster  seat  or 
vehicle  seat.  The  seatback  must  be  at 
or  above  the  center  of  the  child's  ears. 
For  example,  if  a  low  back  booster  seat 
is  chosen,  the  vehicle  seatback  must  be 
at  or  above  the  center  of  the  child's  ears, 
if  the  seatback  is  lower  than  the  center 
of  the  child's  ears,  a  high  back  booster 
seat  should  be  used. 


■  If  the  booster  seat  is  compatible  with 
your  vehicle,  place  the  child  in  the 
booster  seat  and  check  the  various  ad¬ 
justments  to  be  sure  the  booster  seat  is 
compatible  with  the  child.  Always  follow 
all  recommended  procedures. 

All  U.S.  states  and  Canadian  provinces  or 
territories  require  that  infants  and  small 
children  be  restrained  in  an  approved 
child  restraint  at  all  times  while  the  ve¬ 
hicle  is  being  operated.

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7  If  the  booster  seat  is  installed  in  the 
front  passenger  seat,  place  the  ignition 
switch  in  the  ON  position.  The  front  pas¬ 
senger  air  bag  status  light  ^  mayor 
may  not  illuminate,  depending  on  the 
size  of  the  child  and  the  type  of  booster 
seat  being  used.

Front  seat-mounted  side-impact 
supplemental  air  bag  system 

This  system  can  heip  cushion  the  impact 
force  to  the  chest  area  of  the  driver  and 
front  passenger  in  certain  side-impact  coi¬ 
iisions.  The  side  air  bags  are  designed  to 
inflate  on  the  side  where  the  vehicie  is  im¬ 
pacted. 


Roof-mounted  curtain  side-impact  and 
rollover  supplemental  air  bag  system 

This  system  can  heip  cushion  the  impact 
force  to  the  head  of  occupants  in  front  and 
rear  outboard  seating  positions  in  certain 
side-impact  coiiisions.  The  curtain  air  bags 
are  designed  to  inflate  on  the  side  where 
the  vehicie  is  impacted,  in  a  roiiover,  the 
curtain  air  bags  are  designed  to  inflate  and 
remain  inflated  for  a  short  time. 


The  SRS  is  designed  to  supplement  the 
crash  protection  provided  by  the  driver  and 
front  passenger  seat  beits  and  is  not  a 
substitute  for  them.  Seat  beits  shouid  ai- 
ways  be  correctiy  worn  and  the  occupant 
seated  a  suitabie  distance  away  from  the 
steering  wheei,  instrument  panei  and  door 
finishers.  For  additionai  information,  refer 
to  "Seat  beits"  in  this  section. 


The  supplemental  air  bags  operate  only 
when  the  ignition  switch  is  placed  in  the 
ON  position. 


After  placing  the  ignition  switch  in  the 
ON  position,  the  supplemental  air  bag 
warning  light  illuminates.  The  supple¬ 
mental  air  bag  warning  light  will  turn  off 
after  about  7  seconds  if  the  system  is 
operational. 
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A  WARNING 

-  The  front  air  bags  ordinarily  will  not 
inflate  in  the  event  of  a  side  impact, 
rear  impact,  rollover,  or  lower  severity 
frontal  collision.  Always  wear  your 
seat  belts  to  help  reduce  the  risk  or 
severity  of  injury  in  various  kinds  of 
accidents 

■  The  front  passenger  air  bag  will  not 
inflate  if  the  passenger  air  bag  status 
light  is  lit.  For  additional  information, 
refer  to  "Front  passenger  air  bag  and 
status  light"  in  this  section. 


■  The  seat  belts  and  the  front  air  bags 
are  most  effective  when  you  are  sit¬ 
ting  well  back  and  upright  in  the  seat. 
The  front  air  bags  inflate  with  great 
force.  Even  with  the  NISSAN  Advanced 
Air  Bag  System,  if  you  are  unre¬ 
strained,  leaning  forward,  sitting  side¬ 
ways  or  out  of  position  in  any  way,  you 
are  at  greater  risk  of  injury  or  death  in 
a  crash.  You  may  also  receive  serious 
or  fatal  injuries  from  the  front  air  bag 
if  you  are  up  against  it  when  it  inflates. 
Always  sit  back  against  the  seatback 
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and  as  far  away  as  practical  from  the 
steering  wheel  or  instrument  panel. 
Always  properly  use  the  seat  belts. 

-  The  driver  and  front  passenger  seat 
belt  buckles  are  equipped  with  sensors 
that  detect  if  the  seat  belts  are  fas¬ 
tened.  The  NISSAN  Advanced  Air  Bag 
System  monitors  the  severity  of  a  colli¬ 
sion  and  seat  belt  usage,  then  inflates 
the  air  bags  as  needed.  Failure  to  prop¬ 
erly  wear  seat  belts  can  increase  the 
risk  or  severity  of  injury  in  an  accident. 

-  The  front  passenger  seat  is  equipped 
with  an  occupant  classification  sen¬ 
sor  (weight  sensor)  that  turns  the 
front  passenger  air  bag  OFF  under 
some  conditions.  This  sensor  is  only 
used  in  this  seat.  Failure  to  be  properly 
seated  and  wearing  the  seat  belt  can 
increase  the  risk  or  severity  of  injury  in 
an  accident.  For  additional  informa¬ 
tion,  refer  to  "Front  passenger  air  bag 
and  status  light"  in  this  section. 

-  Keep  hands  on  the  outside  of  the 
steering  wheel.  Placing  them  inside 
the  steering  wheel  rim  could  increase 
the  riskthat  they  are  injured  when  the 
front  air  bag  inflates. 


-  Never  let  children  ride  unrestrained  or 
extend  their  hands  or  face  out  of  the 
window.  Do  not  attempt  to  hold  them 
in  your  lap  or  arms.  Some  examples  of 
dangerous  riding  positions  are  shown 
in  the  illustrations.

-  Children  may  be  severely  injured  or 
killed  when  the  front  air  bags,  side  air 
bags  or  curtain  air  bags  inflate  if  they 
are  not  properly  restrained.  Pre-teens 
and  children  should  be  properly  re¬ 
strained  in  the  rear  seat,  if  possible. 
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-  Even  with  the  NISSAN  Advanced  Air 
Bag  System,  never  install  a  rear¬ 
facing  child  restraint  in  the  front  seat. 
An  inflating  front  air  bag  could  seri¬ 
ously  injure  or  kill  your  child.

Front  seat-mounted  side-impact 
supplemental  air  bags  and  roof- 
mounted  curtain  side-impact  and  roll¬ 
over  supplemental  air  bags: 

-  The  side  air  bags  and  curtain  air  bags 
ordinarily  will  not  inflate  in  the  event 
of  a  frontal  impact,  rear  impact,  or 
lower  severity  side  collision.  Always 
wear  your  seat  belts  to  help  reduce 
the  risk  or  severity  of  injury  in  various 
kinds  of  accidents. 
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A  WARNING 

-  The  seat  belts,  the  side  air  bags  and 
curtain  air  bags  are  most  effective 
when  you  are  sitting  well  back  and 
upright  in  the  seat  with  both  feet  on 
the  floor.  The  side  air  bag  and  curtain 
air  bag  inflate  with  great  force.  Do  not 
allow  anyone  to  place  their  hand,  leg 
or  face  near  the  side  air  bag  on  the 
side  of  the  seatback  of  the  front  seat 
or  near  the  side  roof  rails.  Do  not  allow 
anyone  sitting  in  the  front  seats  or 
rear  outboard  seats  to  extend  their 
hand  out  of  the  window  or  lean 
against  the  door.  Some  examples  of 
dangerous  riding  positions  are  shown 
in  the  previous  illustrations.

■  When  sitting  in  the  rear  seat,  do  not 
hold  onto  the  seatback  of  the  front 
seat.

Some  examples  of  dangerous  riding 
positions  are  shown  in  the 
illustrations.

To  ensure  proper  operation  of  the  pas¬ 
senger's  NISSAN  Advanced  Air  Bag  Sys¬ 
tem,  please  observe  the  following 
items. 

-  Do  not  allow  a  passenger  in  the  rear 
bench  seats  to  push  or  pull  on  the 
seatback  pocket. 

-  Do  not  place  heavy  loads  heavier  than 
9.1  lbs.  (4  kg)  on  the  seatbacK  head 
restraint/headrest  or  in  the  seatback 
pocket. 

■  Make  sure  that  there  is  nothing  press¬ 
ing  against  the  rear  of  the  seatback, 
such  as  a  child  restraint  installed  in 
the  rear  seat  or  an  object  stored  on 
the  floor. 

-  Make  sure  that  there  is  no  object 
placed  under  the  front  passenger 
seat. 

-  Make  sure  that  there  is  no  object 
placed  between  the  seat  cushion  and 
center  console  or  between  the  seat 
cushion  and  the  door. 


-  If  a  forward-facing  child  restraint  is 
installed  in  the  front  passenger  seat, 
do  not  position  the  front  passenger 
seat  so  the  child  restraint  contacts  the 
instrument  panel.  If  the  child  restraint 
does  contact  the  instrument  panel, 
the  system  may  determine  the  seat  is 
occupied  and  the  passenger  air  bag 
may  deploy  in  a  collision.  Also  the 
front  passenger  air  bag  status  light 
may  not  illuminate.  For  additional  in¬ 
formation,  refer  to  "Child  restraints"  in 
this  section. 

-  Confirm  the  operating  condition  with 
the  front  passenger  air  bag  status 
light. 

■  If  you  notice  that  the  front  passenger 
air  bag  status  light  is  not  operating  as 
described  in  this  section,  get  the  oc¬ 
cupant  classification  system  checked. 
It  is  recommended  that  you  visit  a 
NISSAN  dealer  for  this  service. 

-  Until  you  have  confirmed  with  a 
dealer  that  your  passenger  seat  occu¬ 
pant  classification  system  is  working 
properly,  position  the  occupants  in 
the  rear  seating  positions.

■  Do  not  position  the  front  passenger 
seat  so  it  contacts  the  rear  seat.  If  the 
front  seat  does  contact  the  rear  seat, 
the  air  bag  system  may  determine  a 
sensor  malfunction  has  occurred  and 
the  front  passenger  air  bag  status 
light  may  illuminate  and  the  supple¬ 
mental  air  bag  warning  light  may 
flash. 

This  vehicle  is  equipped  with  the  NISSAN 
Advanced  Air  Bag  Systenn  for  the  driver  and 
front  passenger  seats.  This  systenn  is  de¬ 
signed  to  meet  certification  requirements 
under  U.S.  regulations.  It  is  also  permitted  in 
Canada  However,  all  of  the  information, 
cautions  and  warnings  in  this  manual 
still  apply  and  must  be  followed. 

The  driver  supplemental  front-impact  air 
bag  is  located  in  the  center  of  the  steering 
wheel.  The  front  passenger  supplemental 
front-impact  air  bag  is  mounted  in  the 
dashboard  above  the  glove  box.  The  front 
air  bags  are  designed  to  inflate  in  higher 
severity  frontal  collisions,  although  they 
may  inflate  if  the  forces  in  another  type  of 
collision  are  similar  to  those  of  a  higher 
severity  frontal  impact.  They  may  not  in¬ 
flate  in  certain  frontal  collisions.  Vehicle 
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damage  (or  lack  of  it)  is  not  always  an  indi¬ 
cation  of  proper  front  air  bag  system  op¬ 
eration. 

The  NISSAN  Advanced  Air  Bag  System 
monitors  information  from  the  crash  zone 
sensor,  the  Air  bag  Control  Unit  (ACU),  seat 
belt  buckle  sensors  and  occupation  classi¬ 
fication  sensor  (weight  sensor).  Inflator  op¬ 
eration  is  based  on  the  severity  of  a  colli¬ 
sion  and  seat  belt  usage  for  the  driver.  For 
the  front  passenger,  the  occupant  classifi¬ 
cation  sensor  is  also  monitored.  Based  on 
information  from  the  sensor,  only  one  front 
air  bag  may  inflate  in  a  crash,  depending  on 
the  crash  severity  and  whether  the  front 
occupants  are  belted  or  unbelted.  Addi¬ 
tionally,  the  front  passenger  air  bag  may  be 
automatically  turned  off  under  some  con¬ 
ditions,  depending  on  the  weight  detected 
on  the  front  passenger  seat  and  how  the 
seat  belt  is  used.  If  the  front  passenger  air 
bag  is  OFF,  the  front  passenger  air  bag  sta¬ 
tus  light  will  be  illuminated.  For  additional 
information,  refer  to  "Front  passenger  air 
bag  and  status  light"  in  this  section.  One 
front  air  bag  inflating  does  not  indicate  im¬ 
proper  performance  of  the  system. 


If  you  have  any  questions  about  your  air 
bag  system,  it  is  recommended  that  you 
visit  a  NISSAN  dealer  to  obtain  information 
about  the  system.  If  you  are  considering 
modification  of  your  vehicle  due  to  a  dis¬ 
ability,  you  may  also  contact  NISSAN.  Con¬ 
tact  information  is  contained  in  the  front  of 
this  Owner's  Manual. 

When  a  front  air  bag  inflates,  a  fairly  loud 
noise  may  be  heard,  followed  by  the  re¬ 
lease  of  smoke.  This  smoke  is  not  harmful 
and  does  not  indicate  a  fire.  Care  should  be 
taken  to  not  inhale  it,  as  it  may  cause  irrita¬ 
tion  and  choking.  Those  with  a  history  of  a 
breathing  condition  should  get  fresh  air 
promptly. 

Front  air  bags,  along  with  the  use  of  seat 
belts,  help  to  cushion  the  impact  force  on 
the  face  and  chest  of  the  front  occupants. 
They  can  help  save  lives  and  reduce  seri¬ 
ous  injuries.  However,  an  inflating  front  air 
bag  may  cause  facial  abrasions  or  other 
injuries.  Front  air  bags  do  not  provide  re¬ 
straint  to  the  lower  body. 
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Even  with  NISSAN  Advanced  Air  Bags,  seat 
belts  should  be  correctly  worn  and  the 
driver  and  front  passenger  seated  upright 
as  far  as  practical  away  from  the  steering 
wheel  or  instrument  panel.  The  front  air 
bags  inflate  quickly  in  order  to  help  protect 
the  front  occupants.  Because  of  this,  the 
force  of  the  front  air  bag  inflating  can  in¬ 
crease  the  risk  of  injury  if  the  occupant  is 
too  close  to,  or  is  against,  the  front  air  bag 
module  during  inflation. 

The  front  air  bags  deflate  quickly  after  a 
collision. 

The  front  air  bags  operate  only  when  the 
ignition  switch  is  in  the  ON  position. 

After  placing  the  ignition  switch  in  the 
ON  position,  the  supplemental  air  bag 
warning  light  illuminates.  The  supple¬ 
mental  air  bag  warning  light  will  turn  off 
after  about  7  seconds  if  the  system  is 
operational. 


Status  light 

The  front  passenger  seat  is  equipped  with 
an  occupant  classification  sensor  (weight 
sensor)  that  turns  the  front  passenger  air 
bag  on  or  off  depending  on  the  weight  ap¬ 
plied  to  the  front  passenger  seat.  The  sta¬ 
tus  of  the  front  passenger  air  bag  (ON  or 
OFF)  is  indicated  by  the  front  passenger  air 
bag  status  light  ^  which  is  located  on 
the  instrunnent  panel. 

After  the  ignition  switch  is  placed  in  the 
"ON"  position,  the  front  passenger  air  bag 
status  light  on  the  instrunnent  panel  illunni- 
nates  for  about  7  seconds  and  then  turns 
off  or  rennains  illunninated  depending  on 
the  front  passenger  seat  occupied  status. 
The  light  operates  as  follows:

^WARNING 

The  front  passenger  air  bag  is  designed 
to  automatically  turn  OFF  under  some 
conditions.  Read  this  section  carefully 
to  learn  how  it  operates.  Proper  use  of 
the  seat,  seat  belt  and  child  restraints  is 
necessary  for  most  effective  protec¬ 
tion.  Failure  to  follow  all  instructions  in 
this  manual  concerning  the  use  of 
seats,  seat  belts  and  child  restraints  can 
increase  the  risk  or  severity  of  injury  in 
an  accident. 


In  addition  to  the  above,  certain  objects 
placed  on  the  front  passenger  seat  may 
also  cause  the  light  to  operate  as  de¬ 
scribed  above  depending  on  their  weight. 


For  additional  information,  refer  to  "Normal 
operation"  and  "Troubleshooting"  in  this 
section. 
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Front  passenger  air  bag 

The  front  passenger  air  bag  is  designed  to 
autonnatically  turn  OFF  when  the  vehicle  is 
operated  under  some  conditions  as  de¬ 
scribed  below  in  accordance  with  U.S.  regu¬ 
lations.  If  the  front  passenger  air  bag  is  OFF, 
it  will  not  inflate  in  a  crash.  The  driver  air  bag 
and  other  air  bags  in  your  vehicle  are  not 
part  of  this  system. 

The  purpose  of  the  regulation  is  to  help 
reduce  the  risk  of  injury  or  death  from  an 
inflating  air  bag  to  certain  front  passenger 
seat  occupants,  such  as  children,  by  requir¬ 
ing  the  air  bag  to  be  automatically  turned 
OFF.  Certain  sensors  are  used  to  meet  the 
requirements. 

The  occupant  classification  sensor  in  this 
vehicle  is  a  weight  sensor.  It  is  designed  to 
detect  an  occupant  and  objects  on  the 
seat  by  weight.  For  example,  if  a  child  is  in 
the  front  passenger  seat,  the  NISSAN  Ad¬ 
vanced  Air  Bag  System  is  designed  to  turn 
the  front  passenger  air  bag  OFF  in  accor¬ 
dance  with  the  regulations.  Also,  if  a  child 
restraint  of  the  type  specified  in  the  regula¬ 
tions  is  on  the  seat,  its  weight  and  the 
child's  weight  can  be  detected  and  cause 
the  air  bag  to  turn  OFF. 


Front  passenger  seat  adult  occupants  who 
are  properly  seated  and  using  the  seat  belt 
as  outlined  in  this  manual  should  not 
cause  the  front  passenger  air  bag  to  be 
automatically  turned  OFF.  For  small  adults 
it  may  be  turned  OFF,  however  if  the  occu¬ 
pant  takes  his/her  weight  off  the  seat 
cushion  (for  example,  by  not  sitting  upright, 
by  sitting  on  an  edge  of  the  seat,  or  by 
otherwise  being  out  of  position),  this  could 
cause  the  sensor  to  turn  the  air  bag  OFF. 
Always  be  sure  to  be  seated  and  wearing 
the  seat  belt  properly  for  the  most  effective 
protection  by  the  seat  belt  and  supple¬ 
mental  air  bag. 

NISSAN  recommends  that  pre-teens  and 
children  be  properly  restrained  in  a  rear 
seat.  NISSAN  also  recommends  that  ap¬ 
propriate  child  restraints  and  booster 
seats  be  properly  installed  in  a  rear  seat.  If 
this  is  not  possible,  the  occupant  classifica¬ 
tion  sensor  is  designed  to  operate  as  de¬ 
scribed  above  to  turn  the  front  passenger 
air  bag  OFF  for  specified  child  restraints  as 
required  by  the  regulations.  Failing  to  prop¬ 
erly  secure  child  restraints  and  to  use  the 
ALR  mode  may  allow  the  restraint  to  tip  or 
move  in  a  collision  or  sudden  stop.  This  can 
also  result  in  the  passenger  air  bag  inflat¬ 
ing  in  a  crash  instead  of  being  OFF.  For 


additional  information,  refer  to  "Child  re¬ 
straints"  in  this  section. 

If  the  front  passenger  seat  is  not  occupied, 
the  front  passenger  air  bag  is  designed  not 
to  inflate  in  a  crash.  However,  heavy  objects 
placed  on  the  seat  could  result  in  air  bag 
inflation,  because  of  the  object's  weight  de¬ 
tected  by  the  occupant  classification  sen¬ 
sor.  Other  conditions  could  also  result  in  air 
bag  inflation,  such  as  if  a  child  is  standing 
on  the  seat,  or  if  two  children  are  on  the 
seat,  contrary  to  the  instructions  in  this 
manual.  Always  be  sure  that  you  and  all 
vehicle  occupants  are  seated  and  re¬ 
strained  properly. 

Using  the  front  passenger  air  bag  status 
light,  you  can  monitor  when  the  front  pas¬ 
senger  air  bag  is  automatically  turned  OFF. 

If  an  adult  occupant  is  in  the  seat  but  the 
front  passenger  air  bag  status  light  is  illu¬ 
minated  (indicating  that  the  air  bag  is  OFF), 
it  could  be  that  the  person  is  a  small  adult, 
or  is  not  sitting  on  the  seat  properly  or  not 
using  the  seat  belt  properly. 

If  a  child  restraint  must  be  used  in  the  front 
seat,  the  front  passenger  air  bag  status 
light  may  or  may  not  be  illuminated,  de¬ 
pending  on  the  size  of  the  child  and  the 
type  of  child  restraint  being  used.  If  the  air 
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bag  status  light  is  not  illunninated  (indicat¬ 
ing  that  the  air  bag  might  inflate  in  a  crash), 
it  could  be  that  the  child  restraint  or  seat 
belt  is  not  being  used  properly.  Make  sure 
that  the  child  restraint  is  installed  properly, 
the  seat  belt  is  used  properly  and  the  occu¬ 
pant  is  positioned  properly.  If  the  air  bag 
status  light  is  still  not  illuminated,  reposi¬ 
tion  the  occupant  or  child  restraint  in  a  rear 
seat. 

If  the  front  passenger  air  bag  status  light 
will  not  illuminate  even  though  you  believe 
that  the  child  restraint,  the  seat  belts  and 
the  occupant  are  properly  positioned,  it  is 
recommended  that  you  take  your  vehicle 
to  a  NISSAN  dealer.  A  NISSAN  dealer  can 
check  system  status  by  using  a  special 
tool.  However,  until  you  have  confirmed 
with  a  dealer  that  your  air  bag  is  working 
properly,  reposition  the  occupant  or  child 
restraint  in  a  rear  seat.

panel,  will  be  illuminated  (blinking  or 
steadily  lit).  Have  the  system  checked.  It  is 
recommended  that  you  visit  a  NISSAN 
dealer  for  this  service. 

Normal  operation 

In  order  for  the  occupant  classification 
sensor  system  to  classify  the  front  passen¬ 
ger  based  on  weight,  please  followthe  pre¬ 
cautions  and  steps  outlined  below: 

Precautions 

■  Make  sure  that  there  are  no  objects 
weighing  over  9.1  lbs.  (4  kg)  hanging  on 
the  seat  or  placed  in  the  seatback 
pocket. 

■  Make  sure  that  a  child  restraint  or  other 
object  is  not  pressing  against  the  rear 
of  the  seatback. 


The  NISSAN  Advanced  Air  Bag  System  and 
front  passenger  air  bag  status  light  will 
take  a  few  seconds  to  register  a  change  in 
the  front  passenger  seat  status.  This  is  nor¬ 
mal  system  operation  and  does  not  indi¬ 
cate  a  malfunction. 

If  a  malfunction  occurs  in  the  front  passen¬ 
ger  air  bag  system,  the  supplemental  air 


Make  sure  that  a  rear  passenger  is  not 
pushing  or  pulling  on  the  back  of  the 
front  passenger  seat. 


Make  sure  that  the  front  passenger 
seat  or  seatback  is  not  forced  back 
against  an  object  on  the  seat  or  floor 
behind  it 


■  Make  sure  that  there  is  no  object  placed 
under  the  front  passenger  seat. 

Steps 

1.  Adjustthe  seat  as  outlined  in  the  "Seats" 
section  of  this  manual.  Sit  upright,  lean¬ 
ing  against  the  seatback,  and  centered 
on  the  seat  cushion  with  your  feet  com¬ 
fortably  extended  to  the  floor. 

2.  Make  sure  there  are  no  objects  on  your 
lap. 

3.  Fasten  the  seat  belt  as  outlined  in  the 
"Seat  belts"  section  of  this  manual. 
Front  passenger  seat  belt  buckle  sta¬ 
tus  is  monitored  by  the  occupant  clas¬ 
sification  system,  and  is  used  as  an  in¬ 
put  to  determine  occupancy  status.  So, 
it  is  highly  recommended  that  the  front 
passenger  fasten  their  seat  belt. 

4.  Remain  in  this  position  for  30  seconds 
allowing  the  system  to  classify  the 
front  passenger  before  the  vehicle  is 
put  into  motion. 

5.  Ensure  proper  classification  by  check¬ 
ing  the  front  passenger  air  bag  status 
light. 
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NOTE: 

This  vehicle's  occupant  classification 
sensor  system  generally  keeps  the  clas¬ 
sification  locked  during  driving,  so  it  is 
important  that  you  confirm  that  the 
front  passenger  is  properly  classified 
prior  to  driving.  However,  the  occupant 
classification  sensor  may  recalculate  the 
weight  of  the  occupant  under  some  con¬ 
ditions  (both  while  driving  and  when 
stopped),  so  front  passenger  seat  occu¬ 
pants  should  continue  to  remain  seated 
as  outlined  above. 

Troubleshooting 

If  you  think  the  front  passenger  air  bag 
status  light  is  incorrect: 

1.  If  the  light  is  ON  with  an  adult  occupying 
the  front  passenger  seat: 

■  Occupant  is  a  snnall  adult  —  the  air  bag 
light  is  functioning  as  intended.  The 
front  passenger  air  bag  is  suppressed. 


However,  if  the  occupant  is  not  a  snnall 
adult,  then  this  nnay  be  due  to  the  following 
conditions  that  nnay  be  interfering  with  the 
weight  sensors: 

■  Occupant  is  not  sitting  upright,  leaning 
against  the  seatback,  and  centered  on 
the  seat  cushion  with  his/her  feet  conn- 
fortably  extended  to  the  floor. 

■  A  child  restraint  or  other  object  pressing 
against  the  rear  of  the  seatback. 

■  A  rear  passenger  pushing  or  pulling  on 
the  back  of  the  front  passenger  seat. 

■  Forcing  the  front  seat  or  seatback 
against  an  object  on  the  seat  or  floor 
behind  it. 

■  An  object  placed  under  the  front  pas¬ 
senger  seat. 

■  An  object  placed  between  the  seat 
cushion  and  center  console  or  between 
the  seat  cushion  and  the  door. 

If  the  vehicle  is  nnoving,  please  conne  to  a 
stop  when  it  is  safe  to  do  so.  Check  and 
correct  any  of  the  above  conditions.  Re¬ 
start  the  vehicle  and  wait  1  nninute. 


NOTE: 

A  system  check  will  be  performed  during 
which  the  front  passenger  air  bag  status 
light  will  remain  lit  for  about  7  seconds 
initially. 

If  the  light  is  still  ON  after  this,  the  person 
should  be  advised  not  to  ride  in  the  front 
passenger  seat  and  the  vehicle  should  be 
checked  as  soon  as  possible.  It  is  reconn- 
nnended  that  you  visit  a  NISSAN  dealer  for 
this  service. 

2.  If  the  light  is  OFF  with  a  snnall  adult, 
child  or  child  restraint  occupying  the 
front  passenger  seat. 

This  nnay  be  due  to  the  following  con¬ 
ditions  that  nnay  be  interfering  with  the 
weight  sensors: 

■  Small  adult  or  child  is  not  sitting  upright, 
leaning  against  the  seatback,  and  cen¬ 
tered  on  the  seat  cushion  with  his/her 
feet  comfortably  extended  to  the  floor. 

■  The  child  restraint  is  not  properly  in¬ 
stalled,  as  outlined  in  the  "Child  re¬ 
straints"  section  of  this  manual. 

■  An  object  weighing  over  9.1  lbs.  (4  kg) 
hanging  on  the  seat  or  placed  in  the 
seatback  pocket. 
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■  A  child  restraint  or  other  object  pressing 
against  the  rear  of  the  seatback. 

■  A  rear  passenger  pushing  or  pulling  on 
the  back  of  the  front  passenger  seat. 

■  Forcing  the  front  seat  or  seatback 
against  an  object  on  the  seat  or  floor 
behind  it. 

■  An  object  placed  under  the  front  pas¬ 
senger  seat. 

■  An  object  placed  between  the  seat 
cushion  and  center  console. 

If  the  vehicle  is  nnoving,  please  conne  to  a 
stop  when  it  is  safe  to  do  so.  Check  and 
correct  any  of  the  above  conditions.  Re¬ 
start  the  vehicle  and  wait  1  nninute. 

NOTE: 

A  system  check  will  be  performed  during 
which  the  front  passenger  air  bag  status 
light  will  remain  lit  for  about  7  seconds 
initially. 


If  the  light  is  still  OFF  after  this,  the  snnall 
adult,  child  or  child  restraint  should  be  re¬ 
positioned  in  the  rear  seat  and  the  vehicle 
should  be  checked  as  soon  as  possible.  It  is 
reconnnnended  that  you  visit  a  NISSAN 
dealer  for  this  service. 

3.  If  the  light  is  OFF  with  no  front  passen¬ 
ger  and  no  objects  on  the  front  pas¬ 
senger  seat,  the  vehicle  should  be 
checked.  It  is  reconnnnended  that  you 
visit  a  NISSAN  dealer  as  soon  as  pos¬ 
sible. 

Other  supplemental  front-impact  air 
bag  precautions 


A  WARNING 

■  Do  not  place  any  objects  on  the  steer¬ 
ing  wheel  pad  or  on  the  instrument 
panel.  Also,  do  not  place  any  objects 
between  any  occupant  and  the  steer¬ 
ing  wheel  or  instrument  panel.  Such 
objects  may  become  dangerous  pro¬ 
jectiles  and  cause  injury  if  the  front  air 
bags  inflate. 

-  Immediately  after  inflation,  several 
front  air  bag  system  components  will 
be  hot.  Do  not  touch  them;  you  may 


-  No  unauthorized  changes  should  be 
made  to  any  components  or  wiring  of 
the  supplemental  air  bag  system.  This 
is  to  prevent  accidental  inflation  of 
the  supplemental  air  bag  or  damage 
to  the  supplemental  air  bag  system. 

-  Do  not  make  unauthorized  changes 
to  your  vehicle's  electrical  system, 
suspension  system  or  front  end  struc¬ 
ture.  This  could  affect  proper  opera¬ 
tion  of  the  front  air  bag  system. 

■  Tampering  with  the  front  air  bag  sys¬ 
tem  may  result  in  serious  personal  in¬ 
jury.  Tampering  includes  changes  to 
the  steering  wheel  and  the  instru¬ 
ment  panel  assembly  by  placing  ma¬ 
terial  over  the  steering  wheel  pad  and 
above  the  instrument  panel  or  by  in¬ 
stalling  additional  trim  material 
around  the  air  bag  system. 

■  Removing  or  modifying  the  front  pas¬ 
senger  seat  may  affect  the  function  of 
the  air  bag  and  result  in  serious  per¬ 
sonal  injury.

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■  /v\odifying  or  tampering  with  the  front 
passenger  seat  may  result  in  serious 
personal  injury.  For  example,  do  not 
change  the  front  seats  by  placing  ma¬ 
terial  on  the  seat  cushion  or  by  install¬ 
ing  additional  trim  material,  such  as 
seat  covers,  on  the  seat  that  are  not 
specifically  designed  to  assure  proper 
air  bag  operation.  Additionally,  do  not 
stow  any  objects  under  the  front  pas¬ 
senger  seat  or  the  seat  cushion  and 
seatback.  Such  objects  may  interfere 
with  the  proper  operation  of  the  occu¬ 
pant  classification  sensor  (weight 
sensor). 

-  No  unauthorized  changes  should  be 
made  to  any  components  or  wiring  of 
the  seat  belt  system.

Tampering 
with  the  seat  belt  system  may  result 
in  serious  personal  injury. 


-  It  is  recommended  that  you  visit  a 
NISSAN  dealer  for  work  on  and  around 
the  front  air  bag.  It  is  also  recom¬ 
mended  that  you  visit  a  NISSAN  dealer 
for  installation  of  electrical  equip¬ 
ment.

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Front  seat-nnounted  side-innpact 
supplennental  air  bag  and 
roof-nnounted  curtain  side- 
innpact  and  rollover  supplennental 
air  bag  systenns 

The  side  air  bags  are  located  in  the  outside 
of  the  seatback  of  the  front  seats.  The  cur¬ 
tain  air  bags  are  located  in  the  side  roof 
rails  in  both  rows  All  of  the  information, 
cautions  and  warnings  in  this  manual 
apply  and  must  be  followed.  The  side  air 
bags  and  curtain  air  bags  are  designed  to 
inflate  in  higher  severity  side  collisions,  al¬ 
though  they  may  inflate  if  the  forces  in  an- 


other  type  of  collision  are  sinnilarto  those  of 
a  higher  severity  innpact.  They  are  de¬ 
signed  to  inflate  on  the  side  where  the  ve¬ 
hicle  is  innpacted.  They  nnay  not  inflate  in 
certain  side  collisions. 

Curtain  air  bags  are  also  designed  to  inflate 
in  certain  types  of  rollover  collisions  or  near 
rollovers.  As  a  result,  certain  vehicle  nnove- 
nnents  (for  exannple,  during  severe  off- 
roading)  nnay  cause  the  curtain  air  bags  to 
inflate. 

Vehicle  dannage  (or  lack  of  it)  is  not  always 
an  indication  of  proper  side  air  bag  and 
curtain  air  bag  operation. 

When  the  side  air  bags  and  curtain  air  bags 
inflate,  a  fairly  loud  noise  nnay  be  heard, 
followed  by  release  of  snnoke.  This  snnoke  is 
not  harnnful  and  does  not  indicate  a  fire. 
Care  should  be  taken  not  to  inhale  it,  as  it 
nnay  cause  irritation  and  choking.  Those 
with  a  history  of  a  breathing  condition 
should  get  fresh  air  pronnptly. 

Side  air  bags,  along  with  the  use  of  seat 
belts,  help  to  cushion  the  impact  force  on 
the  chest  of  the  front  occupants.  Curtain 
airbags  help  to  cushion  the  impact  force  to 
the  head  of  occupants  in  the  front  and  rear 
outboard  seating  positions  in  all  rows.  They 
can  help  save  lives  and  reduce  serious  in¬ 


juries.  However,  an  inflating  side  air  bag  or 
curtain  air  bag  may  cause  abrasions  or 
other  injuries.  Side  air  bags  and  curtain  air 
bags  do  not  provide  restraint  to  the  lower 
body. 

The  seat  belts  should  be  correctly  worn 
and  the  driver  and  front  passenger  seated 
upright  as  far  as  practical  away  from  the 
side  air  bag.  Rear  seat  passengers  should 
be  seated  as  far  away  as  practical  from  the 
door  finishers  and  side  roof  rails.  The  side 
air  bags  and  curtain  air  bags  inflate  quickly 
in  order  to  help  protect  the  occupants.  Be¬ 
cause  of  this,  the  force  of  the  side  air  bags 
and  curtain  air  bags  inflating  can  increase 
the  risk  of  injury  if  the  occupant  is  too  close 
to,  or  is  against,  these  air  bag  modules  dur¬ 
ing  inflation.  The  side  air  bag  will  deflate 
quickly  after  the  collision  is  over. 

The  curtain  air  bag  will  remain  inflated  for  a 
short  time. 

The  side  air  bags  and  curtain  air  bags 
operate  only  when  the  ignition  switch  is 
placed  in  the  ON  position. 


mental  air  bag  warning  light  will  turn  off 
after  about  7  seconds  if  the  system  is 
operational. 


A  WARNING 

-  Do  not  place  any  objects  near  the 
seatback  of  the  front  seats.  Also,  do 
not  place  any  objects  (an  umbrella, 
bag,  etc.)  between  the  front  door  fin¬ 
isher  and  the  front  seat.  Such  objects 
may  become  dangerous  projectiles 
and  cause  injury  if  a  side  air  bag 
inflates.

-  No  unauthorized  changes  should  be 
made  to  any  components  or  wiring  of 
the  side  air  bag  and  curtain  air  bag 
systems.  This  is  to  prevent  damage  to 
or  accidental  inflation  of  the  side  air 
bag  and  curtain  air  bag  systems. 

-  Do  not  make  unauthorized  changes 
to  your  vehicle's  electrical  system, 
suspension  system  or  side  panel.  This 
could  affect  proper  operation  of  the 
curtain  air  bag  systems.

*The  SRS  wiring  harness  or  connectors 
are  yellow  or  orange  for  easy  identifica¬ 
tion. 

When  selling  your  vehicle,  we  request  that 
you  infornn  the  buyer  about  the  side  air 
bags  and  curtain  air  bag  systenn  and  guide 
the  buyer  to  the  appropriate  sections  in 
this  Owner's  Manual. 


Seat  belt  with  pretensioner(s) 
(front  seats) 


A  warning 

■  The  pretensioner(s)  cannot  be  reused 
after  activation.  They  must  be  re¬ 
placed  together  with  the  retractor 
and  buckle  as  a  unit. 

-  If  the  vehicle  becomes  involved  in  a 
collision  but  pretensioner(s)  are  not 
activated,  be  sure  to  have  the  preten¬ 
sioner  system  checked  and,  if  neces¬ 
sary,  replaced.  It  is  recommended  that 
you  visit  a  NISSAN  dealer  for  this 
service. 

-  No  unauthorized  changes  should  be 
made  to  any  components  or  wiring  of 
the  pretensioner  system.  This  is  to 
prevent  damage  to  or  accidental  acti¬ 
vation  of  the  pretensioner(s).  Tamper¬ 
ing  with  the  pretensioner  system  may 
result  in  serious  personal  injury. 


-  It  is  recommended  that  you  visit  a 
NISSAN  dealer  for  work  on  and  around 
the  pretensioner  system.  It  is  also  rec¬ 
ommended  that  you  visit  a  NISSAN 
dealer  for  installation  of  electrical 
equipment.  Unauthorized  electrical 
test  equipment  and  probing  devices 
should  not  be  used  on  the  preten¬ 
sioner  system.

The  pretensioner  systenn  nnay  activate 
with  the  supplennental  air  bag  systenn  in 
certain  types  of  collisions.  Working  with  the 
seat  belt  retractor,  the  pretensioner(s)  help 
tighten  the  seat  belt  when  the  vehicle  be- 
connes  involved  in  certain  types  of  colli¬ 
sions,  helping  to  restrain  front  seat  occu¬ 
pants. 

The  pretensioner(s)  are  encased  within  the 
seat  belt  retractor  and  to  the  seat  belt  an¬ 
chor  affixed  to  the  floor  of  the  vehicle. 
These  seat  belts  are  used  the  same  way  as 
conventional  seat  belts. 
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When  prGtGnsionGr(s)  activate,  snnokG  is  re¬ 
leased  and  a  loud  noise  nnay  be  heard.  This 
snnoke  is  not  harnnful  and  does  not  indi¬ 
cate  a  fire.  Care  should  be  taken  not  to 
inhale  it,  as  it  nnay  cause  irritation  and 
choking.  Those  with  a  history  of  a  breath¬ 
ing  condition  should  get  fresh  air  pronnptly. 
After  the  pretGnsioner(s')  activation,  load 
linniters  allow  the  seat  belt  to  release  web¬ 
bing  (if  necessary)  to  reduce  forces  against 
the  chest. 

The  supplennental  air  bag  warning 
light  is  used  to  indicate  nnalfunctions 
in  the  pretensioner  systenn.  For  additional 
infornnation,  refer  to  "Supplennental  air  bag 
warning  light"  in  this  section.  If  the  opera¬ 
tion  of  the  supplennental  air  bag  warning 
light  indicates  there  is  a  nnalfunction,  have 
the  system  checked.  It  is  recommended 
that  you  visit  a  NISSAN  dealer  for  this  ser¬ 
vice.

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SUPPLEMENTAL  AIR  BAG  WARNING 
LIGHT 

The  supplemental  air  bag  warning  light, 
displaying  P'  in  the  instrument  panel, 
monitors  the  circuits  for  the  air  bag  sys¬ 
tems,  pretensioner(s)  and  all  related  wiring. 
When  the  ignition  switch  is  placed  in  the  ON 
position,  the  supplemental  air  bag  warning 
light  illuminates  for  about  7  seconds  and 
then  turns  off.  This  means  the  system  is 
operational. 


If  any  of  the  following  conditions  occur,  the 
front  air  bag,  side  air  bag,  curtain  air  bag 
and  pretensioner  systems  need  servicing: 

■  The  supplemental  air  bag  warning  light 
remains  on  after  approximately  7  sec¬ 
onds. 

■  The  supplemental  air  bag  warning  light 
flashes  intermittently. 

■  The  supplemental  air  bag  warning  light 
does  not  come  on  at  all. 

Under  these  conditions,  the  front  air  bag, 
side  air  bag,  curtain  air  bag  or  pretensioner 
systems  may  not  operate  properly.  They 
must  be  checked  and  repaired.  It  is  recom¬ 
mended  that  you  visit  a  NISSAN  dealer  for 
this  service. 


A  WARNING 

If  the  supplemental  air  bag  warning 
light  is  on,  it  could  mean  that  the  front 
air  bag,  side  air  bag,  curtain  air  bag 
and/or  pretensioner  systems  will  not 
operate  in  an  accident.  To  help  avoid 
injury  to  yourself  or  others,  have  your 
vehicle  checked  as  soon  as  possible.  It  is 
recommended  that  you  visit  a  NISSAN 
dealer  for  this  service. 
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Repair  and  replacennent 
procedure 

The  front  air  bags,  side  air  bags,  curtain  air 
bags  and  pretensioner(s)  are  designed  to 
inflate  on  a  one-time-only  basis.  As  a  re¬ 
minder,  unless  it  is  damaged,  the  supple¬ 
mental  air  bag  warning  light  remains  illu¬ 
minated  after  inflation  has  occurred. These 
systems  should  be  repaired  and/or  re¬ 
placed  as  soon  as  possible.  It  is  recom¬ 
mended  that  you  visit  a  NISSAN  dealer  for 
this  service. 

When  maintenance  work  is  required  on  the 
vehicle,  the  front  air  bags,  side  air  bags, 
curtain  air  bags,  pretensioner(s)  and  re¬ 
lated  parts  should  be  pointed  out  to  the 
person  performing  the  maintenance.  The 
ignition  switch  should  always  be  placed  in 
the  LOCK  position  when  working  under  the 
hood  or  inside  the  vehicle. 


A  WARNING 

-  Once  a  front  air  bag,  side  air  bag,  or 
curtain  air  bag  has  inflated,  the  air 
bag  module  will  not  function  again 
and  must  be  replaced.  Additionally, 
the  activated  pretensioner(s)  must 
also  be  replaced.  The  air  bag  module 
and  pretensioner(s)  should  be  re¬ 
placed.  It  is  recommended  that  you 
visit  a  NISSAN  dealer  for  this  service. 
However,  the  air  bag  module  and  pre- 
tensioner(s)  cannot  be  repaired. 

-  The  front  air  bag,  side  air  bag,  curtain 
air  bag  systems  and  the  pretensioner 
system  should  be  inspected  if  there  is 
any  damage  to  the  front  end  or  side 
portion  of  the  vehicle.  It  is  recom¬ 
mended  that  you  visit  a  NISSAN  dealer 
for  this  service. 

-  If  you  need  to  dispose  of  the  supple¬ 
mental  air  bag  or  pretensioner  sys¬ 
tems  or  scrap  the  vehicle,  it  is  recom¬ 
mended  that  you  contact  a  NISSAN 
dealer  for  this  service.  Incorrect  dis¬ 
posal  procedures  could  cause  per¬ 
sonal  injury.

If  the  vehicle  is  being  driven  with  low  tire 
pressure,  the  warning  light  will  illumi¬ 
nate.  A  'Tire  Pressure  Low  -  Add  Air" 
warning  also  appears  in  the  vehicle  in¬ 
formation  display. 

When  the  low  tire  pressure  warning  light 
illuminates,  you  should  stop  and  adjust 
the  tire  pressure  of  all  four  tires  to  the 
recommended  COLD  tire  pressure  shown 
on  the  Tire  and  Loading  Information  la¬ 
bel  located  in  the  driver's  door  opening.

The 
light  will  rennain  on  after  1  nninute.  Have  the 
systenn  checked.  It  is  reconnnnended  that 
you  visit  a  NISSAN  dealer  for  this  service. 
The  "Tire  Pressure  Low  —  Add  Air"  warning 
does  not  appear  if  the  low  tire  pressure 
warning  light  illunninates  to  indicate  a 
TPMS  nnalfunction.

If  the  All-Wheel  Drive  (AWD)  systenn  nnal- 
functions,  or  the  dianneter  of  the  front  and 
the  rear  wheels  are  different,  the  nnaster 
warning  light  will  illunninate.  For  additional 
infornnation,  refer  to  "All-Wheel  Drive  (AWD)" 
in  the  "Starting  and  driving"  section  of  this 
nnanual.

VEHICLE  SECURITY  SYSTEM 

The  vehicle  security  system  provides  visual 
and  audible  alarm  signals  if  someone 
opens  the  doors  or  liftgate  when  the  sys¬ 
tem  is  armed.  It  is  not,  however,  a  motion 
detection  type  system  that  activates  when 
a  vehicle  is  moved  or  when  a  vibration  oc¬ 
curs. 
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The  system  helps  deter  vehicle  theft  but 
cannot  prevent  it,  nor  can  it  prevent  the 
theft  of  interior  or  exterior  vehicle  compo¬ 
nents  in  all  situations.  Always  secure  your 
vehicle  even  if  parking  for  a  brief  period. 
Never  leave  your  keys  in  the  vehicle,  and 
always  lock  the  vehicle  when  unattended. 
Be  aware  of  your  surroundings,  and  park  in 
secure,  well-lit  areas  whenever  possible. 

Many  devices  offering  additional  protec¬ 
tion,  such  as  component  locks,  identifica¬ 
tion  markers,  and  tracking  systems,  are 
available  at  auto  supply  stores  and  spe¬ 
cialty  shops.  A  NISSAN  dealer  may  also  offer 
such  equipment.  Check  with  your  insur¬ 
ance  company  to  see  if  you  may  be  eligible 
for  discounts  for  various  theft  protection 
features. 

How  to  arm  the  vehicle  security 
system 

1.  Close  all  windows.  (The  system  can  be 
armed  even  if  the  windows  are  open.) 

2.  Remove  the  keys  from  the  vehicle. 


3.  Close  all  doors  and  liftgate.  Lock  all 
doors.  The  doors  can  be  locked  with 
the  key  fob  (if  so  equipped).  Intelligent 
Key  (if  so  equipped),  door  handle  re¬ 
quest  switch,  or  mechanical  key  (if  so 
equipped). 

4.  Confirm  that  the  security  indica¬ 
tor  light  stays  on  for  about  30  seconds. 
The  vehicle  security  system  is  now  pre¬ 
armed.  The  vehicle  security  system  will 
automatically  shift  into  the  armed 
phase.  The  security  light  begins 
to  flash  once  every  three  seconds.  If 
during  the  pre-armed  phase  one  of  the 
following  occurs,  the  system  will  not 
arm: 

■  Any  door  is  unlocked  with  the  key  fob  (if 
so  equipped),  the  Intelligent  Key  (if  so 
equipped),  mechanical  key  (if  so 
equipped),  or  door  request  switch. 

■  Ignition  switch  is  placed  in  the  ON  posi¬ 
tion. 


■  Even  when  the  driver  and/or  passen¬ 
gers  are  inthe  vehicle,  the  system  will 
activate  with  all  the  doors,  hood  and 
liftgate  locked  with  the  ignition 
switch  placed  in  the  LOCK  position.

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DYNAMIC  DRIVER  ASSISTANCE 
SWITCH  (if  SO  equipped) 


LIC5681 

The  dynamic  driver  assistance  switch  is 
used  to  temporarily  turn  on  and  off  the 
Intelligent  Lane  Intervention  (l-LI)  system 
that  is  activated  using  the  settings  menu  of 
the  vehicle  information  display. 

The  l-LI  system  must  be  turned  on  with  the 
dynamic  driver  assistance  switch  every 
time  the  ignition  is  placed  in  the  ON  posi¬ 
tion. 

When  the  dynamic  driver  assistance 
switch  is  turned  off,  the  indicator  ®  on  the 
switch  is  off.  The  indicator  will  also  be  off  if 
the  l-LI  system  is  deactivated  using  the  ve¬ 
hicle  information  display. 


The  l-LI  system  warns  the  driver  with  a 
warning  light  and  a  chime,  and  helps  assist 
the  driver  to  return  the  vehicle  to  the  center 
of  the  traveling  lane  by  applying  the  brakes 
to  the  left  or  right  wheels  individually  (for  a 
short  period  of  time).  For  additional  infor¬ 
mation,  refer  to  "Intelligent  Lane  Interven¬ 
tion  (l-LI)"  in  the  "Starting  and  driving"  sec¬ 
tion  and  "Vehicle  information  display"  in  the

VEHICLE  DYNAMIC  CONTROL  (VDC) 
OFF  SWITCH 
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The  vehicle  should  be  driven  with  the  VDC 
system  on  for  most  driving  conditions. 

If  the  vehicle  is  stuck  in  mud  or  snow,  the 
VDC  system  reduces  the  engine  output  to 
reduce  wheel  spin.  The  engine  speed  will 
be  reduced  even  if  the  accelerator  is  de¬ 
pressed  to  the  floor.  If  maximum  engine 
power  is  needed  to  free  a  stuck  vehicle, 
turn  the  VDC  system  off. 
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To  turn  off  the  VDC  system,  push  the  VDC 
OFF  switch.  The  ^  indicator  and  the  Au¬ 
tomatic  Emergency  Braking  (AEB)  or  Auto¬ 
matic  Emergency  Braking  (AEB)  with  Pe¬ 
destrian  Detection  system  warning  light 
will  come  on. 

Push  the  VDC  OFF  switch  again  or  restart 
the  engine  to  turn  on  the  system.  For  addi¬

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ALL-WHEEL  DRIVE  (AWD)  LOCK  REAR  DOOR  ALERT 

SWITCH  (if  SO  equipped) 
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The  All-Wheel  Drive  (AWD)  LOCK  switch  is 
located  on  the  instrunnent  panel.  The  AWD 
LOCK  indicator  light  will  illunninate  when 
the  switch  is  turned  on.  For  additional  infor- 
nnation,  refer  to  "Warning  lights,  indicator 
lights  and  audible  renninders"  in  this  sec¬ 
tion  and  "AWD  Lock  Switch  Operations"  in 
the  "Starting  and  driving"  section  of  this 
nnanual. 

Each  tinne  you  push  the  switch,  the  AWD 
mode  will  switch:  AUTO  ^LOCK  ^  AUTO. 


The  Rear  Door  Alert  system  functions  un¬ 
der  certain  conditions  to  indicate  there 
may  be  an  object  or  passenger  in  the  rear 
seat(s).  Check  the  seat(s)  before  exiting  the 
vehicle. 

The  Rear  Door  Alert  system  is  initially  dis¬ 
abled.  The  driver  can  enable  the  system 
using  the  vehicle  information  display.  For 
additional  information,  refer  to  "Vehicle  in¬ 
formation  display  warnings  and  indicators" 
in  this  section. 

When  the  system  is  enabled: 

■  The  system  is  activated  when  a  rear 
door  is  opened  and  closed  approxi¬ 
mately  10  minutes  before  the  vehicle  is 
started.  When  the  vehicle  is  started  and 
the  system  is  activated,  a  visual  mes¬ 
sage  appears  in  the  vehicle  information 
display.  For  additional  information,  refer 
to  "Rear  Door  Alert  is  activated"  in  this 
section. 

■  If  a  rear  door  is  opened  and  closed  but 
the  vehicle  is  not  started  within  approxi¬ 
mately  10  minutes,  the  system  will  not 
be  activated.  A  rear  door  must  be 
opened  and  closed  and  the  car  started 
within  10  minutes  for  the  system  to  ac- 
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When  the  Rear  Door  Alert  system  is  acti¬ 
vated  and  a  driver  exits  the  vehicle  after 
arriving  at  a  destination: 

■  When  the  driver  puts  the  vehicle  in  the  P 
(Park)  position,  a  message  appears  in 
the  vehicle  information  display  for  a 
driver  to  "Dismiss  Message"  or  "Disable 
Alert"  if  desired. 

■  With  the  system  enabled,  when  the 
driver  exits  the  vehicle,  an  audible  alert 
(horn  sound)  will  occur  unless  a  rear 
door  is  opened  and  closed  within  a 
short  time  to  deactivate  the  alert. 

■  If  the  doors  are  locked  before  the  alert  is 
deactivated  by  opening  a  rear  door,  the 
horn  will  sound. 

■  If  the  system  is  activated  but  the  rear 
liftgate  is  opened  before  opening  a  rear 
door,  the  horn  will  be  delayed  until  after 
the  liftgate  is  closed. 

■  If  the  audible  horn  alert  occurs,  a  mes¬ 
sage  will  also  appear  in  the  vehicle  in¬ 
formation  display  that  states,  "Check 
Rear  Seat  for  All  Articles". 
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E-CALL  (SOS)  BUTTON  (if  so  POWER  OUTLETS 

equipped) 


A  WARNING 

-  If  the  driver  selects  "Disable  Alert",  no 
audible  alert  will  be  provided  regard¬ 
less  of  rear  door  open/close  status. 

-  There  may  be  times  when  there  is  an 
object  or  passenger  in  the  rear  seat(s) 
but  the  audible  alert  does  not  sound. 
For  example,  this  may  occur  if  the  en¬ 
gine  is  turned  off  and  then  on  again  in  a 
short  period  of  time  during  a  trip,  or  if 
rear  seat  passengers  enter  or  exit  the 
vehicle  during  a  trip. 

-  The  system  does  not  directly  detect 
objects  or  passengers  in  the  rear 
seat(s).  Instead,  it  can  detect  when  a 
rear  door  is  opened  and  closed,  indicat¬ 
ing  that  there  may  be  something  in  the 
rear  seat(s). 


NOTE: 

There  may  be  times  when  the  horn 
sounds  but  there  are  no  objects  or  pas¬ 
sengers  in  the  rear  seat(s).

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12V  OUTLETS 


The  power  outlets  are  for  powering  electri¬ 
cal  accessories  such  as  cellular  tele¬ 
phones.  They  are  rated  at  12  volt,  120W  (10A) 
maximum. 

The  front  and  center  console  power  outlets 
are  powered  only  when  the  ignition  switch 
is  in  the  ON  position. 
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NOTE: 

■  When  the  ignition  switch  is  in  the  OFF 
position,  the  front  and  center  console 
power  outlets  stop  delivering  power 
one  minute  after  the  door  is  opened 
and  stays  open. 

■  If  the  door  remains  closed  after  the 
ignition  is  placed  in  the  OFF  position, 
the  front  and  center  console  power 
outlets  continue  to  deliver  power  un¬ 
til  the  accessory  power  timer  has 
elapsed. 

■  The  cargo  area  power  outlet(s)  con¬ 
tinues  to  deliver  power  normally. 


A  CAUTION 

-  The  outlet  and  plug  may  be  hot  during 
or  immediately  after  use. 

-  Only  certain  power  outlets  are  de¬ 
signed  for  use  with  a  cigarette  lighter 
unit.  Do  not  use  any  other  power  out¬ 
let  for  an  accessory  lighter.  It  is  rec¬ 
ommended  that  you  visit  a  NISSAN 
dealer  for  additional  information.

-  When  not  in  use,  be  sure  to  close  the 
cap.  Do  not  allow  water  or  any  other 
liquid  to  contact  the  outlet. 


OFF  position 
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STORAGE 


The  extended  storage  switch  is  used  when 
shipping  the  vehicle.  It  is  located  in  the  fuse 
panel  on  the  driver's  side  of  the  instrunnent 
panel.  If  any  electrical  equipment  does  not 
operate,  ensure  the  extended  storage 
switch  is  pushed  fully  in  place,  as  shown. 

To  inspect  the  extended  storage  switch, 
ensure  the  ignition  switch  and  headlight 
switch  are  off,  remove  the  fuse  box  cover 
®  using  a  suitable  tool  in  combination 
with  a  cloth  to  avoid  damaging  the  trim. 
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SEATBACK  POCKETS 

There  is  one  seatback  pocket  located  on 
the  back  of  the  driver  and  passenger  seats. 
The  pockets  can  be  used  to  store  maps. 
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^WARNING 

To  ensure  proper  operation  of  the  pas¬ 
senger's  NISSAN  Advanced  Air  Bag  Sys¬ 
tem,  please  observe  the  following 
items: 

-  Do  not  allow  a  passenger  in  the  rear 
seat  to  push  or  pull  on  the  seatback 
pocket  or  head  restraint/ head  rest. 

-  Do  not  place  heavy  loads  heavier  than 
9.1  lbs.  (4  kg)  on  the  seatbacK  head 
restraint/headrest  or  in  the  seatback 
pocket. 


GLOVE  BOX 

Open  the  glove  box  by  pulling  the  handle. 


^WARNING 

Keep  glove  box  lid  closed  while  driving 
to  help  prevent  injury  in  an  accident  or  a 
sudden  stop. 
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CONSOLE  BOX 

To  open  the  console  box,  press  in  on  the 
lever  Q)  and  raise  the  lid 

To  close,  push  the  lid  down  until  the  lock 
latches. 
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STORAGE 

To  open  the  sunglasses  holder,  push  and 
release. 

Only  store  one  pair  of  sunglasses  in  the 
holder. 


A  WARNING 

Keep  the  sunglasses  holder  closed 
while  driving  to  avoid  obstructing  the 
driver's  view  and  to  help  prevent  an 
accident. 


A  CAUTION 

-  Do  not  use  for  anything  other  than 
sunglasses. 

-  Do  not  leave  sunglasses  in  the  sun¬ 
glasses  holder  while  parking  in  direct 
sunlight.  The  heat  may  damage  the 
sunglasses. 


CUP  HOLDERS 
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A  WARNING 

-  Do  not  recline  the  rear  seatback  when 
you  use  the  cup  holders  on  the  rear 
armrest.  Doing  so  may  cause  the  bev¬ 
erages  to  spill  over,  and  if  they  are  hot, 
they  may  scald  the  passengers. 

-  Avoid  abrupt  starting  and  braking 
when  the  cup  holder  is  being  used  to 
prevent  spilling  the  drink.  If  the  liquid 
is  hot,  it  can  scald  you  or  your 
passenger. 


A  CAUTION 

Use  only  soft  cups  in  the  cup  holder. 
Hard  objects  can  injure  you  in  an 
accident. 


A  CAUTION 

■  Do  not  use  bottle  holder  for  any  other 
objects  that  could  be  thrown  about  in 
the  vehicle  and  possibly  injure  people 
during  sudden  braking  or  an  accident. 

■  Do  not  use  bottle  holder  for  open  liq¬ 
uid  containers. 
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To  access  the  floor  storage  area,  pull  up  on 
the  handle  to  lift  the  luggage  board. 


When  securing  itenns  using  luggage  hooks 
located  on  the  back  of  the  seat  or  side 
finisher  do  not  apply  a  load  over  nnore  than 
6.5  lbs.  (29  N)  to  a  single  hook. 


The  luggage  hooks  that  are  located  on  the 
floor  should  have  loads  less  than  110  lbs. 
(490  N)  to  a  single  hook. 


The  luggage  hooks  can  be  used  to  secure 
cargo  with  ropes  or  other  types  of  straps. 
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A  WARNING 

-  Properly  secure  all  cargo  with  ropes  or 
straps  to  help  prevent  it  from  sliding 
or  shifting.  Do  not  place  cargo  higher 
than  the  seatbacks.  In  a  sudden  stop 
or  collision,  unsecured  cargo  could 
cause  personal  injury. 

-  Use  suitable  ropes  and  hooks  to  se¬ 
cure  cargo. 

-  Never  allow  anyone  to  ride  in  the  lug¬ 
gage  area.  It  is  extremely  dangerous 
to  ride  in  a  cargo  area  inside  of  a  ve¬ 
hicle.  In  a  collision,  people  riding  in 
these  areas  are  more  likely  to  be  seri¬ 
ously  injured  or  killed. 

-  Do  not  allow  people  to  ride  in  any  area 
of  your  vehicle  that  is  not  equipped 
with  seats  and  seat  belts. 

■  The  child  restraint  top  tether  strap 
may  be  damaged  by  contact  with 
items  in  the  cargo  area.  Secure  any 
items  in  the  cargo  area.  Your  child 
could  be  seriously  injured  or  killed  in  a 
collision  if  the  top  tether  strap  is 
damaged. 

-  Be  sure  everyone  in  your  vehicle  is  in  a 
seat  and  using  a  seat  belt  properly. 


CARGO  COVER  (if  SO  equipped) 


A  WARNING 

-  Do  not  place  objects  on  the  cargo 
cover  while  the  vehicle  is  parked  or  in 
motion,  no  matter  how  small.  The  ob¬ 
ject  on  the  cargo  cover  could  cause  an 
injury  in  an  accident  or  sudden  stop, 
and/or  the  cargo  cover  can  become 
damaged. 

-  Do  not  leave  the  cargo  cover  in  the 
vehicle  with  it  disengaged  from  the 
holder. 

■  Properly  secure  all  cargo  with  ropes  or 
straps  to  help  prevent  it  from  sliding 
or  shifting.  Do  not  place  cargo  higher 
than  the  seatbacks.  In  a  sudden  stop 
or  collision,  unsecured  cargo  could 
cause  personal  injury. 
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-  Properly  secure  cargo  and  do  not  al¬ 
low  it  to  contact  the  top  tether  strap 
when  it  is  attached  to  the  top  tether 
anchor.  Cargo  that  is  not  properly  se¬ 
cured  or  cargo  that  contacts  the  top 
tether  strap  may  damage  the  top 
tether  strap  during  a  collision.  If  the 
cargo  cover  contacts  the  top  tether 
strap  when  it  is  attached  to  the  top 
tether  anchor,  remove  the  cargo  cover 
from  the  vehicle  or  secure  it  on  the 
cargo  floor  below  its  attachment  lo¬ 
cation.  If  the  cargo  cover  is  not  re¬ 
moved,  it  may  damage  the  top  tether 
strap  during  a  collision.  Your  child 
could  be  seriously  injured  or  killed  in  a 
collision  if  the  child  restraint  top 
tether  strap  is  damaged. 
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The  cargo  cover  keeps  the  luggage  com¬ 
partment  contents  hidden  from  the  out¬ 
side. 


Only  attach  the  hook  and  loop  fastener  on 
the  cargo  cover  privacy  cloth  to  the  area  on 
the  rear  seatback  where  it  is  supposed  to 
be  attached.  Otherwise,  the  seat  surface 
could  be  damaged. 

To  remove  the  cargo  cover: 

(t)  Remove  the  straps  from  the  rear 
hatch. 

@  Remove  the  edge  of  the  cargo  cover 
privacy  cloth  from  the  rear  seatback. 

@  Remove  the  cargo  cover  holders  from 
the  rear  pillar. 
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ROOF  RACK  (if  SO  equipped) 

Do  not  apply  any  load  directly  to  the  roof 
side  rails.  Cross  bars  must  be  installed  be¬ 
fore  applying  load/cargo/luggage  to  the 
roof  of  the  vehicle.  Genuine  NISSAN  acces¬ 
sory  cross  bars  are  available  through  a 
NISSAN  dealer.  It  is  recommended  that  you 
visit  a  NISSAN  dealerfor  additional  informa¬ 
tion. 

The  service  load  capacity  for  the  roof  side 
rails  is  165  lbs.  (74  kg),  however  do  not  ex¬ 
ceed  the  accessory  cross  bars  load  capac¬ 
ity. 
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WINDOWS 


Be  careful  that  your  vehicle  does  not  ex¬ 
ceed  the  Gross  Vehicle  Weight  Rating 
(GVWR)  or  its  Gross  Axle  Weight  Rating 
(GAWR front  and  rear). The  GVWR  and  GAWR 
are  located  on  the  F.M.VS.S.  or  G.VM.S.S.  cer¬ 
tification  label  (located  on  the  driver's  door 
pillar). 

For  additional  infornnation  regarding  GVWR 
and  GAWR,  refer  to  "Vehicle  loading  infor¬ 
nnation"  in  the  "Technical  and  consunner  in¬ 
fornnation"  section  of  this  nnanual. 


A  WARNING 

-  Always  install  the  cross  bars  onto  the 
roof  side  rails  before  loading  cargo  of 
any  kind.  Loading  cargo  directly  onto 
the  roof  side  rails  or  the  vehicle's  roof 
may  cause  vehicle  damage. 

-  Drive  extra  carefully  when  the  vehicle 
is  loaded  at  or  near  the  cargo  carrying 
capacity,  especially  if  the  significant 
portion  of  that  load  is  carried  on  the 
cross  bars. 

-  Heavy  loading  of  the  cross  bars  has 
the  potential  to  affect  the  vehicle  sta¬ 
bility  and  handling  during  sudden  or 
unusual  handling  maneuvers. 


-  Roof  rack  cross  bars  should  be  evenly 
distributed. 

-  Do  not  exceed  maximum  roof  rack 
cross  bars  load  capacity. 

■  Properly  secure  all  cargo  with  ropes  or 
straps  to  help  prevent  it  from  sliding 
or  shifting.  In  a  sudden  stop  or  colli¬ 
sion,  unsecured  cargo  could  cause 
personal  injury. 


POWER  WINDOWS 


A  WARNING 

-  /v\ake  sure  that  all  passengers  have 
their  hands,  etc.,  inside  the  vehicle 
while  it  is  in  motion  and  before  closing 
the  windows.  Use  the  window  lock 
switch  to  prevent  unexpected  use  of 
the  power  windows. 

-  To  help  avoid  risk  of  injury  or  death 
through  unintended  operation  of  the 
vehicle  and/or  its  systems,  including 
entrapment  in  windows  or  inadver¬ 
tent  door  lock  activation,  do  not  leave 
children,  people  who  require  the  as¬ 
sistance  of  others  or  pets  unattended 
in  your  vehicle.  Additionally,  the  tem¬ 
perature  inside  a  closed  vehicle  on  a 
warm  day  can  quickly  become  high 
enough  to  cause  a  significant  risk  of 
injury  or  death  to  people  and  pets. 

The  power  windows  operate  when  the  ig¬ 
nition  switch  is  placed  in  the  ON  position  or 
fora  period  oftinne  after  the  ignition  switch 
is  placed  in  the  OFF  position.  If  the  driver's 
or  passenger's  door  is  opened  during  this 
period  oftinne,  the  powerto  the  windows  is 
canceled. 
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Driver's  side  power  window 
switches 

1.  Window  lock  button 

2.  Power  door  lock  switch 

3.  Front  passenger  side  switch 

4.  Right  rear  passenger  side  switch 

5.  Left  rear  passenger  side  switch 

6.  Driver  side  autonnatic  switch 


The  driver's  side  control  panel  is  equipped 
with  switches  to  open  or  close  all  of  the 
windows. 

To  open  a  window,  push  the  switch  to  the 
first  detent  and  continue  to  hold  down  until 
the  desired  window  position  is  reached.  To 
close  a  window,  pull  the  switch  to  the  first 
detent  and  continue  to  hold  up  until  the 
desired  window  position  is  reached. 

Locking  passengers'  windows 

When  the  window  lock  switch  is  depressed, 
only  the  driver's  side  window  can  be 
opened  or  closed.  Push  it  again  to  cancel 
the  window  lock  function. 
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Front  passenger's  power  window 
switch 

The  passenger's  window  switch  operates 
only  the  corresponding  passenger's  win¬ 
dow.  To  open  the  window  partially,  push  the 
switch  down  Q)  lightly  until  the  desired 
window  position  is  reached.  To  close  the 
window  partially,  pull  the  switch  up  @  until 
the  desired  window  position  is  reached. 
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Auto-reverse  function 
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Rear  power  window  switch 

The  rear  power  window  switches  open  or 
close  only  the  corresponding  windows.  To 
open  the  window,  push  the  switch  and  hold 
it  down  Q).  To  close  the  window,  pull  the 
switch  up 


To  fully  open  a  window  equipped  with  au- 
tonnatic  operation,  push  the  window 
switch  down  to  the  second  detent  and  re¬ 
lease  it;  it  need  not  be  held.  The  window 
autonnatically  opens  all  the  way.  To  stop 
the  window,  lift  the  switch  up  while  the  win¬ 
dow  is  opening. 

To  fully  close  a  window  equipped  with  au- 
tonnatic  operation,  pull  the  switch  up  to  the 
second  detent  and  release  it;  it  need  not  be 
held.  To  stop  the  window,  push  the  switch 
down  while  the  window  is  closing. 


DEi^ER  eRROCESS 


The  auto-reverse  function  can  be  acti¬ 
vated  when  a  window  is  closed  by  auto- 
nnatic  operation. 

Depending  on  the  environment  or  driv¬ 
ing  conditions,  the  auto-reverse  func¬ 
tion  may  be  activated  if  an  impact  or 
load  similar  to  something  being  caught 
in  the  window  occurs. 

^WARNING 

There  are  some  small  distances  imme¬ 
diately  before  the  closed  position  which 
cannot  be  detected.  /v\ake  sure  that  all 
passengers  have  their  hands,  etc.,  in¬ 
side  the  vehicle  before  closing  the 
window. 

If  the  vehicle's  12-volt  battery  is  discon¬ 
nected,  replaced,  or  junnp  started,  the 
power  window  auto-reverse  function  nnay 
not  operate  properly.  If  this  occurs,  please 
contact  the  dealerto  re-initializethe  power 
window  auto- reverse  systenn. 

If  the  control  unit  detects  sonnething 
caught  in  a  window  equipped  with  auto- 
nnatic  operation,  as  it  is  closing,  the  window 
will  be  innnnediately  lowered. 
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The  moonroof  will  only  operate  when  the 
ignition  switch  is  placed  in  the  ON  position. 
The  nnoonroof  is  operational  for  a  period  of 
tinne,  even  if  the  ignition  switch  is  placed  in 
the  OFF  position.  If  the  driver's  door  or  the 
front  passenger's  door  is  opened  during 
this  period  of  tinne,  the  power  to  the  nnoon¬ 
roof  is  canceled. 

When  operating  the  power  nnoonroof  or 
panorannic  sunshade,  the  switch  need  not 
be  held  continuously.  To  stop  the  moon- 
roof  or  sunshade  at  any  point  while  it  is 
opening  or  closing,  slide  the  switch  mo¬ 
mentarily. 


Sliding  the  nnoonroof 

To  fully  open  the  moonroof,  slide  the  switch 
toward  the  OPEN  ®  position  to  the  second 
detent  and  release  it.  If  the  switch  is  slid  to 
the  first  detent  and  released  while  the  sun¬ 
shade  is  closed  only  the  sunshade  will 
open. 

To  fully  close  the  moonroof,  slide  the  switch 
toward  the  CLOSE  @  position  to  the  sec¬ 
ond  detent  and  release  it.  If  the  switch  is 
slid  to  the  first  detent  and  released,  the 
moonroof  will  close  but  the  sunshade  will 
remain  open. 

Tilting  the  nnoonroof 

To  tilt  the  moonroof  up,  push  and  release 
the  tilt  switch  @. 

To  tilt  the  moonroof  down  but  keep  the 
sunshade  open,  push  and  release  the  tilt 
switch  @  or  slide  the  switch  toward  the 
close  position  @  to  the  first  detent. 

To  tilt  the  moonroof  down  and  close  the 
sunshade  at  the  same  time,  slide  the 
switch  toward  the  close  position  @  to  the 
second  detent. 
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Auto-reverse  function  (when 
closing  or  tilting  down  the 
nnoonroof) 

The  auto-reverse  function  can  be  acti¬ 
vated  when  the  moonroof  is  closed  or 
tilted  down  by  automatic  operation  when 
the  ignition  switch  is  placed  in  the  ON  po¬ 
sition  or  for  a  period  of  time  after  the  igni¬ 
tion  switch  is  placed  in  the  OFF  position. 

Depending  on  the  environment  or  driv¬ 
ing  conditions,  the  auto-reverse  func¬ 
tion  may  be  activated  if  an  impact  or 
load  similar  to  something  being  caught 
in  the  moonroof  occurs. 


A  WARNING 

There  are  some  small  distances  imme¬ 
diately  before  the  closed  position  which 
cannot  be  detected.  /v\ake  sure  that  all 
passengers  have  their  hands,  etc.,  in¬ 
side  the  vehicle  before  closing  the 
moonroof. 

When  closing 

If  the  control  unit  detects  something 
caught  in  the  moonroof  as  it  moves  to  the 
front,  the  moonroof  will  immediately  open 
backward. 
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When  tilting  down 

If  the  control  unit  detects  sonnething 
caught  in  the  nnoonroof  as  it  tilts  down,  the 
nnoonroof  will  innnned lately  tilt  up. 

If  the  auto-reverse  function  nnalfunctions 
and  repeats  opening  or  tilting  up  the  nnoon¬ 
roof,  keep  pushing  the  tilt  down  switch  within 
5  seconds  after  it  happens;  the  nnoonroof 
will  fully  close  gradually.  Make  sure  nothing  is 
caught  in  the  nnoonroof

If  the  moonroof  is 
open,  both  the  moonroof  and  the  sun¬ 
shade  will  close  automatically. 

■  If  the  switch  is  slid  @  toward  the  CLOSE 
position  to  the  first  detent  while  the 
moonroof  is  open,  only  the  moonroof 
will  close.  The  sunshade  will  remain 
open. 
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A  WARNING 

-  To  avoid  personal  injury,  keep  your 
hands,  fingers  and  head  away  from 
the  sunshade  arm,  the  arm  rail  and 
sunshade  inlet  port.

The  close  dis¬ 
tance  to  the  door  handle  will  cause  the 
Intelligent  Key  systenn  to  have  difficulty 
recognizing  that  the  Intelligent  Key  is 
outside  the  vehicle. 

■  After  locking  with  the  door  handle  re¬ 
quest  switch,  verify  the  doors  are  se¬ 
curely  locked  bytesting  them. 
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To  prevent  the  Intelligent  Key  fronn  be¬ 
ing  left  inside  the  vehicle,  nnake  sure  you 
carry  the  Intelligent  Key  with  you  and 
then  lock  the  doors. 

Do  not  pull  the  door  handle  before 
pushing  the  door  handle  request 
switch.

■  Doors  lock  with  the  door  handle  re¬ 
quest  switch  while  the  ignition  switch 
is  not  in  the  LOCK  position. 

■  Doors  do  not  lock  by  pushing  the  door 
handle  request  switch  while  that 
door  is  open.  However,  doors  lock 
with  the  mechanical  key  even  if  any 
door  is  open. 

■  Doors  do  not  lock  with  the  door 
handle  request  switch  with  the  Intel¬ 
ligent  Key  inside  the  vehicle  and  a 
beep  sounds  to  warn  you.  However, 
when  an  Intelligent  Key  is  inside  the 
vehicle,  doors  can  be  locked  with  an¬ 
other  Intelligent  Key.

For  additional  information,  re¬ 
fer  to  "Answer  back  horn  feature"  in  this 
section. 

4.  Push  the  door  handle  request  switch 
again  within  one  minute  to  unlock  all 
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NOTE: 

Request  switches  for  all  doors  and  lift- 
gate  can  be  deactivated  when  the  1-Key 
Door  Lock  setting  is  turned  off  in  the  Ve¬ 
hicle  Settings  of  the  vehicle  information 
display.  For  additional  information,  refer 
to  'Vehicle  information  display"  in  the 
"Instruments  and  controls"  section  of 
this  manual. 

If  a  door  handle  is  pulled  while  unlocking 
the  doors,  that  door  may  not  be  unlocked. 
Returning  the  door  handle  to  its  original 
position  will  unlock  the  door.  If  the  door 
does  not  unlock  after  returning  the  door 
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handle,  push  the  door  handle  request 
switch  to  unlock  the  door. 

All  doors  will  be  locked  autonnatically  un¬ 
less  one  of  the  following  operations  is  per- 
fornned  within  one  nninute  after  pushing 
the  request  switch. 

■  Opening  any  door. 

■  Pushing  the  ignition  switch. 

The  interior  light  tinner  illunninates  for  a  pe¬ 
riod  of  tinne  when  a  door  is  unlocked  and 
the  roonn  light  switch  is  in  the  DOOR  posi¬ 
tion. 

The  interior  light  can  be  turned  off  without 
waiting  by  perfornning  one  of  the  following 
operations: 

■  Placing  the  ignition  switch  in  the  ON  po¬ 
sition. 

■  Locking  the  doors  with  the  rennote  con¬ 
trol. 

■  Switching  the  roonn  light  switch  to  the 
OFF  position. 


■  Switching  the  Auto  Roonn  Lannp  to  the 
OFF  position  in  Vehicle  Settings  of  the 
vehicle  infornnation  display.  For  addi¬ 
tional  infornnation,  refer  to  "Vehicle  in¬ 
fornnation  display"  in  the  "Instrunnents 
and  controls"  section. 

HOWTO  USE  THE  REMOTE 
KEYLESS  ENTRY  FUNCTION 

The  rennote  keyless  entry  function  can  op¬ 
erate  all  door  locks  using  the  remote  key¬ 
less  function  of  the  Intelligent  Key.  The  re¬ 
mote  keyless  function  can  operate  at  a 
distance  of  33  ft  (10  m)  away  from  the  ve¬ 
hicle.  The  operating  distance  depends 
upon  the  conditions  around  the  vehicle. 

The  remote  keyless  entry  function  will  not 
function  under  the  following  conditions: 

■  When  the  Intelligent  Key  is  not  within  the 
operational  range. 

■  When  the  doors  or  the  rear  liftgate  are 
open  or  not  closed  securely. 

■  When  the  Intelligent  Key  battery  is  dis¬ 
charged. 
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A  CAUTION 

When  locking  the  doors  using  the  Intel¬ 
ligent  Key,  be  sure  not  to  leave  the  key  in 
the  vehicle. 
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1.  Place  the  ignition  switch  in  the  LOCK 
position. 

2.  Close  all  doors. 


3.  Press  the  Q  button  on  the  Intelli¬ 
gent  Key. 

4.  The  hazard  indicator  lights  flash  twice 
and  the  horn  beeps  once,  unless  the 
answer  back  feature  is  deactivated, 
then  only  the  hazard  lights  will  flash. 

For  additional  infornnation,  refer  to  "An¬ 
swer  back  horn  feature"  in  this  section. 

5.  All  doors  will  be  locked. 
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A  CAUTION 

After  locking  the  doors  using  the  Intel¬ 
ligent  Key,  be  sure  that  the  doors  have 
been  securely  locked  by  operating  the 
door  handles. 
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1.  Press  the  [3  button  on  the  Intelligent 
Key. 


2.  The  driver's  door  will  unlock  and  the 
hazard  indicator  lights  flash  once. 

3.  Press  the  3  button  again  within 
60  seconds,  the  hazard  indicator  lights 
flash  once  and  the  rennaining  doors 
unlock. 


Switching  the  Auto  Roonn  Lannp  to  the 
OFF  position  in  Vehicle  Settings  of  the 
vehicle  infornnation  display.  For  addi¬ 
tional  infornnation,  refer  to  "Vehicle  in¬ 
fornnation  display"  in  the  "Instrunnents 
and  controls"  section  of  this  nnanual. 


NOTE: 

The  unlocking  operation  can  be  changed 
in  Selective  Unlock  in  the  Vehicle  Set¬ 
tings  of  the  vehicle  information  display. 
For  additional  information,  refer  to  'Ve¬ 
hicle  information  display"  in  the  "Instru¬ 
ments  and  controls"  section  of  this 
manual. 

All  doors  will  be  locked  autonnatically  un¬ 
less  one  of  the  following  operations  is  per- 
fornned  within  one  nninute  after  pressing 
the  [3  button: 

■  Opening  any  doors. 

■  Pushing  the  ignition  switch. 

The  interior  light  illunninates  for  a  period  of 
tinne  when  a  door  is  unlocked  and  the 
roonn  light  switch  is  in  the  DOOR  position. 

The  light  can  be  turned  off  without  waiting 
by  perfornning  one  of  the  following  opera¬ 
tions: 

■  Placing  the  ignition  switch  in  the  ON  po¬ 
sition. 

■  Locking  the  doors  with  the  Intelligent 
Key. 

■  Switching  the  roonn  light  switch  to  the 
OFF  position. 


Releasing  the  rear  liftgate  (if  so 
equipped) 

The  rear  liftgate  can  be  opened  and  closed 
by  perfornning  the  following: 

■  Press  thecST  button  for  longer  than 
0.5  seconds  to  open  the  rear  liftgate. 

■  Press  the  cST  button  again  for  longer 
than  0.5  seconds  to  close  the  rear  lift¬ 
gate. 

When  thecST  button  is  pressed  during 
the  open  or  close  process  the  liftgate  will 
stop.  When  pressed  again,  the  liftgate  will 
reverse  and  go  in  the  opposite  direction. 
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Using  the  panic  alarnn 

If  you  are  near  your  vehicle  and  feel  threat¬ 
ened,  you  may  activate  the  panic  alarm  to 
call  attention  by  pressing  and  holding 
the  button  on  the  Intelligent  Key  for 

longer  than  0.5  seconds. 

The  panic  alarm  and  headlights  will  stay  on 
for  a  period  of  time. 


The  panic  alarm  stops  when: 

■  It  has  run  for  a  period  of  time,  or 

■  Any  button  is  pressed  on  the  Intelligent 
Key. 

■  The  request  switch  on  the  driver  or  pas¬ 
senger  door  is  pushed  and  the  Intelli¬ 
gent  Key  is  in  range  of  the  door  handle. 

Using  the  interior  lights 

Press  the  [3  button  on  the  key  fob  once 
to  turn  on  the  interior  lights. 

For  additional  information,  refer  to  "Interior 
lights"  in  the  "Instruments  and  controls" 
section  of  this  manual. 
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Answer  back  horn  feature 

If  desired,  the  answer  back  horn  feature 
can  be  deactivated  using  the  Intelligent 
Key.  When  it  is  deactivated  and  the  Q 
button  is  pressed,  the  hazard  indicator 
lights  flash  twice.  When  the  3  button  is 
pressed,  neither  the  hazard  indicator  lights 
nor  the  horn  operates. 
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NOTE: 

If  you  change  the  answer  back  horn  and 
light  flash  feature  with  the  Intelligent 
Key,  the  vehicle  information  display 
screen  will  show  the  current  mode  after 
the  ignition  switch  has  been  cycled  from 
the  OFF  to  the  ON  position.  The  vehicle 
information  display  screen  can  also  be 
used  to  change  the  answer  back  horn 
mode. 

To  deactivate:  Press  and  hold  the  Q 
and  [3  buttons  for  at  least  2  seconds. 

The  hazard  indicator  lights  will  flash  three 
tinnes  to  confirnn  that  the  answer  back 
horn  feature  has  been  deactivated. 

To  activate:  Press  and  hold  the  @ 
and  3  buttons  for  at  least  2  seconds 
once  more. 

The  hazard  indicator  lights  will  flash  once 
and  the  horn  will  sound  once  to  confirnn 
that  the  horn  beep  feature  has  been  reac¬ 
tivated. 

Deactivating  the  horn  beep  feature  does 
not  silence  the  horn  if  the  alarnn  is  trig¬ 
gered. 


Intelligent  Key  button  operation 
light 


The  light  blinks  only  when  you  push  any 
button  on  the  Intelligent  Key.  The  light  illu- 
nnination  only  signifies  that  the  key  fob  has 
transnnitted  a  signal.  You  nnay  look  and/or 
listen  to  verify  that  the  vehicle  has  per- 
fornned  the  intended  operation.  The  nunn- 
ber  of  blinks  identifies  each  registered  key

light  does  not  blink,  your  battery  nnay  be 
too  weak  to  connnnunicate  to  the  vehicle.  If 
this  occurs,  the  battery  may  need  to  be 
replaced.

garding  the  replacement  of  a  battery,  refer 
to  "Battery  replacement"  in  the  "Do-it- 
yourself"  section  of  this  manual. 

WARNING  SIGNALS 

To  help  prevent  the  vehicle  from  moving 
unexpectedly  by  erroneous  operation  of 
the  Intelligent  Key  or  to  help  prevent  the 
vehicle  from  being  stolen,  a  chime  or 
buzzer  sounds  from  inside  and  outside  the 
vehicle  and  a  warning  is  displayed  in  the 
instrument  panel. 

When  a  chime  or  beep  sounds  or  a  warning 
is  displayed,  be  sure  to  check  the  vehicle 
and  the  Intelligent  Key.

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TROUBLESHOOTING  GUIDE 


Verify  the  location  of  all  Intelligent  Keys  that 
are  progrannnneci  for  the  vehicle.  If  another 
Intelligent  Key  is  in  range  or  inside  the  ve¬ 
hicle,  the  vehicle  systenn  nnay  respond  dif¬ 
ferently  than  expected.

When  pushing  the  ignition  switch  to 
start  the  hybrid  system 

The  Intelligent  Key  battery  indicator 
appears  on  the  display. 

The  battery  charge  is  low. 

Replace  the  battery  with  a  new  one.

"Battery  replacement"  in  the  "Do-it- 
yourself"  section  of  this  manual. 

The  yellow  Key  ID  Incorrect  warning 
appears  on  the  display. 

The  Intelligent  Key  is  not  in  the  vehicle. 

Carry  the  Intelligent  Key  with  you. 

When  pushing  the  ignition  switch 

The  Key  System  Error  warning  ap¬ 
pears  on  the  display. 

It  warns  of  a  malfunction  with  the  In¬ 
telligent  Key  system. 

It  is  recommended  that  you  visit  a 
NISSAN  dealer. 
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Type  A  (if  SO  equipped) 

The  O  button  will  be  on  the  NISSAN  In¬ 
telligent  Key®  if  the  vehicle  has  Rennote  Hy¬ 
brid  Start.  This  feature  allows  the  hybrid 
systenn  to  start  fronn  outside  the  vehicle. 
The  following  features  nnay  be  affected 
when  the  rennote  start  feature  is  used: 


■  Vehicles  with  autonnatic  clinnate  control 
systenn  will  default  to  either  heating  or 
cooling  nnode  depending  on  outside 
and  cabin  tennperatures.

REMOTE  STARTING  THE  VEHICLE 

To  use  the  Remote  Hybrid  Start  feature  to 
start  the  hybrid  system  perform  the  follow¬ 
ing: 

1.  Aim  the  Intelligent  Key  at  the  vehicle. 

2.  Press  the  Q  button  to  lock  all 
doors. 


3.  Within  5  seconds  press  and  hold 
the  o  button  until  the  turn  signal 
lights  flash  and  the  tail  lamps  turn  on.  If 
the  vehicle  is  not  within  view  press  and 
hold  the  o  button  for  at  least  2  sec¬ 
onds. 

The  following  events  will  occur  when  the 
hybrid  system  starts: 

■  The  parking  lights  will  turn  on  and  re¬ 
main  on  as  long  as  the  hybrid  system  is 
running. 

■  The  doors  will  be  locked  and  the  climate 
control  system  may  come  on. 

■  The  hybrid  system  will  continue  to  run 
for  10  minutes.  Repeat  the  steps  to  ex¬ 
tend  the  time  for  an  additional  10  min¬ 
utes.

Depress  and  hold  the  brake  then  push  the 
push-button  ignition  switch  to  the  ON  po¬ 
sition  before  driving.  For  additional  infor¬ 
mation,  refer  to  "Driving  the  vehicle"  in  the 
"Starting  and  driving"  section  of  this 
manual. 
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EXTENDING  HYBRID  SYSTEM  RUN 
TIME 

The  Remote  Hybrid  Start  feature  can  be 
extended  one  time  by  performing  the 
steps  listed  in  "Remote  starting  the  vehicle" 
in  this  section.  Run  time  will  be  calculated 
as  follows: 

■  The  first  10  minute  run  time  will  start 
when  the  Remote  Hybrid  Start  function 
is  performed. 

■  The  second  10  minutes  will  start  imme¬ 
diately  when  the  Remote  Hybrid  Start 
function  is  performed  again.  For  ex¬ 
ample,  if  the  hybrid  system  has  been 
running  for  5  minutes,  and  10  minutes 
are  added,  the  hybrid  system  will  run  for 
a  total  of  15  minutes. 

■  Extending  hybrid  system  run  time  will 
bring  you  to  the  two  Remote  Hybrid 
Start  limit. 

A  maximum  of  two  Remote  Hybrid  Starts, 
or  a  single  start  with  an  extension,  are  al¬ 
lowed  between  ignition  cycles.  The  ignition 
switch  must  be  cycled  to  the  ON  position 
and  then  back  to  the  OFF  position  before 
the  Remote  Hybrid  Start  procedure  can  be 
used  again. 
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CANCELING  A  REMOTE  HYBRID 
START 

To  cancel  a  Remote  Hybrid  Start,  perform 
one  of  the  following: 

■  Aim  the  Intelligent  Key  at  the  vehicle 
and  press  o  until  the  parking  lights 
turn  off. 

■  Turn  on  the  hazard  warning  flashers. 

■  Cycle  the  ignition  switch  ON  and  then 
OFF. 

■  The  extended  hybrid  system  run  time 
has  expired. 

■  The  first  10  minute  timer  has  expired. 

■  The  engine  hood  has  been  opened. 

■  The  shift  lever  is  moved  out  of  park. 

■  The  alarm  sounds  due  to  illegal  entry 
into  the  vehicle. 

■  The  ignition  switch  is  pushed  without 
an  Intelligent  Key  in  the  vehicle. 

■  The  ignition  switch  is  pushed  with  an 
Intelligent  Key  in  the  vehicle  but  the 
brake  pedal  is  not  depressed. 


CONDITIONS  THE  REMOTE  HYBRID 
START  WILL  NOT  WORK 
The  Remote  Hybrid  Start  will  not  operate  if 
any  of  the  following  conditions  are  present: 

■  The  ignition  switch  is  placed  in  the  ON 
position. 

■  The  hood  is  not  securely  closed. 

■  The  hazard  indicator  lights  are  on. 

■  The  hybrid  system  is  still  running.  The 
hybrid  system  must  be  completely 
stopped.  Wait  at  least  6  seconds  if  the 
hybrid  system  goes  from  running  to  off. 
This  is  not  applicable  when  extending 
hybrid  system  run  time. 

■  The  o  button  is  not  pressed  and 
held  for  at  least  2  seconds. 

■  The  o  button  is  not  pressed  and 
held  within  5  seconds  of  pressing  the 
lock  button. 

■  The  brake  is  pressed. 

■  The  doors  are  not  closed  and  locked. 

■  The  liftgate  is  open. 
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■  The  1-Key  Indicator  Light  remains  solid 
in  the  vehicle  information  display. 

■  The  alarm  sounds  due  to  illegal  entry 
into  the  vehicle. 

■  Two  Remote  Hybrid  Starts,  or  a  single 
Remote  Hybrid  Start  with  an  extension, 
have  already  been  used. 

■  The  vehicle  is  not  in  P  (Park). 

■  There  is  a  detected  registered  key  al¬ 
ready  inside  of  the  vehicle. 

■  The  Remote  Start  function  has  been 
switched  to  the  OFF  position  in  "Vehicle 
Settings"  of  the  vehicle  information  dis¬ 
play.  For  additional  information,  refer  to 
"Vehicle  information  display"  in  the  "In¬ 
struments  and  controls"  section  of  this 
manual. 

The  Remote  Hybrid  Start  may  display  a 
warning  or  indicator  in  the  vehicle  informa¬ 
tion  display.  For  additional  information,  re¬ 
fer  to  "Vehicle  information  display"  in  the 
"Instruments  and  controls"  section  of  this 
manual. 
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HOOD 
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1.  Pull  the  hood  lock  release  handle  (T) 
located  below  the  instrunnent  panel 
until  the  hood  springs  up  slightly. 

2.  Locate  the  lever  @  in  between  the 
hood  and  grille  and  push  the  lever  side¬ 
ways  with  your  fingertips. 

3.  Raise  the  hood  @. 

4.  Remove  the  support  rod  ®  and  insert 
it  into  the  slot  ®. 


Hold  the  coated  parts  ®  when  removing 
or  resetting  the  support  rod.  Avoid  direct 
contact  with  the  metal  parts,  as  they 
may  be  hot  immediately  after  the  hybrid 
system  has  been  stopped. 

When  closing  the  hood,  return  the  support 
rod  to  its  original  position,  lower  the  hood 
to  approximately  12  in  (30  cm)  above  the 
latch  and  release  it.  This  allows  proper  en¬ 
gagement  of  the  hood  latch. 


A  WARNING 

-  /v\ake  sure  the  hood  is  completely 
closed  and  latched  before  driving. 
Failure  to  do  so  could  cause  the  hood 
to  fly  open  and  result  in  an  accident. 

-  If  you  see  steam  or  smoke  coming 
from  the  engine  compartment,  to 
avoid  injury  do  not  open  the  hood. 
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LIFTGATE 


A  WARNING 

-  Always  be  sure  the  liftgate  has  been 
closed  securely  to  prevent  it  from 
opening  while  driving. 

-  Do  not  drive  with  the  liftgate  open. 
This  could  allow  dangerous  exhaust 
gases  to  be  drawn  into  the  vehicle.  For 
additional  information,  refer  to  "Ex¬ 
haust  gas  (carbon  monoxide)"  in  the 
"Starting  and  driving"  section  of  this 
manual.

-  /v\ake  sure  that  all  passengers  have 
their  hands,  etc.,  inside  the  vehicle  be¬ 
fore  closing  the  liftgate. 


-  To  help  avoid  risk  of  injury  or  death 
through  unintended  operation  of  the 
vehicle  and  or  its  systems,  including 
entrapment  in  windows  or  inadver¬ 
tent  door  lock  activation,  do  not  leave 
children,  people  who  require  the  as¬ 
sistance  of  others  or  pets  unattended 
in  your  vehicle.  Additionally,  the  tem¬ 
perature  inside  a  closed  vehicle  on  a 
warm  day  can  quickly  become  high 
enough  to  cause  a  significant  risk  of 
injury  or  death  to  people  and  pets. 
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Instrument  panel  switch 

NOTE: 


To  open,  close  or  reverse  the  power  lift- 
gate,  the  shift  lever  must  be  in  P  (Park). 
Also,  the  power  liftgate  will  not  operate  if 
battery  voltage  is  low. 

Power  Open: 

The  power  liftgate  automatically  moves 
from  the  fully  closed  position  to  the  fully 
open  position  in  approximately  five  -  eight 
seconds.

■  When  the  vehicle  is  locked,  the  liftgate 
can  be  opened  with  the  instrunnent 
panel  switch  or  key  fob. 

■  The  key  fob  button  nnust  be  held  for 
0.5  second  before  the  liftgate  opens. 

■  The  liftgate  nnust  be  unlocked  (or  the 
key  fob  nnust  be  within  range)  to  open 
with  the  liftgate  open  switch  ®. 

A  warning  chinne  will  sound  if  the  shift  lever 
is  nnoved  out  of  P  (Park)  and  the  vehicle  is 
beginning  to  nnove,  during  a  power  open 
operation. 


Power  Close: 

The  power  liftgate  autonnatically  nnoves 
fronn  the  fully  open  position  to  the  second¬ 
ary  position.  When  the  liftgate  reaches  the 
secondary  position, the  cinching  nnotor  en¬ 
gages  and  pulls  the  liftgate  to  its  prinnary 
latch  position.  Power  close  takes  approxi- 
nnately  seven  -  ten  seconds.  The  power 
close  feature  can  be  activated  by  the  but¬ 
ton  on  the  key  fob,  the  instrunnent  panel 
switch  or  the  liftgate  close  switch  (§).  a 
chinne  sounds  to  indicate  the  power  close 
sequence  has  been  started. 


■  If  the  liftgate  open  switch  ®  is  acti¬ 
vated  while  the  cinching  nnotor  is  en¬ 
gaged,  the  cinching  nnotor  will  disen¬ 
gage  and  release  the  latch. 

■  The  key  fob  button  nnust  be  held  for 
0.5  second  before  the  liftgate  closes. 

Stop  -  Reverse: 

During  the  open/close  nnovennent,  the  lift¬ 
gate  can  be  stopped,  if  the  Intelligent  Key, 
instrunnent  panel  or  liftgate  switch  (®  or 
®)  is  pressed.  The  liftgate  can  be  reversed 
in  the  Intelligent  Key,  instrunnent  panel  or 
liftgate  switch  (®  or  ®)  is  pressed  again. 

Auto  Reverse: 

If  an  obstacle  is  detected  during  power 
open  or  power  close,  a  warning  chinne  will 
sound  and  the  liftgate  will  reverse  direction 
and  return  to  the  full  open  or  full  close  po¬ 
sition.  If  a  second  obstacle  is  detected,  the 
liftgate  nnotion  will  stop  and  the  liftgate  will 
enter  nnanual  nnode. 

A  pinch  strip  is  mounted  on  each  side  of 
the  liftgate.  If  an  obstacle  is  detected  by  a 
pinch  strip  during  power  close,  the  liftgate 
will  reverse  direction  and  return  to  the  full 
open  position. 
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NOTE: 

If  the  pinch  strip  is  damaged  or  removed, 
the  power  close  function  will  not  oper¬ 
ate. 


A  WARNING 

There  are  some  small  distances  imme¬ 
diately  before  the  closed  position  which 
cannot  be  detected.  /v\ake  sure  that  all 
passengers  have  their  hands,  etc.,  in¬ 
side  the  vehicle  before  closing  the 
liftgate. 
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/v\anual  /v\ode: 

If  power  operation  is  not  available,  the  lift- 
gate  nnay  be  operated  nnanually.  Power  op¬ 
eration  nnay  not  be  available  under  the  fol¬ 
lowing  conditions: 

■  Multiple  obstacles  have  been  detected 
in  a  single  power  cycle 

■  Battery  voltage  is  low 

If  the  power  liftgate  open  switch  ®  is 
pushed  during  power  open  or  close,  the 
power  operation  will  be  canceled  and  the 
liftgate  can  be  operated  nnanually. 
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To  open  the  liftgate  nnanually,  push  the  lift¬ 
gate  open  switch  ®  and  raise  the  liftgate. 

To  close,  lower  and  push  the  liftgate  down 
securely. 

MOTION-ACTIVATED  LIFTGATE  (if 
SO  equipped) 

The  liftgate  can  be  operated  using  a  quick 
kicking  nnotion  under  the  center  of  the  rear 
bunnper. 

To  operate,  the  Intelligent  Key  nnust  be 
within  31.5  in  (80  cnn)  of  the  liftgate. 

NOTE: 

Accessory  receivers  are  available  for  this 
vehicle.  If  an  accessory  receiver  is  in¬ 
stalled,  the  liftgate  electronic  control 
unit  (ECU)  needs  to  be  replaced  with  an 
ECU  compatible  with  the  accessory  re¬ 
ceiver  for  the  Motion-Activated  Liftgate 
to  function  properly. 
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Proper  operation  technique 

■  While  at  the  rear  of  the  vehicle,  begin 
nnaking  a  quick  forward  kicking  nnotion. 


DO:  Quick  forward  kick  and  return  while 
the  key  fob  is  within  range 

■  Three  beeps  will  sound  and  the  liftgate 
will  begin  nnoving  within  two  seconds 
after  the  kick. 


Raise  your  foot  straight  under  the  cen¬ 
ter  of  the  rear  bunnper  then  innnnedi- 
ately  return  your  foot  to  the  ground  in  a 
continuous  nnotion. 

The  kicking  nnotion  should  be  straight, 
snnooth  and  consistent. 

After  your  kick  nnotion  is  connplete,  step 
back  and  allow  the  liftgate  to 
open/close. 


A  CAUTION 

Before  performing  the  kicking  motion, 
steady  your  stance  to  prevent  any  loss 
of  balance.  Also,  while  making  the  kick¬ 
ing  motion,  take  caution  around  hot  ex¬ 
haust  system  parts.  Otherwise,  there 
may  be  danger  of  injury. 
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DO  NOT:  Swing  foot  side  to  side  or  pause 
during  kick 

A  WARNING 

Prevent  unintentional  liftgate 
opening/closing.  There  may  be  condi¬ 
tions  when  opening/closing  the  liftgate 
is  not  desired.

LIFTGATE  RELEASE 


A  WARNING 

-  Always  be  sure  the  liftgate  has  been 
closed  securely  to  prevent  it  from 
opening  while  driving.

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FUEL-FILLER  CAP 


A  WARNING 

-  Gasoline  is  extremely  flammable  and 
highly  explosive  under  certain  condi¬ 
tions.  You  could  be  burned  or  seri¬ 
ously  injured  if  it  is  misused  or  mis¬ 
handled.  Always  stop  the  hybrid 
system  and  do  not  smoke  or  allow

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STEERING  WHEEL 


SUN  VISORS 


A  WARNING 

-  Do  not  adjust  the  steering  wheel  while 
driving.

REARVIEW  MIRROR  (if  SO  equipped)

MEMORY  STORAGE  FUNCTION 


Two  positions  for  the  driver's  seat  and  out¬ 
side  mirrors  can  be  stored  in  the  automatic 
drive  positioner  memory.  Followthese  pro¬ 
cedures  to  use  the  memory  system.

4.  The  indicator  light  for  the  pushed 
nnennory  switch  will  conne  on  and  stay 
on  for  approxinnately  5  seconds. 

5.  The  chinne  will  sound  if  the  nnennory 
has  been  stored. 

NOTE: 

If  a  new  memory  position  is  stored  in  the 
same  memory  switch,  the  previous 
memory  position  will  be  overwritten  by 
the  new  stored  position. 

Confirming  memory  storage 

■  Push  the  SET  switch. 

■  If  a  nnennory  position  has  not  been 
stored  in  the  switch  (1  or  2)  the  indicator 
light  for  the  respective  switch  will  conne 
ON  for  approxinnately  0.5  seconds. 

■  If  a  nnennory  position  has  been  stored  in 
the  switch  (1  or  2)  then  the  indicator  light 
for  the  respective  switch  will  stay  ON  for 
approxinnately  5  seconds. 


Unking  a  key  fob  to  a  stored 
nnennory  position 

Each  key  fob  can  be  linked  to  a  stored 
nnennory  position  (nnennory  switch  1  or  2) 
with  the  following  procedure. 

1.  Follow  steps  1-3  in  the  "Mennory  storage 
function"  section  for  storing  the 
nnennory  position. 

2.  The  indicator  light  for  the  pushed 
nnennory  switch  will  conne  on.  While  the 
indicator  light  is  on  for  5  seconds,  press 
the  [3  button  on  the  key  fob.

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ENTRY/EXIT  FUNCTION 
This  systenn  is  designed  so  that  the  driver's 
seat  will  autonnatically  nnove  when  the  shift 
lever  is  in  the  P  (Park)  position.  This  allows 
the  driver  to  get  into  and  out  of  the  driver's 
seat  nnore  easily. 

The  driver's  seat  will  slide  backward: 

■  When  the  driver's  door  is  opened  with 
the  ignition  switch  placed  in  the  OFF 
position.

SYSTEM  OPERATION 

The  automatic  drive  positioner  system  will 
not  work  or  will  stop  operating  under  the 
following  conditions: 

■  When  the  vehicle  speed  is  above  0  mph 
(0  km/h)  or  4  mph  (7km/h)  for  some 
limited  functions  such  as  linking  a  key 
fob  to  the  meter  when  the  power 
source  is  turned  on  from  off  or  during 
the  Exit  function. 

■  When  any  of  the  memory  switches  are 
pushed  while  the  automatic  drive  posi¬ 
tioner  is  operating.

Vehicle  width  guide  lines  @ 

Indicate  the  vehicle  width  when  backing 
up. 

Predicted  course  lines  ® 

Indicate  the  predicted  course  when  back¬ 
ing  up.  The  predicted  course  lines  will  be 
displayed  on  the  monitor  when  the  shift 
lever  is  in  the  R  (Reverse)  position  and  the 
steering  wheel  is  turned.  The  predicted 
course  lines  will  move  depending  on  how 
much  the  steering  wheel  is  turned  and  will 
not  be  displayed  while  the  steering  wheel  is 
in  the  straight-ahead  position. 

The  vehicle  width  guide  lines  and  the  width 
of  the  predicted  course  lines  are  widerthan 
the  actual  width  and  course.

To  display  the  nnultiple  views,  the  Intelligent 
Around  View  Monitor  systenn  uses  cann- 
eras  located  in  the  front  grille,  on  the  vehi¬ 
cle's  outside  nnirrors  and  one  just  above 
the  vehicle's  license  plate  Q).

1.  Press  the  AUTO  button. 

2.  Turn  the  temperature  control  dial  to  set 
the  desired  temperature. 


■  The  temperature  of  the  passenger 
compartment  will  be  maintained  auto¬ 
matically.  Air  flow  distribution  and  fan 
speed  are  also  controlled  automatically. 

■  Do  not  set  the  temperature  lower  than 
the  outside  air  temperature.  Otherwise, 
the  system  may  not  work  properly. 

■  Not  recommended  if  windows  fog  up. 

Dehunnidified  defrosting  or 
defogging 

1.  Press  the  ^  front  defroster  button 
on.  The  indicator  light  on  the  button  will 
come  on. 

2.  Turn  the  temperature  control  dial  to  set 
the  maximum  temperature  to  aid  in 
defrosting  or  defogging. 

■  To  quickly  remove  ice  from  the  outside 
of  the  windows,  use  the  fan  speed  con¬ 
trol  dial  to  set  the  fan  speed  to  maxi¬ 
mum. 

■  As  soon  as  possible  after  the  wind¬ 
shield  is  clean,  press  the  AUTO  button  to 
return  to  the  automatic  mode. 
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■  When  the  ^  front  defroster  button  is 
pressed,  the  air  conditioner  will  auto¬ 
matically  be  turned  on  at  outside  tem¬ 
peratures  above  36°F  (2°C).The  air  recir¬ 
culate  mode  automatically  turns  off, 
allowing  outside  airto  be  drawn  into  the 
passenger  compartment  to  further  im¬ 
prove  the  defogging  performance. 
When  the  air  recirculate  mode  auto¬ 
matically  turns  off,  the  air  fresh  mode 
will  automatically  turn  on. 

Remote  Hybrid  Start  with 
Intelligent  Climate  Control  (if  so 
equipped) 

Vehicles  equipped  with  automatic  climate 
controls  and  Remote  Hybrid  Start  function 
may  go  into  automatic  heating  or  cooling 
mode  when  Remote  Hybrid  Start  is  acti¬ 
vated  depending  on  outside  and  cabin 
temperatures.  During  this  period,  the  cli¬ 
mate  control  display  and  buttons  will  be 
inoperable  until  the  ignition  switch  is 
turned  on.  In  Remote  Hybrid  Start  defrost¬ 
ing  mode,  the  rear  window  defroster  and 
heated  steering  wheel  (if  so  equipped)  may 
be  activated  automatically. 


Voice  Recognition  logic  (if  so 
equipped) 

When  the  climate  control  system  is  on,  the 
fan  speed  may  be  automatically  lowered 
so  that  commands  are  more  easily  recog¬ 
nized.  Fan  speed  can  be  adjusted  using 
the  Sf  fan  speed  control  buttons,  if  de¬ 
sired. 

MANUAL  OPERATION 

Fan  speed  control 

Press  the  Sf  fan  speed  control  buttons 
to  manually  control  the  fan  speed. 

Press  the  AUTO  button  to  return  to  auto¬ 
matic  control  of  the  fan  speed. 

Temperature  control  dial 

The  temperature  control  dial  allows  you  to 
adjust  the  temperature  of  the  outlet  air.  To 
lower  the  temperature,  turn  the  dial  to  the 
left.  To  increase  the  temperature,  turn  the 
dial  to  the  right.  Temperature  can  be  ad¬ 
justed  on  the  driver's  and  passenger's  side. 

Air  recirculation 

Press  theT^  air  recirculation  button  to 
recirculate  interior  air  inside  the  vehicle. 


TheT^  indicator  light  on  the  button  will 
come  on.  ' 
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The  air  recirculation  cannot  be  activated 
when  the  air  conditioner  is  in  the  ^ 
front  defrosting  mode. 

When  the  outside  temperature  exceeds 
70°F  (21°C),the  air  conditioning  system  may 
default  to  air  recirculation  mode  automati¬ 
cally  to  reduce  overall  power  consumption. 
To  exit  air  recirculation  mode,  select  the 
fresh  air  intake  button  (indicator  will  turn 
off)  to  enter  fresh  air  mode. 

Fresh  air  intake 

Press  the  fresh  air  intake  button  to 
draw  outside  air  into  the  passenger  com¬ 
partment. 

Automatic  intake  air  control 

In  the  AUTO  mode,  the  intake  air  will  be 
controlled  automatically.  When  the  outside 
temperature  exceeds  70°F  (21°C),  the  air 
conditioning  system  may  default  to  air  re¬ 
circulation  mode  automatically  to  reduce 
overall  power  consumption.  To  exit  air  re¬ 
circulation  mode,  select  the  fresh  air  intake 
button  to  enter  fresh  air  mode. 

To  manually  control  the  intake  air,  press 
theT^  air  recirculation  button 
or  fresh  air  intake  button.  To  return  to 
the  automatic  control  mode  if 
the  fresh  air  indicator  is  illuminated. 


press  and  hold  the  fresh  air  intake 
button  for  about  2  seconds.  The  fresh  air 
indicator  and  air  recirculation  indicator 
lightswillflash  twice,  and  then  the  intake  air 
will  be  controlled  autonnatically.  To  return 
to  the  autonnatic  control  mode  if 
theT^^  air  recirculation  icon  is  illumi¬ 
nated,  press  and  hold  theT^^  air  recircu¬ 
lation  button  for  about  2  seconds. 
The^  air  recirculation  indicator 
and  fresh  air  intake  indicator  lights 
will  flash  twice  and  the  intake  air  will  be 
controlled  automatically. 

A/C  (air  conditioner)  button 

The  button  is  provided  only  on  vehicles 

equipped  with  an  air  conditioner. 

Start  the  hybrid  system,  turn  the  fan  con¬ 
trol  dial  to  the  desired  position  and  push 
the  button  to  turn  on  the  air  condi¬ 

tioner.  The  indicator  light  comes  on  when 
the  air  conditioner  is  operating.  To  turn  off 
the  air  conditioner,  push  the  button 

again. 

The  air  conditioner  cooling  function  op¬ 
erates  only  when  the  hybrid  system  is 
running. 


Airflow  control 

Pressing  the  MODE  button  manually  con¬ 
trols  air  flow  and  selects  the  air  outlet: 

—  Air  flows  mainly  from  center 
and  side  vents. 

—  Air  flows  mainly  from  center 
and  side  vents  and  foot 
outlets. 

—  Air  flows  mainly  from  foot  out¬ 
lets  and  partly  from  defroster. 

—  Air  flows  mainly  from  defroster 
and  foot  outlets. 

To  turn  systenn  off 

Press  the  ON-OFF  button. 

Rear  window  and  outside  nnirror 
defroster  switch 

For  additional  information,  refer  to  "Rear 
window  and  outside  mirror  defroster 
switch"  in  the  "Instruments  and  controls" 
section  of  this  manual. 


The  sunload  sensor,  located  on  the  top  and 
center  of  the  instrument  panel,  helps  the 
system  maintain  a  constant  temperature. 
Do  not  put  anything  on  or  around  this  sen¬ 
sor. 
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SERVICING  AIR  CONDITIONER 


■  When  the  clinnate  systenn  is  in  auto¬ 
matic  operation  and  the  hybrid  system 
coolant  temperature  and  outside  air 
temperature  are  low,  the  air  flow  outlet 
may  default  to  defroster  mode  for  a 
maximum  of  2  minutes  30  seconds. 
This  is  not  a  malfunction.  After  the  cool¬ 
ant  temperature  warms  up,  the  air  flow 
outlet  will  return  to  foot  mode  and  op¬ 
eration  will  continue  normally. 

■  When  the  outside  and  interior  cabin 
temperatures  are  moderate  to  high,  the 
intake  setting  may  default  to  turn  off  air 
recirculation  to  allow  fresh  air  into  the 
passenger  compartment.  You  may  no¬ 
tice  air  flow  from  the  foot  mode,  bi-level 
mode,  or  side  demist  vent  outlets  for  a 
maximum  of  15  seconds.  This  may  oc¬ 
cur  when  previous  climate  setting  was 
system  off.  This  is  not  a  malfunction. 
After  the  initial  warm  air  is  expelled,  the 
intake  will  return  to  automatic  control, 
air  flow  outlet  will  return  to  previous  set¬ 
tings,  and  operation  will  continue  nor¬ 
mally.  To  exit,  press  any  climate  control 
button. 

■  Keep  the  moonroof  (if  so  equipped) 
closed  while  the  air  conditioner  is  in  op¬ 
eration. 
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If  you  feel  that  the  air  flow  mode  you 
have  selected  and  the  outlets  the  air  is 
coming  out  do  not  match,  select 
the  ^  mode. 

When  you  change  the  air  flow  mode, 
you  may  feel  airflowfrom  the  feet  vents 
for  just  a  moment.  This  is  not  a  mal¬ 
function. 
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The  air  conditioner  system  in  your  NISSAN 
vehicle  is  charged  with  a  refrigerant  de¬ 
signed  with  the  environment  in  mind. 

This  refrigerant  does  not  harm  the 
earth's  ozone  layer. 

Special  charging  equipment  and  lubricant 
is  required  when  servicing  your  NISSAN  air 
conditioner.  Using  improper  refrigerants  or 
lubricants  will  cause  severe  damage  to 
your  air  conditioner  system.  For  additional 
information,  refer  to  'Air  conditioner  sys¬ 
tem  refrigerant  and  oil  recommendations" 
in  the  "Technical  and  consumer  informa¬ 
tion"  section  of  this  manual. 

It  is  recommended  that  you  visit  a  NISSAN 
dealer  to  service  your  "environmentally 
friendly"  air  conditioner  system. 


A  WARNING 

The  air  conditioner  system  contains  re¬ 
frigerant  under  high  pressure.  To  avoid 
personal  injury,  any  air  conditioner  ser¬ 
vice  should  be  done  only  by  an  experi¬ 
enced  technician  with  proper 
equipment.

The  vehicle  is  equipped  with  a  shark  fin  When  installing  a  CB,  ham  radio  or  car 
antenna.  phone  in  your  vehicle,  be  sure  to  observe 

the  following  precautions;  otherwise,  the 
new  equipment  may  adversely  affect  the 
hybrid  control  system  and  other  electronic 
parts. 


A  WARNING 

-  A  cellular  phone  should  not  be  used 
for  any  purpose  while  driving  so  full 
attention  may  be  given  to  vehicle  op¬ 
eration.  Some  jurisdictions  prohibit 
the  use  of  cellular  phones  while 
driving. 

-  If  you  must  make  a  call  while  your  ve¬ 
hicle  is  in  motion, the  handsfree  cellu¬ 
lar  phone  operational  mode  is  highly 
recommended.  Exercise  extreme  cau¬ 
tion  at  all  times  so  full  attention  may 
be  given  to  vehicle  operation. 

■  If  you  are  unable  to  devote  full  atten¬ 
tion  to  vehicle  operation  while  talking 
on  the  phone,  pull  off  the  road  to  a 
safe  location  and  stop  your  vehicle.

-  Keep  the  antenna  as  far  away  as  pos¬ 
sible  from  the  electronic  control 
modules.

Do  not  route 
the  antenna  wire  next  to  any  harness.

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PRECAUTIONS  WHEN  STARTING  AND 
DRIVING 


A  WARNING 

-  Do  not  leave  children  or  adults  who 
would  normally  require  the  assis¬ 
tance  of  others  alone  in  your  vehicle. 
Pets  should  also  not  be  left  alone. 
They  could  accidentally  injure  them¬ 
selves  or  others  through  inadvertent 
operation  of  the  vehicle.  Also,  on  hot, 
sunny  days,  temperatures  in  a  closed 
vehicle  could  quickly  become  high 
enough  to  cause  severe  or  possibly 
fatal  injuries  to  people  or  animals. 

■  Properly  secure  all  cargo  with  ropes  or 
straps  to  help  prevent  it  from  sliding 
or  shifting.  Do  not  place  cargo  higher 
than  the  seatbacks.  In  a  sudden  stop 
or  collision,  unsecured  cargo  could 
cause  personal  injury. 

-  To  avoid  raising  the  center  of  gravity 
excessively,  do  not  exceed  the  rated 
capacity  of  the  roof  rack  (if  so 
equipped)  and  evenly  distribute  the 
load. 


EXHAUST  GAS  (carbon  monoxide) 


A  WARNING 

-  Do  not  breathe  exhaust  gases;  they 
contain  colorless  and  odorless  carbon 
monoxide.  Carbon  monoxide  is  dan¬ 
gerous.  It  can  cause  unconsciousness 
or  death. 

-  If  you  suspect  that  exhaust  fumes  are 
entering  the  vehicle,  drive  with  all 
windows  fully  open,  and  have  the  ve¬ 
hicle  inspected  immediately. 

-  Do  not  run  the  engine  in  closed  spaces 
such  as  a  garage. 

-  Do  not  park  the  vehicle  with  the  en¬ 
gine  running  for  any  extended  length 
of  time. 

■  Keep  the  rear  vent  windows,  liftgates, 
doors  and  trunk  lids  (if  so  equipped) 
closed  while  driving,  otherwise  ex¬ 
haust  gases  could  be  drawn  into  the 
passenger  compartment.  If  you  must 
drive  with  one  of  these  open,  follow 
these  precautions: 

1.  Open  all  the  windows. 
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2.  Set  the  air  recirculation  but¬ 

ton  to  off  and  the  fan  control  dial  to 
high  to  circulate  the  air. 

-  If  electrical  wiring  or  other  cable  con¬ 
nections  must  pass  to  a  trailer 
through  the  seal  on  the  liftgate  or  the 
body,  follow  the  manufacturer's  rec¬ 
ommendation  to  prevent  carbon 
monoxide  entry  into  the  vehicle. 

-  The  exhaust  system  and  body  should 
be  inspected  by  a  qualified  mechanic 
whenever: 

a.  The  vehicle  is  raised  for  service. 

b.  You  suspect  that  exhaust  fumes 
are  entering  into  the  passenger 
compartment. 

c.  You  notice  a  change  in  the  sound  of 
the  exhaust  system. 

d.  You  have  had  an  accident  involving 
damage  to  the  exhaust  system, 
underbody,  or  rear  of  the  vehicle. 


THREE-WAY  CATALYST 
The  three-way  catalyst  is  an  ennission  con¬ 
trol  device  installed  in  the  exhaust  systenn. 
Exhaust  gases  in  the  three-way  catalyst 
are  burned  at  high  tennperatures  to  help 
reduce  pollutants. 


A  WARNING 

-  The  exhaust  gas  and  the  exhaust  sys¬ 
tem  are  very  hot.  Keep  people,  ani¬ 
mals  or  flammable  materials  away 
from  the  exhaust  system 
components. 

-  Do  not  stop  or  park  the  vehicle  over 
flammable  materials  such  as  dry 
grass,  waste  paper  or  rags.  They  may 
ignite  and  cause  a  fire. 


A  CAUTION 

-  Do  not  use  leaded  gasoline.  Deposits 
from  leaded  gasoline  will  seriously  re¬ 
duce  the  three-way  catalyst's  ability 
to  help  reduce  exhaust  pollutants. 


-  Keep  your  engine  tuned  up.  /v\alfunc- 
tions  in  the  ignition,  fuel  injection,  or 
electrical  systems  can  cause  overrich 
fuel  flow  into  the  three-way  catalyst, 
causing  it  to  overheat.  Do  not  keep 
driving  if  the  engine  misfires,  or  if  no¬ 
ticeable  loss  of  performance  or  other 
unusual  operating  conditions  are  de¬ 
tected.  Have  the  vehicle  inspected 
promptly.  It  is  recommended  that  you 
visit  a  NISSAN  dealer  for  this  service. 

-  Avoid  driving  with  an  extremely  low 
fuel  level.  Running  out  of  fuel  could 
cause  the  engine  to  misfire,  damag¬ 
ing  the  three-way  catalyst. 

-  Do  not  race  the  engine  while  warming 
it  up. 

■  Do  not  push  or  tow  your  vehicle  to 
start  the  hybrid  system. 

TIRE  PRESSURE  MONITORING 
SYSTEM  (TPMS) 

Each  tire,  including  the  spare  (if  provided), 
should  be  checked  nnonthly  when  cold  and 
inflated  to  the  inflation  pressure  reconn- 
nnended  by  the  vehicle  nnanufacturer  on 
the  vehicle  placard  or  tire  inflation  pressure 
label.  (If  your  vehicle  has  tires  of  a  different 
size  than  th#^®s^iis^^^cated  on  the  vehicle 


placard  or  tire  inflation  pressure  label,  you 
should  deternnine  the  proper  tire  inflation 
pressure  for  those  tires.) 

As  an  added  safety  feature,  your  vehicle 
has  been  equipped  with  a  Tire  Pressure 
Monitoring  Systenn  (TPMS)  that  illunninates 
a  low  tire  pressure  telltale  when  one  or 
nnore  of  your  tires  is  significantly  under¬ 
inflated.  Accordingly,  when  the  low  tire 
pressure  telltale  illunninates,  you  should 
stop  and  check  your  tires  as  soon  as  pos¬ 
sible,  and  inflate  thenn  to  the  proper  pres¬ 
sure.  Driving  on  a  significantly  under¬ 
inflated  tire  causes  the  tire  to  overheat  and 
can  lead  to  tire  failure.  Under-inflation  also 
reduces  fuel  efficiency  and  tire  tread  life, 
and  nnay  affect  the  vehicle's  handling  and 
stopping  ability. 

Please  note  that  the  TPMS  is  not  a  substi¬ 
tute  for  proper  tire  nnaintenance,  and  it  is 
the  driver's  responsibility  to  nnaintain  cor¬ 
rect  tire  pressure,  even  if  under-inflation 
has  not  reached  the  level  to  trigger  illumi¬ 
nation  of  the  TPMS  low  tire  pressure  telltale. 

Your  vehicle  has  also  been  equipped  with  a 
TPMS  malfunction  indicator  to  indicate 
when  the  system  is  not  operating  properly. 
The  TPMS  malfunction  indicator  is  com¬ 
bined  with  the  low  tire  pressure  telltale. 
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When  the  systenn  detects  a  nnalfunction, 
the  telltale  will  flash  for  approxinnately  one 
nninute  and  then  rennain  continuously  illu- 
nninated.  This  sequence  will  continue  upon 
subsequent  vehicle  start-ups  as  long  as 
the  nnalfunction  exists.  When  the  nnalfunc¬ 
tion  indicator  is  illunninated,  the  systenn 
nnay  not  be  able  to  detect  or  signal  low  tire 
pressure  as  intended.  TPMS  nnalfunctions 
nnay  occur  for  a  variety  of  reasons,  includ¬ 
ing  the  installation  of  replacennent  or  alter¬ 
nate  tires  or  wheels  on  the  vehicle  that 
prevent  the  TPMS  fronn  functioning  prop¬ 
erly.  Always  check  the  TPMS  nnalfunction 
telltale  after  replacing  one  or  nnore  tires  or 
wheels  on  your  vehicle  to  ensure  that  the 
replacennent  or  alternate  tires  and  wheels 
allow  the  TPMS  to  continue  to  function 
properly. 

Additional  information: 

■  When  replacing  a  wheel  without  the 
TPMS  such  as  the  spare  tire,  the  TPMS 
does  not  nnonitor  the  tire  pressure  of 
the  spare  tire. 


The  TPMS  will  activate  only  when  the 
vehicle  is  driven  at  speeds  above 
16  nnph  (25  knn/h).  Also,  this  systenn  nnay 
not  detect  a  sudden  drop  in  tire  pres¬ 
sure  (for  exannple,  a  flat  tire  while  driv¬ 
ing). 

The  lowtire  pressure  warning  light  does 
not  autonnatically  turn  off  when  the  tire 
pressure  is  adjusted.  After  the  tire  is  in¬ 
flated  to  the  recommended  pressure, 
the  vehicle  must  be  driven  at  speeds 
above  16  mph  (25  km/h)  to  activate  the 
TPMS  and  turn  off  the  lowtire  pressure 
warning  light.  Use  a  tire  pressure  gauge 
to  check  the  tire  pressure. 

The  "Tire  Pressure  Low  -  Add  Air"  warn¬ 
ing  appears  each  time  the  ignition 
switch  is  placed  in  the  ON  position  as 
long  as  the  low  tire  pressure  warning 
light  remains  illuminated. 

The  "Tire  Pressure  Low  -  Add  Air"  warn¬ 
ing  appears  in  the  vehicle  information 
display  when  the  low  tire  pressure 
warning  light  is  illuminated  and  lowtire 
pressure  is  detected.  The  "Tire  Pressure 
Low  -  Add  Air"  warning  turns  off  when 
the  lowtire  pressure  warning  lightturns 
off. 
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The  "Tire  Pressure  Low  -  Add  Air"  warn¬ 
ing  does  not  appear  if  the  lowtire  pres¬ 
sure  warning  light  illuminates  to  indi¬ 
cate  a  TPMS  malfunction. 

Tire  pressure  rises  and  falls  depending 
on  the  heat  caused  by  the  vehicle's  op¬ 
eration  and  the  outside  temperature. 
Do  not  reduce  the  tire  pressure  after 
driving  because  the  tire  pressure  rises 
after  driving.  Low  outside  temperature 
can  lower  the  temperature  of  the  air 
inside  the  tire  which  can  cause  a  lower 
tire  inflation  pressure.  This  may  cause 
the  low  tire  pressure  warning  light  to 
illuminate.  If  the  warning  light  illumi¬ 
nates,  check  the  tire  pressure  for  all  four 
tires. 

The  Tire  and  Loading  Information  label 
is  located  in  the  driver's  door  opening. 

You  can  also  check  the  pressure  of  all 
tires  (except  the  spare  tire)  on  the  ve¬ 
hicle  information  display  screen.  The  or¬ 
der  of  the  tire  pressure  figures  dis¬ 
played  on  the  screen  corresponds  with 
the  actual  order  of  the  tire  position. 
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For  additional  infornnation,  refer  to  "Low  tire 
pressure  warning  light"  in  the  "Instrunnents 
and  controls"  section  and  "Tire  Pressure 
Monitoring  Systenn  (TPMS)"  in  the  "In  case  of 
emergency"  section  of  this  manual. 


A  WARNING 

-  Radio  waves  could  adversely  affect 
electric  medical  equipment.  Those 
who  use  a  pacemaker  should  contact 
the  electric  medical  equipment 
manufacturer  for  the  possible  influ¬ 
ences  before  use. 


-  If  the  low  tire  pressure  warning  light 
illuminates  while  driving,  avoid  sud¬ 
den  steering  maneuvers  or  abrupt 
braking,  reduce  vehicle  speed,  pull  off 
the  road  to  a  safe  location  and  stop 
the  vehicle  as  soon  as  possible.  Driv¬ 
ing  with  under-inflated  tires  may  per¬ 
manently  damage  the  tires  and  in¬ 
crease  the  likelihood  of  tire  failure. 
Serious  vehicle  damage  could  occur 
and  may  lead  to  an  accident  and  could 
result  in  serious  personal  injury. 
Check  the  tire  pressure  for  all  four 
tires.  Adjust  the  tire  pressure  to  the 
recommended  COLD  tire  pressure 
shown  on  the  Tire  and  Loading  Infor¬ 
mation  label  to  turn  the  low  tire  pres¬ 
sure  warning  light  off.  If  you  have  a  flat 
tire,  replace  it  with  a  spare  tire  as  soon 
as  possible.  (For  additional  informa¬ 
tion  on  changing  a  flat  tire,  refer  to 
"Flat  tire"  in  the  "In  case  of  emer¬ 
gency"  section  of  this  manual.) 
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-  When  replacing  a  wheel  without  the 
TP/v\S  such  as  the  spare  tire,  when  a 
spare  tire  is  mounted  or  a  wheel  is 
replaced,  tire  pressure  will  not  be  indi¬ 
cated,  the  TPfV\S  will  not  function  and 
the  low  tire  pressure  warning  light  will 
flash  for  approximately  1  minute.  The 
light  will  remain  on  after  1  minute. 
Have  your  tires  replaced  and/or  TP/v\S 
system  reset  as  soon  as  possible.  It  is 
recommended  that  you  visit  a  NISSAN 
dealer  for  this  service. 

-  Replacing  tires  with  those  not  origi¬ 
nally  specified  by  NISSAN  could  affect 
the  proper  operation  of  the  TP/v\S. 

-  Do  not  inject  any  tire  liquid  or  aerosol 
tire  sealant  into  the  tires,  as  this  may 
cause  a  malfunction  of  the  tire  pres¬ 
sure  sensors. 
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A  CAUTION 

■  The  TP/v\S  may  not  function  properly 
when  the  wheels  are  equipped  with 
tire  chains  or  the  wheels  are  buried  in 
snow. 

-  Do  not  place  metalized  film  or  any 
metal  parts  (antenna,  etc.)  on  the  win¬ 
dows.  This  may  cause  poor  reception 
of  the  signals  from  the  tire  pressure 
sensors,  and  the  TP/v\S  will  not  func¬ 
tion  properly. 

Some  devices  and  transmitters  may  tem¬ 
porarily  interfere  with  the  operation  of  the 
TPMS  and  cause  the  low  tire  pressure 
warning  light  to  illuminate. 

Some  examples  are: 

■  Facilities  or  electric  devices  using  simi¬ 
lar  radio  frequencies  are  near  the  ve¬ 
hicle. 

■  If  a  transmitter  set  to  similar  frequen¬ 
cies  is  being  used  in  or  near  the  vehicle. 

■  If  a  computer  (or  similar  equipment)  or 
a  DC/AC  converter  is  being  used  in  or 
near  the  vehicle. 


The  low  tire  pressure  warning  light  may 
illuminate  in  the  following  cases: 

■  If  the  vehicle  is  equipped  with  a  wheel 
and  tire  without  TPMS. 

■  If  the  TPMS  has  been  replaced  and  the 
ID  has  not  been  registered. 

■  If  the  wheel  is  not  originally  specified  by 
NISSAN.

TPMS  with  Easy-Fill  Tire  Alert 

When  adding  air  to  an  under-inflated  tire, 
the  TPMS  with  Easy-Fill  Tire  Alert  provides 
visual  and  audible  signals  outside  the  ve¬ 
hicle  to  help  you  inflate  the  tires  to  the  rec¬ 
ommended  COLD  tire  pressure. 

Vehicle  set-up 

1.  Parkthe  vehicle  in  a  safe  and  level  place. 

2.  Apply  the  parking  brake  and  place  the 
shift  lever  in  the  P  (Park)  position. 

3.  Place  the  ignition  switch  in  the  ON  po¬ 
sition.  Do  not  start  the  hybrid  system. 
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Operation 

1.  Add  air  to  the  tire. 

2.  After  a  few  seconds,  the  hazard  indica¬ 
tors  will  start  flashing. 

3.  When  the  designated  pressure  is 
reached,  the  horn  beeps  once  and  the 
hazard  indicators  stop  flashing. 

4.  Perfornn  the  above  steps  for  each  tire. 

■  If  the  tire  is  over-inflated  nnore  than 
approximately  4  psi  (30  kPa),  the  horn 
beeps  and  the  hazard  indicators 
flash  three  times.  To  correct  the  pres¬ 
sure,  push  the  core  of  the  valve  stem 
on  the  tire  briefly  to  release  pressure. 
When  the  pressure  reaches  the  des¬ 
ignated  pressure,  the  horn  beeps 
once. 

■  If  the  hazard  indicator  does  not  flash 
within  approximately  15  seconds  af¬ 
ter  starting  to  inflate  the  tire,  it  indi¬ 
cates  that  the  Easy-Fill  Tire  Alert  is 
not  operating. 


■  The  TPMS  will  not  activate  the  Easy- 
Fill  Tire  Alert  under  the  following  con¬ 
ditions: 

-  If  there  is  interference  from  an  exter¬ 
nal  device  or  transmitter. 

-  The  air  pressure  from  the  inflation 
device  is  not  sufficient  to  inflate  the 
tire. 

-  There  is  a  malfunction  in  the  TPMS. 

-  There  is  a  malfunction  in  the  horn  or 
hazard  indicators. 

-  The  identification  code  of  the  tire's 
pressure  sensor  is  not  registered  to 
the  system. 

-  The  battery  of  the  tire  pressure  sen¬ 
sor  is  low. 

■  If  the  Easy-Fill  Tire  Alert  does  not  op¬ 
erate  due  to  TPMS  interference,  move 
the  vehicle  about  3  ft  (1  m)  backward 
or  forward  and  try  again. 

If  the  Easy-Fill  Tire  Alert  is  not  working,  use  a 
tire  pressure  gauge. 
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ON-PAVEMENT  AND  OFF-ROAD 
DRIVING  PRECAUTIONS 

Utility  vehicles  have  a  significantly 
higher  rollover  rate  than  other  types  of 
vehicles. 

They  have  higher  ground  clearance  than 
passenger  cars  to  make  them  capable  of 
performing  in  a  variety  of  on-pavement 
and  off-road  applications.  This  gives  them 
a  higher  center  of  gravity  than  ordinary  ve¬ 
hicles.  An  advantage  of  higher  ground 
clearance  is  a  better  view  of  the  road,  allow¬ 
ing  you  to  anticipate  problems.  Flowever, 
they  are  not  designed  for  cornering  at  the 
same  speeds  as  conventional  2-Wheel 
Drive  vehicles  any  more  than  low-slung 
sports  cars  are  designed  to  perform  satis¬ 
factorily  under  off-road  conditions.  If  at  all 
possible,  avoid  sharp  turns  at  high  speeds. 
As  with  other  vehicles  of  this  type,  failure  to 
operate  this  vehicle  correctly  may  result  in 
loss  of  control  or  vehicle  rollover.  In  a  roll¬ 
over  crash,  an  unbelted  person  is  signifi¬ 
cantly  more  likely  to  die  than  a  person 
wearing  a  seat  belt. 

For  additional  information,  refer  to  "Driving 
safety  precautions"  in  this  section. 
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AVOIDING  COLLISION  AND 
ROLLOVER 


A  WARNING 

Failure  to  operate  this  vehicle  in  a  safe 
and  prudent  manner  may  result  in  loss 
of  control  or  an  accident. 

Be  alert  and  drive  defensively  at  all  tinnes. 
Obey  all  traffic  regulations.  Avoid  excessive 
speed,  high  speed  cornering,  or  sudden 
steering  nnaneuvers,  because  these  driving 
practices  could  cause  you  to  lose  control  of 
your  vehicle. 

As  with  any  vehicle,  loss  of  control  could 
result  in  a  collision  with  other  vehicles  or 
objects  or  cause  the  vehicle  to  roll  over, 
particularly  if  the  loss  of  control  causes 
the  vehicle  to  slide  sideways. 

Be  attentive  at  all  tinnes,  and  avoid  driving 
when  tired.  Never  drive  when  under  the  in¬ 
fluence  of  alcohol  or  drugs  (including  pre¬ 
scription  or  over-the-counter  drugs  which 
nnay  cause  drowsiness).  Always  wear  your 
seat  belt  as  outlined  in  the  "Safety  -  Seats, 
seat  belts  and  supplennental  restraint  sys- 
tenn"  section  of  this  nnanual,  and  also  in¬ 
struct  your  passengers  to  do  so. 
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Seat  belts  help  reduce  the  risk  of  injury  in 
collisions  and  rollovers.  In  a  rollover  crash, 
an  unbelted  or  improperly  belted  person 
is  significantly  more  likely  to  be  injured 
or  killed  than  a  person  properly  wearing 
a  seat  belt. 

OFF-ROAD  RECOVERY 

While  driving,  the  right  side  or  left  side 
wheels  nnay  unintentionally  leave  the  road 
surface.  If  this  occurs,  maintain  control  of 
the  vehicle  by  following  the  procedure  be¬ 
low.  Please  note  that  this  procedure  is  only 
a  general  guide.  The  vehicle  must  be  driven 
as  appropriate  based  on  the  conditions  of 
the  vehicle,  road  and  traffic. 

1.  Remain  calm  and  do  not  overreact. 

2.  Do  not  apply  the  brakes. 

3.  Maintain  a  firm  grip  on  the  steering 
wheel  with  both  hands  and  try  to  hold  a 
straight  course. 

4.  When  appropriate,  slowly  release  the 
accelerator  pedal  to  gradually  slow  the 
vehicle. 
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5.  If  there  is  nothing  in  the  way,  steer  the 
vehicle  to  follow  the  road  while  vehicle 
speed  is  reduced.  Do  not  attempt  to 
drive  the  vehicle  back  onto  the  road 
surface  until  vehicle  speed  is  reduced. 

6.  When  it  is  safe  to  do  so,  gradually  turn 
the  steering  wheel  until  both  tires  re¬ 
turn  to  the  road  surface.  When  all  tires 
are  on  the  road  surface,  steer  the  ve¬ 
hicle  to  stay  in  the  appropriate  driving 
lane. 

■  If  you  decide  that  it  is  not  safe  to  re¬ 
turn  the  vehicle  to  the  road  surface 
based  on  vehicle,  road  or  traffic  con¬ 
ditions,  gradually  slow  the  vehicle  to  a 
stop  in  a  safe  place  off  the  road. 

RAPID  AIR  PRESSURE  LOSS 

Rapid  air  pressure  loss  or  a  "blow-out"  can 
occur  if  the  tire  is  punctured  or  is  damaged 
due  to  hitting  a  curb  or  pothole.  Rapid  air 
pressure  loss  can  also  be  caused  by  driving 
on  under-inflated  tires. 

Rapid  air  pressure  loss  can  affect  the  han¬ 
dling  and  stability  of  the  vehicle,  especially 
at  highway  speeds. 


Help  prevent  rapid  air  pressure  loss  by 
maintaining  the  correct  air  pressure  and 
visually  inspecting  the  tires  for  wear  and 
damage.  For  additional  information,  refer 
to  "Wheels  and  tires"  in  the  "Do-it-yourself" 
section  of  this  manual.  If  a  tire  rapidly  loses 
air  pressure  or  "blows-out"  while  driving, 
maintain  control  of  the  vehicle  by  following 
the  procedure  below.  Please  note  that  this 
procedure  is  only  a  general  guide.  The  ve¬ 
hicle  must  be  driven  as  appropriate  based 
on  the  conditions  of  the  vehicle,  road  and 
traffic. 


A  WARNING 

The  following  actions  can  increase  the 
chance  of  losing  control  of  the  vehicle  if 
there  is  a  sudden  loss  of  tire  air  pres¬ 
sure.  Losing  control  of  the  vehicle  may 
cause  a  collision  and  result  in  personal 
injury. 

-  The  vehicle  generally  moves  or  pulls 
in  the  direction  of  the  flat  tire. 

-  Do  not  rapidly  apply  the  brakes. 

-  Do  not  rapidly  release  the  accelerator 
pedal. 

-  Do  not  rapidly  turn  the  steering  wheel. 


1.  Remain  calm  and  do  not  overreact. 

2.  Maintain  a  firm  grip  on  the  steering 
wheel  with  both  hands  and  try  to  hold  a 
straight  course. 

3.  When  appropriate,  slowly  release  the 
accelerator  pedal  to  gradually  slow  the 
vehicle. 

4.  Gradually  steer  the  vehicle  to  a  safe 
location  off  the  road  and  away  from 
traffic  if  possible. 

5.  Lightly  apply  the  brake  pedal  to  gradu¬ 
ally  stop  the  vehicle. 

6.  Turn  on  the  hazard  warning  flashers 
and  contact  a  roadside  emergency 
service  to  change  the  tire.  For  addi¬ 
tional  information,  refer  to  "Changing  a 
flat  tire"  in  the  "In  case  of  emergency" 
section  of  this  manual. 
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DRINKING  ALCOHOL/DRUGS  AND 
DRIVING 


A  WARNING 

Never  drive  under  the  influence  of  alco¬ 
hol  or  drugs.  Alcohol  in  the  bloodstream 
reduces  coordination,  delays  reaction 
time  and  impairs  judgement.  Driving  af¬ 
ter  drinking  alcohol  increases  the  likeli¬ 
hood  of  being  involved  in  an  accident  in¬ 
juring  yourself  and  others.  Additionally,  if 
you  are  injured  in  an  accident,  alcohol  can 
increase  the  severity  of  the  injury. 

NISSAN  is  committed  to  safe  driving.  How¬ 
ever,  you  must  choose  not  to  drive  under  the 
influence  of  alcohol.  Every  year  thousands  of 
people  are  injured  or  killed  in  alcohol-related 
collisions.  Although  the  local  laws  vary  on 
what  is  considered  to  be  legally  intoxicated, 
the  fact  is  that  alcohol  affects  all  people  dif¬ 
ferently  and  most  people  underestimate  the 
effects  of  alcohol. 

Remember,  drinking  and  driving  don't  mix! 
That  is  true  for  drugs  (over-the-counter, 
prescription)  and  illegal  drugs,  too.  Don't 
drive  ifyour  ability  to  operate  your  vehicle  is 
impaired  by  alcohol,  drugs,  or  some  other 
physical  condition. 
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DRIVING  SAFETY  PRECAUTIONS 

Your  NISSAN  is  designed  for  both  nornnal 
and  off-road  use.  However,  avoid  driving  in 
deep  water  or  nnud  as  your  NISSAN  is 
nnainly  designed  for  leisure  use,  unlike  a 
conventional  off-road  vehicle. 

Rennennber  that  2-Wheel  Drive  (2WD)  nnod- 
els  are  less  capable  than  All-Wheel  Drive 
(AWD)  nnodels  for  rough  road  driving  and 
extrication  when  stuck  in  deep  snow  or 
nnud,  or  the  like. 

Please  observe  the  following  precautions: 


A  WARNING 

-  Spinning  the  front  wheels  on  slippery 
surfaces  may  cause  the  AWD  warning 
message  to  display  and  the  AWD  sys¬ 
tem  to  automatically  switch  from  the 
AWD  to  the  2WD  mode.  This  could  re¬ 
duce  the  traction.  Be  especially  care¬ 
ful  when  towing  a  trailer  (AWD 
models). 


-  Drive  carefully  when  off  the  road  and 
avoid  dangerous  areas.  Every  person 
who  drives  or  rides  in  this  vehicle 
should  be  seated  with  their  seat  belt 
fastened.  This  will  keep  you  and  your 
passengers  in  position  when  driving 
over  rough  terrain. 

-  Do  not  drive  across  steep  slopes.  In¬ 
stead  drive  either  straight  up  or 
straight  down  the  slopes.  Off-road  ve¬ 
hicles  can  tip  over  sideways  much 
more  easily  than  they  can  forward  or 
backward. 

-  /v\any  hills  are  too  steep  for  any  ve¬ 
hicle.  If  you  drive  up  them,  you  may 
stall.  If  you  drive  down  them,  you  may 
not  be  able  to  control  your  speed.  If 
you  drive  across  them,  you  may  roll 
over. 

-  Do  not  shift  gears  while  driving  on 
downhill  grades  as  this  could  cause 
loss  of  control  of  the  vehicle. 

-  Stay  alert  when  driving  to  the  top  of  a 
hill.  At  the  top  there  could  be  a  drop¬ 
off  or  other  hazard  that  could  cause 
an  accident. 
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-  If  your  engine  stalls  or  you  cannot 
make  it  to  the  top  of  a  steep  hill,  never 
attempt  to  turn  around.  Your  vehicle 
could  tip  or  roll  over.  Always  back 
straight  down  in  the  R  (Reverse)  gear 
and  apply  brakes  to  control  your 
speed. 

-  Heavy  braking  going  down  a  hill  could 
cause  your  brakes  to  overheat  and 
fade,  resulting  in  loss  of  control  and 
an  accident.  Apply  brakes  lightly  and 
use  a  low  gear  to  control  your  speed. 

■  Unsecured  cargo  can  be  thrown 
around  when  driving  over  rough  ter¬ 
rain.  Properly  secure  all  cargo  so  it  will 
not  be  thrown  forward  and  cause  in¬ 
jury  to  you  or  your  passengers. 

-  To  avoid  raising  the  center  of  gravity 
excessively,  do  not  exceed  the  rated 
capacity  of  the  roof  rack  (if  so 
equipped)  and  evenly  distribute  the 
load. 

-  Secure  heavy  loads  in  the  cargo  area 
as  far  forward  and  as  low  as  possible. 
Do  not  equip  the  vehicle  with  tires 
larger  than  specified  in  this  manual. 
This  could  cause  your  vehicle  to  roll 
over. 
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-  Do  not  grip  the  inside  or  spokes  of  the 
steering  wheel  when  driving  off-road. 
The  steering  wheel  could  move  sud¬ 
denly  and  injure  your  hands.  Instead 
drive  with  your  fingers  and  thumbs  on 
the  outside  of  the  rim. 

■  Before  operating  the  vehicle,  ensure 
that  the  driver  and  all  passengers 
have  their  seat  belts  fastened. 

-  Always  drive  with  the  floor  mats  in 
place  as  the  floor  may  become  hot. 

-  Lower  your  speed  when  encountering 
strong  crosswinds.  With  a  higher  cen¬ 
ter  of  gravity,  your  NISSAN  is  more  af¬ 
fected  by  strong  side  winds.  Slower 
speeds  ensure  better  vehicle  control. 

-  Do  not  drive  beyond  the  performance 
capability  of  the  tires,  even  with  AWD 
engaged. 

-  For  AWD  equipped  vehicles,  do  not  at¬ 
tempt  to  raise  two  wheels  off  the 
ground  and  shift  the  transmission  to 
any  drive  or  reverse  position  with  the 
engine  running.  Doing  so  may  result 
in  drivetrain  damage  or  unexpected 
vehicle  movement  which  could  result 
in  serious  vehicle  damage  or  personal 
injury. 


-  Do  not  attempt  to  test  an  AWD 
equipped  vehicle  on  a  2-wheel  dyna¬ 
mometer  (such  as  the  dynamometers 
used  by  some  states  for  emissions 
testing)  or  similar  equipment  even  if 
the  other  two  wheels  are  raised  off  the 
ground.  fv\ake  sure  you  inform  test  fa¬ 
cility  personnel  that  your  vehicle  is 
equipped  with  AWD  before  it  is  placed 
on  a  dynamometer.  Using  the  wrong 
test  equipment  may  result  in  drive- 
train  damage  or  unexpected  vehicle 
movement  which  could  result  in  seri¬ 
ous  vehicle  damage  or  personal 
injury. 

-  When  a  wheel  is  off  the  ground  due  to 
an  unlevel  surface,  do  not  spin  the 
wheel  excessively. 

-  Accelerating  quickly,  sharp  steering 
maneuvers  or  sudden  braking  may 
cause  loss  of  control. 

-  If  at  all  possible,  avoid  sharp  turning 
maneuvers,  particularly  at  high 
speeds.  Your  NISSAN  vehicle  has  a 
higher  center  of  gravity  than  a  pas¬ 
senger  car.  The  vehicle  is  not  de¬ 
signed  for  cornering  at  the  same 
speeds  as  passenger  cars. 


■  Failure  to  operate  this  vehicle  cor¬ 
rectly  could  result  in  loss  of  control 
and/or  a  rollover  accident. 

■  Always  use  tires  of  the  same  type, 
size,  brand,  construction  (bias,  bias- 
belted,  or  radial),  and  tread  pattern  on 
all  four  wheels.  Install  tire  chains  on 
the  front  wheels  when  driving  on  slip¬ 
pery  roads  and  drive  carefully. 

-  Be  sure  to  check  the  brakes  immedi¬ 
ately  after  driving  in  mud  or  water.  For 
additional  information,  refer  to  "Brake 
precautions"  in  this  section. 

-  Avoid  parking  your  vehicle  on  steep 
hills.  If  you  get  out  of  the  vehicle  and  it 
rolls  forward,  backward  or  sideways, 
you  could  be  injured. 

■  Whenever  you  drive  off-road  through 
sand,  mud  or  water  as  deep  as  the 
wheel  hub,  more  frequent  mainte¬ 
nance  may  be  required.  For  additional 
information,  refer  to  "/v\aintenance 
under  severe  operating  conditions"  in 
the  "/v\aintenance  and  schedules"  sec¬ 
tion  of  this  manual. 
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PUSH-BUTTON  IGNITION  SWITCH 


A  WARNING 

Do  not  operate  the  push-button  igni¬ 
tion  switch  while  driving  the  vehicle  ex¬ 
cept  in  an  emergency.  (The  NISSAN 
PURE  DRIVE®  Hybrid  System  will  turn  off 
when  the  ignition  switch  is  pushed 
three  consecutive  times  in  quick  suc¬ 
cession  or  the  ignition  switch  is  pushed 
and  held  for  more  than  2  seconds.)  If  the 
hybrid  system  stops  while  the  vehicle  is 
being  driven,  this  could  lead  to  a  crash 
and  serious  injury. 


When  the  ignition  switch  is  pushed  without 
depressing  the  brake  pedal,  the  ignition 
switch  will  illunninate. 


Push  the  ignition  switch  center: 

■  Once  to  change  to  ON. 

■  Two  times  to  change  to  OFF. 

The  ignition  switch  will  automatically  re¬ 
turn  to  the  LOCK  position  when  any  door  is 
either  opened  or  closed  with  the  switch  in 
the  OFF  position. 


The  ignition  lock  is  designed  so  that  the 
ignition  switch  position  cannot  be 
switched  to  the  OFF  position  until  the  shift 
lever  is  moved  to  the  P  (Park)  position. 

When  the  ignition  switch  cannot  be  pushed 
toward  the  OFF  position,  proceed  as  fol¬ 
lows: 

1.  Move  the  shift  lever  to  the  P  (Park)  posi¬ 
tion. 

2.  Push  the  ignition  switch.  The  ignition 
switch  will  change  to  the  ON  position. 

3.  Push  the  ignition  switch  again  to  the 
OFF  position. 

The  shift  lever  can  be  moved  from  the  P 
(Park)  position  if  the  ignition  switch  is  in 
the  ON  position  and  the  brake  pedal  is 
depressed. 

If  the  battery  of  the  vehicle  is  discharged, 
the  ignition  switch  cannot  be  moved 
from  the  LOCK  position. 

Some  indicators  and  warnings  for  opera¬ 
tion  are  displayed  on  the  vehicle  informa¬ 
tion  display.  For  additional  information,  re¬ 
fer  to  "Vehicle  information  display"  in  the 
"Instruments  and  controls"  section  of  this 
manual. 
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OPERATING  RANGE 

The  Intelligent  Key  functions  can  only  be 
used  when  the  Intelligent  Key  is  within  the 
specified  operating  range. 

When  the  Intelligent  Key  battery  is  ainnost 
discharged  or  strong  radio  waves  are  pres¬ 
ent  near  the  operating  location,  the  Intelli¬ 
gent  Key  systenn's  operating  range  be- 
connes  narrower  and  nnay  not  function 
properly. 


If  the  Intelligent  Key  is  within  the  operating 
range,  it  is  possible  for  anyone,  even  sonne- 
one  who  does  not  carry  the  Intelligent  Key, 
to  push  the  ignition  switch  to  start  the  hy¬ 
brid  systenn. 

The  operating  range  of  the  hybrid  systenn 
start  function  is  inside  of  the  vehicle  (l)- 

■  The  luggage  area  is  not  included  in  the 
operating  range,  but  the  Intelligent  Key 
nnay  function. 

■  If  the  Intelligent  Key  is  placed  on  the 
instrunnent  panel  or  inside  the  glove 
box,  storage  bin  or  door  pocket,  the  In¬ 
telligent  Key  nnay  not  function. 

■  If  the  Intelligent  Key  is  placed  near  the 
door  or  window  outside  the  vehicle,  the 
Intelligent  Key  nnay  function. 

PUSH-BUTTON  IGNITION  SWITGH 
POSITIONS 

LOCK  (Normal  parking  position): 

The  ignition  switch  can  only  be  locked  in 
this  position. 

The  ignition  switch  will  lock  when  any  door 
is  opened  or  closed  with  the  ignition 
switched  off. 
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ON  (Normal  operating  position): 

This  position  turns  on  the  ignition  systenn 
and  electrical  accessories. 

ON  has  a  battery  saver  feature  that  will 
place  the  ignition  switch  in  the  OFF  posi¬ 
tion,  if  the  vehicle  is  not  running,  after  sonne 
tinne  under  the  following  conditions: 

■  All  doors  are  closed. 

■  The  shift  lever  is  in  P  (Park). 

The  battery  saver  feature  will  be  canceled  if 
any  of  the  following  occur: 

■  Any  door  is  opened. 

■  The  shift  lever  is  nnoved  out  of  the  P 
(Park)  position. 

■  The  ignition  switch  changes  position. 


A  CAUTION 

Do  not  leave  the  vehicle  with  the  igni¬ 
tion  switch  in  the  ON  position  when  the 
engine  is  not  running  for  an  extended 
period.  This  can  discharge  the  battery. 
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OFF: 

The  ignition  switch  is  in  the  OFF  position 
when  the  hybrid  systenn  is  turned  off  using 
the  ignition  switch.  No  lights  will  illunninate 
on  the  ignition  switch. 

AUTO  ACC: 

With  the  vehicle  in  the  P  (Park)  position,  the 
Intelligent  Key  with  you,  and  the  ignition 
switch  placed  fronn  the  ON  to  the  OFF  po¬ 
sition,  the  radio  can  still  be  used  for  a  period 
of  tinne,  or  until  the  driver's  door  is  opened. 

After  a  period  of  tinne,  functions  such  as 
radio,  navigation,  and  Bluetooth®  Hands- 
Free  Phone  Systenn  nnay  be  restarted  by 
pressing  the  "POWER  button/VOLUME  con¬ 
trol  knob"  or  the  key  fob  unlock  button.  For 
additional  infornnation,  refer  to  the  sepa¬ 
rate  NissanConnect®  Owner's  Manual. 


EMERGENCY  HYBRID  SYSTEM 
SHUTOFF 

To  shut  off  the  hybrid  systenn  in  an  enner- 
gency  situation  while  driving,  perfornn  the 
following  procedure: 

■  Rapidly  push  the  ignition  switch  three 
consecutive  tinnes  in  less  than  1.5  sec¬ 
onds,  or 

■  Push  and  hold  the  ignition  switch  for 
nnore  than  2  seconds. 
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NISSAN  INTELLIGENT  KEY® 
BATTERY  DISCHARGE 

If  the  battery  of  the  NISSAN  Intelligent  Key® 
is  discharged  or  environnnental  conditions 
interfere  with  the  Intelligent  Key  operation, 
start  the  hybrid  systenn  according  to  the 
following  procedure: 

1.  Place  the  shift  lever  in  the  P  (Park)  posi¬ 
tion. 

2.  Firnniy  apply  the  foot  brake. 

3.  Touch  the  ignition  switch  with  the  Intel¬ 
ligent  Key  as  illustrated.  (A  chinne  will 
sound.) 
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BEFORE  STARTING  THE  NISSAN 
PURE  DRIVE®  HYBRID  SYSTEM 


(After  step  3  is  performed,  when  the 
ignition  switch  is  pushed  without  de¬ 
pressing  the  brake  pedal,  the  ignition 
switch  position  will  change  to  ON.) 

4.  Push  the  ignition  switch  while  depress¬ 
ing  the  brake  pedal  within  10  seconds 
after  the  chime  sounds.  The  hybrid 
system  will  start. 

NOTE: 

■  When  the  ignition  switch  is  pushed  to 
the  ON  position  or  the  hybrid  system 
is  started  by  the  above  procedure,the 
Intelligent  Key  battery  discharge  in¬ 
dicator  appears  in  the  vehicle  infor¬ 
mation  display  even  when  the  Intelli¬ 
gent  Key  is  inside  the  vehicle.  This  is 
not  a  malfunction.  To  turn  off  the  In¬ 
telligent  Key  battery  discharge  indi¬ 
cator,  touch  the  ignition  switch  with 
the  Intelligent  Key  again. 

■  If  the  Intelligent  Key  battery  dis¬ 
charge  indicator  appears,  replace  the 
battery  as  soon  as  possible.  For  addi¬ 
tional  information,  refer  to  "Battery 
replacement"  in  the  "Do-it-yourself" 
section  of  this  manual. 


NISSAN  VEHICLE  IMMOBILIZER 
SYSTEM 

The  NISSAN  Vehicle  Immobilizer  System 
will  not  allow  the  hybrid  system  to  start 
without  the  use  of  the  registered  key. 

If  the  hybrid  system  fails  to  start  using  a 
registered  key  (for  example,  when  interfer¬ 
ence  is  caused  by  another  registered  key, 
an  automated  toll  road  device  or  auto¬ 
matic  payment  device  on  the  key  ring),  re¬ 
start  the  hybrid  system  using  the  following 
procedure: 

1.  Leave  the  ignition  switch  in  the  ON  po¬ 
sition  for  approximately  5  seconds. 

2.  Place  the  ignition  switch  in  the  OFF  or 
LOCK  position,  and  wait  approximately 
10  seconds. 

3.  Repeat  steps  1  and  2. 

4.  Restart  the  hybrid  system  while  hold¬ 
ing  the  device  (which  may  have  caused 
the  interference)  separate  from  the 
registered  key. 

If  the  no  start  condition  re-occurs,  NISSAN 
recommends  placing  the  registered  key  on 
a  separate  key  ring  to  avoid  interference 
from  other  devices. 
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■  Make  sure  the  area  around  the  vehicle  is 
clear. 

■  Check  fluid  levels  such  as  engine  oil, 
coolant,  brake  fluid,  and  windshield- 
washer  fluid  as  frequently  as  possible, 
or  at  least  whenever  you  refuel. 

■  Check  that  all  windows  and  lights  are 
clean. 

■  Visually  inspect  tires  for  their  appear¬ 
ance  and  condition.  Also  check  tires  for 
proper  inflation. 

■  Check  that  all  doors  are  closed. 

■  Position  seat  and  adjust  head  re¬ 
straints. 

■  Adjust  inside  and  outside  mirrors. 

■  Fasten  seat  belts  and  ask  all  passen¬ 
gers  to  do  likewise. 

■  Check  the  operation  of  warning  lights 
when  the  ignition  switch  is  placed  in  the 
ON  position.  For  additional  information, 
refer  to  "Warning  lights,  indicator  lights 
and  audible  reminders"  in  the  "Instru¬ 
ments  and  controls"  section  of  this 
manual. 
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STARTING  THE  NISSAN  PURE  DRIVE® 
HYBRID  SYSTEM 


1.  Apply  the  parking  brake. 


NOTE: 


2.  Move  the  shift  lever  to  P  (Park)  or  N 
(Neutral).  P  (Park)  is  reconnnnendecl. 

The  NISSAN  PURE  DRIVE®  Hybrid  Sys¬ 
tem  is  designed  not  to  operate  if  the 
shift  lever  is  in  any  of  the  driving  po¬ 
sitions. 

3.  Depress  the  brake  pedal  and  push  the 
ignition  switch  to  start  the  hybrid  sys- 
tenn.  The  READY  to  drive  indicator  will 
illunninate  on  the  nneter. 

When  starting  the  hybrid  system  at 
very  low  outside  temperatures,  the 
READY  to  drive  indicator  light  will 
flash  and  it  may  take  longer  for  the 
READY  to  drive  indicator  light  to  illu¬ 
minate.  When  the  READY  to  drive  in¬ 
dicator  light  is  flashing,  it  cannot  be 
shifted  out  of  P  (Park). 

NOTE: 

Do  not  start  the  vehicle  in  the  N  (Neutral) 
position  (in  cold  conditions  only). 

The  hybrid  system  may  not  start  even 
with  the  READY  to  drive  indicator  light 
illuminated.  Once  the  READY  to  drive  in¬ 
dicator  light  is  illuminated  you  may  be¬ 
gin  driving  the  vehicle. 
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Care  should  be  taken  to  avoid  situations 
that  can  lead  to  potential  12-volt  battery 
discharge  and  potential  no-start  condi¬ 
tions  such  as: 

1  Installation  or  extended  use  of  elec¬ 
tronic  accessories  that  consume  12- 
volt  battery  power  when  the  engine 
is  not  running  (phone  chargers,  GPS, 
DVD  players,  etc.). 

2  The  vehicle  is  not  driven  regularly 
and/or  only  driven  short  distances. 

In  these  cases,  the  12-volt  battery  may 
need  to  be  charged  to  maintain  12-volt 
battery  health. 

REMOTE  HYBRID  START 


Vehicles  started  with  the  Remote  Hybrid 
Start  require  the  ignition  switch  to  be 
placed  in  the  ON  position  before  the  shift 
lever  can  be  moved  from  the  P  (Park)  posi¬ 
tion.  To  place  the  ignition  switch  in  the  ON 
position,  follow  these  steps: 

1.  Make  sure  that  the  Intelligent  Key  is  on 
you. 


2.  Apply  the  brake 
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3.  Push  the  ignition  switch  once  to  the  ON 
position. 

For  additional  information,  refer  to  "NISSAN 
Intelligent  Key®"  in  the  "Pre-driving  checks 
and  adjustments"  section  of  this  manual. 
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CONTINUOUSLY  VARIABLE 
TRANSMISSION  (CVT) 


A  WARNING 

-  Do  not  depress  the  accelerator  pedal 
while  shifting  from  P  (Park)  or  N  (Neu¬ 
tral)  to  R  (Reverse),  D  (Drive),  or  N\ 
(fv\anual  shift  mode).  Always  depress 
the  brake  pedal  until  shifting  is  com¬ 
pleted.  Failure  to  do  so  could  cause 
you  to  lose  control  and  have  an 
accident. 

-  Cold  engine  idle  speed  is  high,  so  use 
caution  when  shifting  into  a  forward 
or  reverse  gear  before  the  engine  has 
warmed  up. 

-  Do  not  downshift  abruptly  on  slippery 
roads.  This  may  cause  a  loss  of 
control. 

-  Never  shift  to  either  the  P  (Park)  or  R 
(Reverse)  position  while  the  vehicle  is 
moving  forward  and  P  (Park)  or  D 
(Drive)  position  while  the  vehicle  is  re¬ 
versing.  This  could  cause  an  accident 
or  damage  the  transmission. 


A  CAUTION 

-  To  avoid  possible  damage  to  your  ve¬ 
hicle,  when  stopping  the  vehicle  on  an 
uphill  grade,  do  not  hold  the  vehicle  by 
depressing  the  accelerator  pedal.  The 
foot  brake  should  be  used  for  this 
purpose. 

-  Except  in  an  emergency,  do  not  shift 
to  the  N  (Neutral)  position  while  driv¬ 
ing.  Coasting  with  the  transmission  in 
the  N  (Neutral)  position  may  cause  se¬ 
rious  damage  to  the  transmission. 

The  CVT  in  your  vehicle  is  electronically 
controlled  to  produce  nnaxinnunn  power 
and  smooth  operation. 

The  recommended  operating  procedures 
for  this  transmission  are  shown  on  the  fol¬ 
lowing  pages.  Follow  these  procedures  for 
maximum  vehicle  performance  and  driv¬ 
ing  enjoyment. 

Engine  power  may  be  automatically  re¬ 
duced  to  protect  the  CVT  if  the  engine 
speed  increases  quickly  when  driving  on 
slippery  roads  or  while  being  tested  on 
some  dynamometers. 
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Starting  the  vehicle 

1.  After  starting  the  hybrid  system,  fully 
depress  the  foot  brake  pedal  before 
moving  the  shift  lever  out  of  the  P  (Park) 
position. 

This  Continuously  Variable  Transmis¬ 
sion  is  designed  so  that  the  foot 
brake  pedal  must  be  depressed  be¬ 
fore  shifting  from  P  (Park)  to  any  driv¬ 
ing  position  while  the  ignition  switch 
is  in  the  ON  position. 

The  shift  lever  cannot  be  moved  out 
of  the  P  (Park)  position  and  into  any 
of  the  other  positions  if  the  ignition 
switch  is  placed  in  the  LOCK  or  OFF 
position. 

2.  Keep  the  foot  brake  pedal  depressed 
and  move  the  shift  lever  to  a  driving 
position. 

3.  Release  the  parking  brake  and  foot 
brake  pedal,  and  then  gradually  start 
the  vehicle  in  motion. 
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A  WARNING 

-  Do  not  depress  the  accelerator  pedal 
while  shifting  from  P  (Park)  or  N  (Neu¬ 
tral)  to  R  (Reverse),  D  (Drive)  or  /v\ 
(Manual  shift  mode)  position.  Always 
depress  the  brake  pedal  until  shifting 
is  completed.  Failure  to  do  so  could 
cause  you  to  lose  control  and  have  an 
accident. 

-  Cold  engine  idle  speed  is  high,  so  use 
caution  when  shifting  into  a  forward 
or  reverse  gear  before  the  engine  has 
warmed  up. 

■  Do  not  downshift  abruptly  on  slippery 
roads.  This  may  cause  a  loss  of 
control. 

-  Never  shift  to  either  the  P  (Park)  or  R 
(Reverse)  position  while  the  vehicle  is 
moving  forward  and  P  (Park)  or  D 
(Drive)  position  while  the  vehicle  is  re¬ 
versing.

Apply  the  parking  brake  if  the  shift  lever 
is  in  any  position  while  the  hybrid  sys¬ 
tem  is  not  running.  Failure  to  do  so 
could  cause  the  vehicle  to  move  unex¬ 
pectedly  or  roll  away  and  result  in  seri¬ 
ous  personal  injury  or  property 
damage. 


A  CAUTION 

Use  the  P  (Park)  or  R  (Reverse)  position 
only  when  the  vehicle  is  completely 
stopped. 

P  (Park) 


_ jl^CAUTION _ 

To  prevent  transmission  damage,  use 
the  P  (Park)  position  only  when  the  ve¬ 
hicle  is  completely  stopped. 

Use  the  P  (Park)  shift  lever  position  when 
the  vehicle  is  parked  or  when  starting  the 
hybrid  systenn.  Make  sure  the  vehicle  is 
completely  stopped.  The  brake  pedal 
must  be  depressed  and  the  shift  lever 
button  pressed  in  to  move  the  shift  lever 
from  N  (Neutral)  or  any  drive  position  to  P 
(Park).  Apply  the  parking  brake.  When  park¬ 


ing  on  a  hill,  apply  the  parking  brake  first, 
then  move  the  shift  lever  to  the  P  (Park) 
position. 

R  (Reverse) 


A  CAUTION 

To  prevent  transmission  damage,  use 
the  R  (Reverse)  position  only  when  the 
vehicle  is  completely  stopped. 

Use  the  R  (Reverse)  position  to  back  up. 
Make  sure  the  vehicle  is  completely 
stopped  before  selecting  the  R  (Reverse) 
position  The  brake  pedal  must  be  de¬ 
pressed  and  the  shift  lever  button 
pressed  to  move  the  shift  lever  from  P 
(Park),  N  (Neutral)  or  any  drive  position  to 
R  (Reverse). 

N  (Neutral) 

Neither  forward  nor  reverse  gear  is  en¬ 
gaged.  The  hybrid  system  can  be  started  in 
this  position.  You  may  shift  to  N  (Neutral) 
and  restart  a  stalled  hybrid  system  while 
the  vehicle  is  moving. 

D  (Drive) 

Use  this  position  for  all  normal  forward 
driving. 
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Manual  shift  mode 

When  the  shift  lever  is  in  the  manual  shift 
gate,  the  transmission  is  ready  for  the 
manual  shift  mode.  Shift  ranges  can  be 
selected  manually  by  moving  the  shift  le¬ 
ver  up  or  down.  To  cancel  manual  shift 
mode,  return  the  shift  lever  to  the  D  (Drive) 
position.  The  transmission  returns  to  auto¬ 
matic  driving  mode. 

When  the  shift  lever  is  shifted  from  D  (Drive) 
to  the  manual  shift  gate  with  the  vehicle 
stopped  or  while  driving,  the  transmission 
enters  the  manual  shift  mode.  Shift  ranges 
can  be  selected  manually.  In  the  manual 
shift  mode,  the  shift  range  is  displayed  on 
the  position  indicator  in  the  meter.  When 
moving  the  shift  lever  to  the  manual  shift 
gate,  the  position  indicator  displays  1  (1st) 
up  to  7  (7th)  depending  on  vehicle  speed. 

Shift  ranges  up  or  down  one  by  one  as 
follows: 

1<(=>2c=>3<J=>4c=>5<J=>6<J=>7 

7  (7th) 

Use  this  position  for  all  normal  forward 
driving  at  highway  speeds. 
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6  (6th)  and  5  (5th) 

Use  this  position  when  driving  up  iong 
siopes,  or  for  engine  braking  when  driving 
down  iong  siopes. 

4  (4th),  3  (3rd)  and  2  (2nd) 

Use  these  positions  for  hiii  ciinnbing  or  en¬ 
gine  braking  on  downhiii  grades. 

1  (1st) 

Use  this  position  when  ciinnbing  steep  hiiis 
siowiy  or  when  driving  siowiy,  or  for  nnaxi- 
nnunn  engine  braking  on  steep  downhiii 
grades. 

■  Rennennber  not  to  drive  at  high  speeds 
for  extended  periods  of  tinne  in  iower 
than  7th  gear.  This  reduces  fuei 
econonny. 

When  shifting  up 

Move  the  shift  iever  to  the  +  (up)  side.  (Shifts 
to  higher  range.) 

When  shifting  down 

Move  the  shift  iever  to  the  -  (down)  side. 
(Shifts  to  iower  range.) 


■  The  transnnission  wiii  autonnaticaiiy 
downshift  the  gears.  (For  exannpie,  if  you 
seiect  the  3rd  range,  the  transnnission 
wiii  shift  down  between  the  3rd  and  1st 
gears.) 

■  Moving  the  shift  iever  rapidiy  to  the 
sanne  side  twice  wiii  shift  the  ranges  in 
succession. 

When  canceling  the  manual  shift  mode 

Return  the  shift  iever  to  the  D  (Drive)  posi¬ 
tion  to  return  the  transnnission  to  the  nor- 
nnai  driving  nnode. 

■  In  the  manual  shift  mode,  the  trans¬ 
mission  may  not  shift  to  the  selected 
gear.  This  helps  maintain  driving  per¬ 
formance  and  reduces  the  chance  of 
vehicle  damage  or  loss  of  control. 

■  When  this  situation  occurs,  the  Con¬ 
tinuously  Variable  Transmission  (CVT) 
position  indicator  light  will  blink  and 
the  chime  will  sound. 
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In  the  manual  shift  mode,  the  trans¬ 
mission  may  shift  up  automatically  to 
a  higher  range  than  selected  if  the 
engine  speed  is  too  high.  When  the 
vehicle  speed  decreases,  the  trans¬ 
mission  automatically  shifts  down 
and  shifts  to  1st  gear  before  the  ve¬ 
hicle  comes  to  a  stop. 

CVT  operation  is  linnited  to  autonnatic 
drive  nnode  when  CVT  fluid  tennpera- 
ture  is  extrennely  low  even  if  nnanual 
shift  nnode  is  selected.  This  is  not  a  nnal- 
function.  When  CVT  fluid  warnns  up, 
nnanual  nnode  can  be  selected. 

When  the  CVT  fluid  tennperature  is  high, 
the  shift  range  nnay  upshift  in  lower 
rpnn  than  usual.  This  is  not  a  nnalfunc- 
tion. 
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Shift  lock  release 

If  the  battery  charge  is  low  or  discharged, 
the  shift  lever  may  not  be  moved  from  the 
P  (Park)  position  even  with  the  brake  pedal 
depressed  and  the  shift  lever  button 
pressed.  To  move  the  shift  lever,  perform 
the  following  procedure: 

1.  Place  the  ignition  switch  in  the  OFF  or 
LOCK  position. 

2.  Apply  the  parking  brake. 

3.  Remove  the  shift  lock  release  cover  us¬ 
ing  a  suitable  tool. 


4.  Push  down  the  shift  lock  release  using 
a  suitable  tool. 

5.  Press  the  shift  lever  button  and  move 
the  shift  lever  to  the  N  (Neutral)  position 
while  holding  down  the  shift  lock  re¬ 
lease.  The  vehicle  may  be  moved  to  the 
desired  location.  Replace  the  removed 
shift  lock  release  cover  after  the  opera¬ 
tion.  If  the  shift  lever  cannot  be  moved 
out  of  the  P  (Park)  position,  have  the 
Continuously  Variable  Transmission 
system  checked  as  soon  as  possible.  It 
is  recommended  that  you  visit  a 
NISSAN  dealer  for  this  service. 


A  WARNING 

If  the  shift  lever  cannot  be  moved  from 
the  P  (Park)  position  while  the  engine  is 
running  and  the  brake  pedal  is  de¬ 
pressed,  the  stop  lights  may  not  work. 
Malfunctioning  stop  lights  could  cause 
an  accident  injuring  yourself  and  others. 

Accelerator  downshift 
—  in  D  (Drive)  position  — 

For  passing  or  hill  climbing,  depress  the 
accelerator  pedal  to  the  floor.  This  shifts 
the  transmission  down  into  a  lower  gear, 
depending-#IPI^g|ggiyfcle  speed. 
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High  fluid  tennperature  protection 
nnode 

This  transmission  has  a  high  fluid  tem¬ 
perature  protection  mode.  If  the  fluid  tem¬ 
perature  becomes  too  high  (for  example, 
when  climbing  steep  grades  in  high  tem¬ 
peratures  with  heavy  loads,  such  as  when 
towing  a  trailer),  engine  power  and,  under 
some  conditions,  vehicle  speed  will  be  de¬ 
creased  automatically  to  reduce  the 
chance  of  transmission  damage.  Vehicle 
speed  can  be  controlled  with  the  accelera¬ 
tor  pedal,  but  the  engine  and  vehicle  speed 
may  be  limited. 

Fail-safe 

If  the  vehicle  is  driven  under  extreme 
conditions,  such  as  excessive  wheel 
spinning  and  subsequent  hard  braking, 
the  fail-safe  system  may  be  activated. 
The  Malfunction  Indicator  Light  (MIL) 
may  come  on  to  indicate  the  fail-safe 
mode  is  activated.  For  additional  infor¬ 
mation,  refer  to  "Malfunction  Indicator 
Light  (MIL)"  in  the  "Instruments  and  con¬ 
trols"  section  of  this  manual.  This  will  oc¬ 
cur  even  if  all  electrical  circuits  are  func¬ 
tioning  properly.  In  this  case,  place  the 
ignition  switch  in  the  OFF  position  and 
wait  for  10  seconds.  Then  push  the 
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PARKING  BRAKE 


switch  back  to  the  ON  position.  The  ve¬ 
hicle  should  return  to  its  normal  operat¬ 
ing  condition.  If  it  does  not  return  to  its 
normal  operating  condition,  have  the 
transmission  checked.  It  is  recom¬ 
mended  that  you  visit  a  NISSAN  dealer 
for  this  service. 


A  WARNING 

When  the  high  fluid  temperature  pro¬ 
tection  mode  or  fail-safe  operation  oc¬ 
curs,  vehicle  speed  may  be  gradually  re¬ 
duced.  The  reduced  speed  may  be  lower 
than  other  traffic,  which  could  increase 
the  chance  of  a  collision.  Be  especially 
careful  when  driving.  If  necessary,  pull 
to  the  side  of  the  road  at  a  safe  place 
and  allow  the  transmission  to  return  to 
normal  operation,  or  have  it  repaired  if 
necessary. 


A  WARNING 

-  Be  sure  the  parking  brake  is  fully  re¬ 
leased  before  driving.  Failure  to  do  so 
can  cause  brake  failure  and  lead  to  an 
accident. 

-  Do  not  release  the  parking  brake  from 
outside  the  vehicle.

■  You  depress  the  brake  pedal  while 
pushing  the  RES+  or  SET-  switch.  The 
preset  speed  is  deleted  fronn  nnennory. 

■  The  vehicle  slows  down  nnore  than 
8  mph  (13  km/h)  below  the  set  speed. 

■  You  move  the  shift  lever  to  N  (Neutral). 

To  reset  at  a  faster  cruising  speed,  use 

one  of  the  following  three  methods: 

■  Depress  the  accelerator  pedal.  When 
the  vehicle  attains  the  desired  speed, 
push  and  release  the  SET-  switch. 

■  Push  and  hold  the  RES+  switch.  When 
the  vehicle  attains  the  speed  you  desire, 
release  the  switch. 

■  Push  and  release  the  RES+  switch.  Each 
time  you  do  this,  the  set  speed  in¬ 
creases  by  about  1  mph  (1.6  km/h). 
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To  reset  at  a  slower  cruising  speed,  use 

one  of  the  following  three  methods: 

■  Lightly  tap  the  brake  pedal.  When  the 
vehicle  attains  the  desired  speed,  push 
the  SET-  switch  and  release  it. 

■  Push  and  hold  the  SET-  switch.  Release 
the  switch  when  the  vehicle  slows  to 
the  desired  speed. 

■  Push  and  release  the  SET-  switch.  Each 
time  you  do  this,  the  set  speed  de¬ 
creases  by  about  1  mph  (1.6  km/h). 

To  resume  the  preset  speed,  push  and 
release  the  RES+  switch.  The  vehicle  re¬ 
turns  to  the  last  set  cruising  speed  when 
the  vehicle  speed  is  over  25  mph  (40  km/h). 

To  turn  off  the  cruise  control,  use  one  of 

the  following  three  methods: 

■  Push  the  CANCEL  switch. 

■  Tap  the  brake  pedal. 

■  Push  the  cruise  control  switch  off. 
The  fj)  indicator  in  the  vehicle  infor¬ 
mation  display  goes  out. 


INTELLIGENT  CRUISE  CONTROL  (ICC) 

(if  SO  equipped) 


(A)  ICC  switch 


A  warning 

Failure  to  follow  the  warnings  and  in¬ 
structions  for  proper  use  of  the  ICC  sys¬ 
tem  could  result  in  serious  injury  or 
death. 

-  The  ICC  system  is  only  an  aid  to  assist 
the  driver  and  is  not  a  collision  warn¬ 
ing  or  avoidance  device.  It  is  the  driv¬ 
er's  responsibility  to  stay  alert,  drive 
safely,  and  be  in  control  of  the  vehicle 
at  all  times. 

-  Always  observe  posted  speed  limits 
and  do  not  set  the  speed  over  them. 

-  Always  drive  carefully  and  attentively 
when  using  the  ICC  system.  Read  and 
understand  the  Owner's  /v\anual  thor¬ 
oughly  before  using  the  ICC  system. 
To  avoid  serious  injury  or  death,  do 
not  rely  on  the  system  to  prevent  ac¬ 
cidents  or  to  control  the  vehicle's 
speed  in  emergency  situations.  Do 
not  use  the  ICC  system  except  in  ap¬ 
propriate  road  and  traffic  conditions. 
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-  In  the  conventional  (fixed  speed) 
cruise  control  mode,  a  warning  chime 
will  not  sound  to  warn  you  if  you  are 
too  close  to  the  vehicle  ahead.  Pay 
special  attention  to  the  distance  be¬ 
tween  your  vehicle  and  the  vehicle 
ahead  of  you  or  a  collision  could  occur. 
The  ICC  system  maintains  a  selected  dis¬ 
tance  from  the  vehicle  in  front  of  you  within 
the  speed  range  of  0  to  90  mph  (0  to 
144  km/h)  up  to  the  set  speed.  The  set 
speed  can  be  selected  by  the  driver  be¬ 
tween  20  to  90  mph  (32  to  144  km/h). 

The  vehicle  travels  at  a  set  speed  when  the 
road  ahead  is  clear. 

The  ICC  system  can  be  set  to  one  of  two 
cruise  control  modes: 

■  Vehicle-to-vehicle  distance  control 
mode:  For  maintaining  a  selected  dis¬ 
tance  between  your  vehicle  and  the  ve¬ 
hicle  in  front  of  you  up  to  the  preset 
speed 

■  Conventional  (fixed  speed)  cruise 
control  mode:  For  cruising  at  a  preset 
speed 
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Push  the  ICC  switch  ®  to  choose  the 
cruise  control  mode  between  the  vehicle- 
to-vehicle  distance  control  mode  and  the 
conventional  (fixed  speed)  cruise  control 
mode. 

Once  a  control  mode  is  activated,  it  cannot 
be  changed  to  the  other  cruise  control 
mode.  To  change  the  mode,  push  the  ICC 
switch  (A)  once  to  turn  the  system  off.  Then 
push  the  ICC  switch  ®  again  to  turn  the 
system  back  on  and  select  the  desired 
cruise  control  mode. 

Always  confirm  the  setting  in  the  ICC  sys¬ 
tem  display. 

For  the  vehicle-to-vehicle  distance  control 
mode,  refer  to  "Vehicle-to-vehicle  distance 
control  mode"  in  this  section. 

For  the  conventional  (fixed  speed)  cruise 
control  mode,  refer  to  "Conventional  (fixed 
speed)  cruise  control  mode"  in  this  section. 
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HOWTO  SELECT  THE  CRUISE 
CONTROL  MODE 

Selecting  the  vehicle-to-vehicle  dis¬ 
tance  control  mode:  To  choose  the 
vehicle-to-vehicle  distance  control  nnode 
(i),  quickly  push  and  release  the  ICC  switch 


Selecting  the  conventional  (fixed  speed) 
cruise  control  mode:  To  choose  the  con¬ 
ventional  (fixed  speed)  cruise  control  nnode 
(2),  push  and  hold  the  ICC  switch  ®  for 
longer  than  approximately  1.5  seconds.  For 
additional  information,  refer  to  "Conven¬ 
tional  (fixed  speed)  cruise  control  mode"  in 
this  section. 


VEHICLE-TO-VEHICLE  DISTANCE 
CONTROL  MODE 


In  the  vehicle-to-vehicle  distance  control 
mode,  the  ICC  system  automatically  main¬ 
tains  a  selected  distance  from  the  vehicle 
traveling  in  front  of  you  according  to  that 
vehicle's  speed  (up  to  the  set  speed),  or  at 
the  set  speed  when  the  road  ahead  is  clear. 

The  ICC  system  is  intended  to  enhance  the 
operation  of  the  vehicle  when  following  a 
vehicle  traveling  in  the  same  lane  and  di¬ 
rection. 
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If  the  radar  sensor  (§)  detects  a  slower 
nnoving  vehicle  ahead,  the  systenn  will  re¬ 
duce  the  vehicle  speed  so  that  your  vehicle 
follows  the  vehicle  in  front  at  the  selected 
distance. 

The  systenn  autonnatically  controls  the 
throttle  and  applies  the  brakes  (up  to  ap- 
proxinnately  40%  of  vehicle  braking  power) 
if  necessary. 

The  detection  range  of  the  sensor  is  ap- 
proxinnately  650  ft  (200  nn)  ahead. 
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VEHICLE-TO-VEHICLE  DISTANCE 
CONTROL  MODE  OPERATION 

The  vehicle-to-vehicle  distance  control 
mode  is  designed  to  maintain  a  selected 
distance  from  the  vehicle  in  front  of  you 
and  can  reduce  the  speed  to  match  a 
slower  vehicle  ahead.  The  system  will  de¬ 
celerate  the  vehicle  as  necessary  and  if  the 
vehicle  ahead  comes  to  a  stop,  the  vehicle 
decelerates  to  a  standstill.  However,  the  ICC 
system  can  only  apply  up  to  40%  of  the 
vehicle's  total  braking  power. 

This  system  should  only  be  used  when  traf¬ 
fic  conditions  allow  vehicle  speeds  to  re¬ 
main  fairly  constant  or  when  vehicle 
speeds  change  gradually.  If  a  vehicle 
moves  into  the  traveling  lane  ahead  or  if  a 
vehicle  traveling  ahead  rapidly  decelerates, 
the  distance  between  vehicles  may  be¬ 
come  closer  because  the  ICC  system  can¬ 
not  decelerate  the  vehicle  quickly  enough. 
If  this  occurs,  the  ICC  system  will  sound  a 
warning  chime  and  blink  the  system  dis¬ 
play  to  notify  the  driver  to  take  necessary 
action. 

The  system  will  cancel  and  a  warning 
chime  will  sound  if  the  speed  is  below  ap¬ 
proximately  15  mph  (24  km/h)  and  a  vehicle 
is  not  detected  ahead.  The  system  will  also 


disengage  when  the  vehicle  goes  above 
the  maximum  set  speed. 

For  additional  information,  refer  to  "Ap¬ 
proach  warning"  in  this  section. 

The  following  items  are  controlled  in  the 
vehicle-to-vehicle  distance  control  mode: 


The  ICC  system  does  not  control  vehicle 
speed  or  warn  you  when  you  approach 
stationary  and  slow  moving  vehicles.  You 
must  pay  attention  to  vehicle  operation  to 
maintain  proper  distance  from  vehicles 
ahead  when  approaching  toll  gates  ortraf- 
fic  congestion. 


When  there  are  no  vehicles  traveling 
ahead,  the  vehicle-to-vehicle  distance 
control  mode  maintains  the  speed  set 
by  the  driver.  The  set  speed  range  is 
between  approximately  20  and  90  mph 
(32  and  144  km/h). 


When  there  is  a  vehicle  traveling  ahead, 
the  vehicle-to-vehicle  distance  control 
mode  adjusts  the  speed  to  maintain 
the  distance,  selected  by  the  driver, 
from  the  vehicle  ahead.  If  the  vehicle 
ahead  comes  to  a  stop,  the  vehicle  de¬ 
celerates  to  a  standstill  within  the  limi¬ 
tations  of  the  system.  The  system  will 
cancel  once  it  judges  a  standstill  with  a 
warning  chime. 


When  the  vehicle  traveling  ahead  has 
moved  out  from  its  lane  of  travel,  the 
vehicle-to-vehicle  distance  control 
mode  accelerates  and  maintains  ve¬ 
hicle  s  nr^^^pg|^^^a.^^t£need  ■ 
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When  driving  on  the  freeway  at  a  set  speed 
and  approaching  a  slower  traveling  vehicle 
ahead,  the  ICC  systenn  will  adjust  the  speed 
to  maintain  the  distance,  selected  by  the 
driver,  from  the  vehicle  ahead.  If  the  vehicle 
ahead  changes  lanes  or  exits  the  freeway, 
the  ICC  system  will  accelerate  and  main¬ 
tain  the  speed  up  to  the  set  speed.  Pay 
attention  to  the  driving  operation  to  main¬ 
tain  control  of  the  vehicle  as  it  accelerates 
to  the  set  speed. 

The  vehicle  may  not  maintain  the  set 
speed  on  winding  or  hilly  roads.  If  this  oc¬ 
curs,  you  will  have  to  manually  control  the 
vehicle  speed. 
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Normally  when  controlling  the  distance  to 
a  vehicle  ahead,  this  system  automatically 
accelerates  or  decelerates  your  vehicle  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  speed  of  the  vehicle  ahead. 
Depress  the  accelerator  to  properly  accel¬ 
erate  your  vehicle  when  acceleration  is  re¬ 
quired  for  a  lane  change.  Depress  the  brake 
pedal  when  deceleration  is  required  to 
maintain  a  safe  distance  to  the  vehicle 
ahead  due  to  its  sudden  braking  or  if  a 
vehicle  cuts  in.  Always  stay  alert  when  us¬ 
ing  the  ICC  system. 
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VEHICLE-TO-VEHICLE  DISTANCE 
CONTROL  MODE  SWITCHES 

The  system  is  operated  by  the  ICC  switch 
and  four  control  switches,  all  mounted  on 
the  steering  wheel. 

1  CANCEL  switch: 

Deactivates  the  system  without  eras¬ 
ing  the  set  speed. 

2  RES+ switch: 

Resumes  set  speed  or  increases 
speed  incrementally. 


3  DISTANCE  4  Switch: 

Changes  the  vehicle's  following  dis¬ 
tance:

4  ICC  switch: 

Master  switch  to  activate  the  systenn. 

5  SET- switch:

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Vehicle-to-vehicle  distance 
control  nnode  display  and 
indicators 

The  display  is  located  between  the  speed- 
onneter  and  tachonneter. 

1.  This  indicator  indicates  the  ICC  systenn 
status  depending  on  a  color: 

■  ICC  system  ON  indicator  (gray):  Indi¬ 
cates  that  the  ICC  switch  is  on. 

■  ICC  system  SET  indicator  (green): 

Indicates  that  the  cruising  speed  is 
set.

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Operating  vehicle-to-vehicle 
distance  control  mode 


To  turn  on  the  cruise  control,  quickly  push 
and  release  the  ICC  switch  ®.  The  ICC  sys- 
tenn  ON  indicator  (gray),  set  distance  indi¬ 
cator  and  set  vehicle  speed  indicator  (§) 
conne  on  in  a  standby  state  for  setting. 


To  set  cruising  speed,  accelerate  your  ve¬ 
hicle  to  the  desired  speed,  push  the  SET- 
switch  ©  and  release  it.  The  ICC  systenn  set 
indicator  (green),  vehicle  ahead  detection 
indicator,  set  distance  indicator  and  set  ve¬ 
hicle  speed  indicator  ®  will  conne  on.  Take 
your  foot  off  the  accelerator  pedal.  Your 
vehicle  will  nnaintain  the  set  speed. 


When  the  SET-  switch  is  pushed  under  the 
following  conditions,  the  systenn  cannot  be 
set  and  the  ICC  indicators  will  blink  for  ap- 
proxinnately  2  seconds: 

■  When  traveling  below  20  nnph  (32  knn/h) 
and  a  vehicle  ahead  is  not  detected 

■  When  the  shift  lever  is  not  in  the  D  (Drive) 
or  Manual  nnode 

■  When  the  parking  brake  is  applied 

■  When  the  brakes  are  operated  by  the 
driver 
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Vehicle  detected  ahead 


When  the  SET-  switch  is  pushed  under  the 
following  conditions,  the  systenn  cannot  be 
set. 

Awarning  chinne  will  sound  and  a  nnessage 
will  pop  up: 

■  When  the  VDC  systenn  is  off  (To  use  the 
ICC  systenn,  turn  on  the  VDC  systenn. 
Push  the  ICC  switch  to  turn  off  the  ICC 
systenn  and  reset  the  ICC  switch  by 
pushing  the  ICC  switch  again.) 

For  additional  infornnation  about  the 
VDC  systenn,  refer  to  "Vehicle  Dynannic 
Control  (VDC)  systenn"  in  this  section. 

■  When  ABS  or  VDC  is  operating 

■  When  a  wheel  is  slipping  (To  use  the  ICC 
systenn,  nnake  sure  the  wheels  are  no 
longer  slipping.) 


(T)  System  set  display  with  vehicle  ahead 


®  System  set  display  without  vehicle 
ahead 

The  driver  sets  the  desired  vehicle  speed 
based  on  the  road  conditions.  The  ICC  sys¬ 
tem  maintains  the  set  vehicle  speed,  simi¬ 
lar  to  standard  cruise  control,  as  long  as  no 
vehicle  is  detected  in  the  lane  ahead.  The 
ICC  system  displays  the  set  speed. 
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When  a  vehicle  is  detected  in  the  lane 
ahead,  the  ICC  system  decelerates  the  ve¬ 
hicle  by  controlling  the  throttle  and  apply¬ 
ing  the  brakes  to  match  the  speed  of  a 
slower  vehicle  ahead.  The  system  then 
controls  the  vehicle  speed  based  on  the 
speed  of  the  vehicle  ahead  to  maintain  the 
driver  selected  distance. 

NOTE: 

■  The  stop  lights  of  the  vehicle  come  on 
when  braking  is  performed  by  the  ICC 
system. 

■  When  the  brake  operates,  a  noise  may 
be  heard.  This  is  not  a  malfunction. 

When  a  vehicle  ahead  is  detected,  the  ve¬ 
hicle  ahead  detection  indicator  comes  on. 
The  ICC  system  will  also  display  the  set 
speed  and  selected  distance. 

Vehicle  ahead  not  detected 

When  a  vehicle  is  no  longer  detected 
ahead,  the  ICC  system  gradually  acceler¬ 
ates  your  vehicle  to  resume  the  previously 
set  vehicle  speed.  The  ICC  system  then 
maintains  the  set  speed. 
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When  a  vehicle  is  no  longer  detected,  the 
vehicle  ahead  detection  indicator  turns  off. 

If  a  vehicle  ahead  appears  during  accelera¬ 
tion  to  the  set  vehicle  speed  or  anytime  the 
ICC  system  is  in  operation,  the  system  con¬ 
trols  the  distance  to  that  vehicle. 

When  a  vehicle  is  no  longer  detected  under 
approximately  15  mph  (24  km/h),  the  sys¬ 
tem  will  be  canceled. 


When  passing  another  vehicle,  the  set 

speed  indicator  ®  will  flash  when  the  ve¬ 
hicle  speed  exceeds  the  set  speed.  The  ve¬ 
hicle  detect  indicator  will  turn  off  when  the 
area  ahead  of  the  vehicle  is  open.  When  the 
pedal  is  released,  the  vehicle  will  return  to 
the  previously  set  speed. 

Even  though  your  vehicle  speed  is  set  in  the 
ICC  system,  you  can  depress  the  accelera¬ 
tor  pedal  when  it  is  necessary  to  accelerate 
your  vehicle  rapidly. 


How  to  change  the  set  vehicle 
speed 

To  cancel  the  preset  speed,  use  one  of  the 

following  methods: 

■  Push  the  CANCEL  switch.  The  set  ve¬ 
hicle  speed  indicator  will  go  out. 

■  Tap  the  brake  pedal.  The  set  vehicle 
speed  indicator  will  go  out. 

■  Turn  the  ICC  switch  off.  The  ICC  indica¬ 
tors  will  go  out. 

To  reset  at  a  faster  cruising  speed,  use 

one  of  the  following  methods: 

■  Depress  the  accelerator  pedal.  When 
the  vehicle  attains  the  desired  speed, 
push  and  release  the  SET-  switch. 

■  Push  and  hold  the  RES+  switch.  The  set 
vehicle  speed  will  increase  by  approxi¬ 
mately  5  mph  (5  km/h). 

■  Push,  then  quickly  release  the  RES+ 
switch.  Each  time  you  do  this,  the  set 
speed  will  increase  by  approximately 
1  mph  (1  km/h). 
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To  reset  at  a  slower  cruising  speed,  use 

one  of  the  following  nnethods: 

■  Lightly  tap  the  brake  pedal.  When  the 
vehicle  attains  the  desired  speed,  push 
the  SET-  switch  and  release  it. 

■  Push  and  hold  the  SET-  switch.  The  set 
vehicle  speed  will  decrease  by  approxi- 
nnately  5  nnph  (5  knn/h). 

■  Push,  then  quickly  release  the  SET- 
switch.  Each  tinne  you  do  this,  the  set 
speed  will  decrease  by  approximately 
1  mph  (1  km/h). 

To  resume  the  preset  speed,  push  and 
release  the  RES+  switch.  The  vehicle  will 
resume  the  last  set  cruising  speed  when 
the  vehicle  speed  is  over  20  mph  (32  km/h). 


to  the  vehicle  ahead 

The  distance  to  the  vehicle  ahead  can  be 
selected  at  anytime  depending  on  the  traf¬ 
fic  conditions. 

Each  time  the  distance  $■  switch  ®  is 
pushed,  the  set  distance  will  change  to 
long,  middle,  short  and  back  to  long  again, 
in  that  sequence. 
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1.  Long  200(60) 

2.  Middle  150(45) 

3.  Short  100  (30) 


The  distance  to  the  vehicle  ahead  will 
change  according  to  the  vehicle  speed. 
The  higherthe  vehicle  speed, the  longer 
the  distance. 

If  the  hybrid  system  is  stopped,  the  set 
distance  becomes  "long."  (Each  time  the 
hybrid  system  is  started,  the  initial  set¬ 
ting  becomes  "long.") 
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Approach  warning 

If  your  vehicle  comes  closer  to  the  vehicle 
ahead  due  to  rapid  deceleration  of  that  ve¬ 
hicle  or  if  another  vehicle  cuts  in,  the  sys¬ 
tem  warns  the  driver  with  the  chime  and 
ICC  system  display.  Decelerate  by  depress¬ 
ing  the  brake  pedal  to  maintain  a  safe  ve¬ 
hicle  distance  if 

■  The  chime  sounds. 

■  The  vehicle  ahead  detection  indicator 
blinks. 

The  warning  chime  may  not  sound  in 
some  cases  when  there  is  a  short  distance 
between  vehicles.  Some  examples  are: 

■  When  the  vehicles  are  traveling  at  the 
same  speed  and  the  distance  between 
vehicles  is  not  changing. 

■  When  the  vehicle  ahead  is  traveling 
faster  and  the  distance  between  ve¬ 
hicles  is  increasing. 

■  When  a  vehicle  cuts  in  near  your  vehicle. 


The  warning  chime  will  not  sound  when: 

■  The  vehicle  approaches  other  vehicles 
that  are  parked  or  moving  slowly. 

■  The  accelerator  pedal  is  depressed, 
overriding  the  system. 

NOTE: 

The  approach  warning  chime  may  sound 
and  the  system  display  may  blink  when 
the  ICC  sensor  detects  objects  on  the 
side  of  the  vehicle  or  on  the  side  of  the 
road.  This  may  cause  the  ICC  system  to 
decelerate  or  accelerate  the  vehicle.  The 
ICC  sensor  may  detect  these  objects 
when  the  vehicle  is  driven  on  winding 
roads,  narrow  roads,  hilly  roads,  or  when 
entering  or  exiting  a  curve.  In  these 
cases  you  will  have  to  manually  control 
the  proper  distance  ahead  of  your  ve¬ 
hicle. 

Also,  the  sensor  sensitivity  can  be  affected 
by  vehicle  operation  (steering  maneuver  or 
driving  position  in  the  lane)  or  traffic  or  ve¬ 
hicle  condition  (for  example,  if  a  vehicle  is 
being  driven  with  some  damage). 
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Automatic  cancellation 

A  chime  sounds  under  the  following  condi¬ 
tions  and  the  control  is  automatically  can¬ 
celed: 

■  When  the  vehicle  ahead  is  not  detected 
and  your  vehicle  is  traveling  below  the 
speed  of  15  mph  (24  km/h) 

■  When  the  system  judges  the  vehicle  is 
at  a  standstill 

■  When  the  shift  lever  is  not  in  the  D  (Drive) 
position  or  Manual  mode 

■  When  the  parking  brake  system  is  ap¬ 
plied 

■  When  the  VDC  system  is  turned  off 

■  When  VDC  operates 

■  When  distance  measurement  be¬ 
comes  impaired  due  to  adhesion  of  dirt 
or  obstruction  to  the  sensor 

■  When  a  wheel  slips 

■  When  the  radar  signal  is  temporarily  in¬ 
terrupted 
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VEHICLE-TO-VEHICLE  DISTANCE 
CONTROL  MODE  LIMITATIONS 


A  WARNING 

Listed  below  are  the  system  limitations 
for  the  ICC  system.  Failure  to  operate 
the  vehicle  in  accordance  with  these 
system  limitations  could  result  in  seri¬ 
ous  injury  or  death. 

-  The  ICC  system  is  primarily  intended 
for  use  on  straight,  dry,  open  roads 
with  light  traffic.  It  is  not  advisable  to 
use  the  ICC  system  in  city  traffic  or 
congested  areas. 

-  The  ICC  system  will  not  adapt  auto¬ 
matically  to  road  conditions.  This  sys¬ 
tem  should  be  used  in  evenly  flowing 
traffic.  Do  not  use  the  system  on  roads 
with  sharp  curves,  or  on  icy  roads,  in 
heavy  rain  or  in  fog. 


-  As  there  is  a  performance  limit  to  the 
distance  control  function,  never  rely 
solely  on  the  ICC  system.  This  system 
does  not  correct  careless,  inattentive 
or  absentminded  driving,  or  over¬ 
come  poor  visibility  in  rain,  fog,  or 
other  bad  weather.  Decelerate  the  ve¬ 
hicle  speed  by  depressing  the  brake 
pedal,  depending  on  the  distance  to 
the  vehicle  ahead  and  the  surround¬ 
ing  circumstances  in  order  to  main¬ 
tain  a  safe  distance  between  vehicles. 

-  If  the  vehicle  ahead  comes  to  a  stop, 
the  vehicle  decelerates  to  a  standstill 
within  the  limitations  of  the  system. 
The  system  will  cancel  once  it  Judges 
that  the  vehicle  has  come  to  a  stand¬ 
still  and  sound  a  warning  chime.  To 
prevent  the  vehicle  from  moving,  the 
driver  must  depress  the  brake  pedal. 

■  Always  pay  attention  to  the  operation 
of  the  vehicle  and  be  ready  to  manu¬ 
ally  control  the  proper  following  dis¬ 
tance.  The  ICC  system  may  not  be  able 
to  maintain  the  selected  distance  be¬ 
tween  vehicles  (following  distance)  or 
selected  vehicle  speed  under  some 
circumstances. 
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■  The  system  may  not  detect  the  ve¬ 
hicle  in  front  of  you  in  certain  road  or 
weather  conditions.  To  avoid  acci¬ 
dents,  never  use  the  ICC  system  under 
the  following  conditions: 

-  On  roads  where  the  traffic  is  heavy 
or  there  are  sharp  curves 

-  On  slippery  road  surfaces  such  as 
on  ice  or  snow,  etc. 

-  During  bad  weather  (rain,  fog, 
snow,  etc.) 

-  When  rain,  snow  or  dirt  adhere  to  the 
bumper  around  the  distance  sensor 

-  On  steep  downhill  roads  (the  ve¬

-  On  repeated  uphill  and  downhill 
roads 

-  When  traffic  conditions  make  it  dif¬ 
ficult  to  keep  a  proper  distance  be¬ 
tween  vehicles  because  of  fre¬ 
quent  acceleration  or  deceleration 

-  Interference  by  other  radar 
sources 
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-  Do  not  use  the  ICC  system  if  you  are 
towing  a  trailer.  The  system  may  not 
detect  a  vehicle  ahead. 

-  In  some  road  or  traffic  conditions,  a 
vehicle  or  object  can  unexpectedly 
come  into  the  sensor  detection  zone 
and  cause  automatic  braking.  Always 
stay  alert  and  avoid  using  the  ICC  sys¬ 
tem  where  not  recommended  in  this 
warning  section. 

The  radar  sensor  will  not  detect  the  follow¬ 
ing  objects: 

■  Stationary  and  slow  nnoving  vehicles 

■  Pedestrians  or  objects  in  the  roadway 

■  Onconning  vehicles  in  the  sanne  lane 

■  Motorcycles  traveling  offset  in  the  travel 
lane 

The  sensor  generally  detects  the  signals 
returned  fronn  the  vehicle  ahead.  Therefore, 
if  the  sensor  cannot  detect  the  reflection 
fronn  the  vehicle  ahead,  the  ICC  systenn 
nnay  not  nnaintain  the  selected  distance. 


The  following  are  sonne  conditions  in  which 
the  sensor  cannot  properly  detect  a  ve¬ 
hicle  ahead  and  the  system  may  not  oper¬ 
ate  properly: 

■  When  snow  or  road  spray  from  traveling 
vehicles  reduces  the  sensor's  detection. 

■  When  your  vehicle  is  towing  a  trailer,  etc. 

■  When  excessively  heavy  baggage  is 
loaded  in  the  rear  seat  or  cargo  area  of 
your  vehicle. 

The  ICC  system  is  designed  to  automati¬ 
cally  check  the  sensor's  operation  within 
the  limitations  of  the  system. 

When  the  sensor  is  covered  with  dirt  or  is 
obstructed,  the  system  will  automatically 
be  canceled.  If  the  sensor  is  covered  with 
ice,  a  transparent  or  translucent  vinyl  bag, 
etc.,  the  ICC  system  may  not  detect  them. 
In  these  instances,  the  vehicle-to-vehicle 
distance  control  mode  may  not  cancel  and 
may  not  be  able  to  maintain  the  selected 
following  distance  from  the  vehicle  ahead. 
Be  sure  to  check  and  clean  the  sensor 
regularly. 
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The  detection  zone  of  the  radar  sensor  is 
limited.  A  vehicle  ahead  must  be  in  the  de¬ 
tection  zone  for  the  vehicle-to-vehicle  dis¬ 
tance  detection  mode  to  maintain  the  se¬ 
lected  distance  from  the  vehicle  ahead. 

A  vehicle  ahead  may  move  outside  of  the 
detection  zone  due  to  its  position  within 
the  same  lane  of  travel.  Motorcycles  may 
not  be  detected  in  the  same  lane  ahead  if 
they  are  traveling  offset  from  the  centerline 
of  the  lane.  A  vehicle  that  is  entering  the 
lane  ahead  may  not  be  detected  until  the 
vehicle  has  completely  moved  into  the 
lane. 

If  this  occurs,  the  ICC  system  may  warn 
you  by  blinking  the  system  indicator  and 
sounding  the  chime.  The  driver  may 
have  to  manually  control  the  proper  dis¬ 
tance  away  from  vehicle  traveling  ahead. 
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When  driving  on  sonne  roads,  such  as  wind¬ 
ing,  hilly,  curved,  narrow  roads,  or  roads 
which  are  under  construction,  the  radar 
sensor  nnay  detect  vehicles  in  a  different 
lane,  or  may  temporarily  not  detect  a  ve¬ 
hicle  traveling  ahead.  This  may  cause  the 
radar  system  to  decelerate  or  accelerate 
the  vehicle.

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The  following  are  conditions  in  which  the 
ICC  systenn  nnay  be  tennporarily  unavail¬ 
able.

Condition  A 

Underthefollowing  conditions, the  ICC  system 
is  automatically  canceled.  A  chime  will  sound 
and  the  system  will  not  be  able  to  be  set:

■  When  a  vehicle  ahead  is  not  detected

When  the  radar  sensor  area  of  the  front 
bumper  is  covered  with  dirt  or  is  ob¬ 
structed,  the  ICC  system  will  automatically 
be  canceled. 

The  chime  will  sound  and  the  "Unavailable: 
Front  Radar  Obstruction"  warning  mes¬ 
sage  will  appear  in  the  vehicle  information 
display. 

When  driving  on  roads  with  limited  road 
structures  (for  example,  long  bridges,  des¬ 
erts,  snow  fields,  driving  next  to  long  walls), 
the  system  may  illuminate  the  system 
warning  light  (orange)  and  display  the  "Un¬ 
available:  Front  Radar  Obstruction"  mes¬ 
sage.

If  a  risk  of  a  forward  collision  is  detected, 
the  AEB  system  will  firstly  provide  the  warn¬ 
ing  to  the  driver  by  flashing  the  warning

If  any  malfunction  occurs  in  the  AWD  sys¬ 
tem  while  the  engine  is  running,the  master 
warning  light  will  come  on. 

The  master  warning  light  may  illuminate 
while  trying  to  free  a  stuck  vehicle  due  to 
high  powertrain  oil  temperature.  The  driv¬ 
ing  mode  may  change  to  2-Wheel  Drive. 
AUTO  mode  may  change  to  LOCK  mode 
before  the  warning  light  illuminates.  If  the 
master  warning  light  illuminates  during 
operation,  stop  the  vehicle  with  the  engine 
idling  in  a  safe  place  immediately.

-  Safe  parking  procedures  require  that 
both  the  parking  brake  be  set  and  the 
transmission  placed  into  P  (Park).  Fail¬ 
ure  to  do  so  could  cause  the  vehicle  to 
move  unexpectedly  or  roll  away  and  re¬ 
sult  in  an  accident.  Make  sure  the  shift 
lever  has  been  pushed  as  far  forward  as 
it  can  go  and  cannot  be  moved  without 
depressinc^h^^^jygk^oedal. 


-  Never  leave  the  engine  running  while 
the  vehicle  is  unattended. 

-  To  help  avoid  risk  of  injury  or  death 
through  unintended  operation  of  the 
vehicle  and/or  its  systems,  do  not 
leave  children,  people  who  require  the 
assistance  of  others  or  pets  unat¬ 
tended  in  your  vehicle.  Additionally, 
the  temperature  inside  a  closed  ve¬ 
hicle  on  a  warm  day  can  quickly  be¬ 
come  high  enough  to  cause  a  signifi¬ 
cant  risk  of  injury  or  death  to  people 
and  pets. 
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POWER  STEERING 


1.  Firmly  apply  the  parking  brake. 

2.  Move  the  shift  lever  to  the  P  (Park)  po¬ 
sition. 

3.  To  help  prevent  the  vehicle  from  rolling 
into  traffic  when  parked  on  an  incline,  it 
is  a  good  practice  to  turn  the  wheels  as 
illustrated. 

■  HEADED  DOWNHILL  WITH  CURB  ®: 

Turn  the  wheels  into  the  curb  and 
move  the  vehicle  forward  until  the  curb 
side  wheel  gently  touches  the  curb. 

■  HEADED  UPHILL  WITH  CURB  (B): 

Turn  the  wheels  away  from  the  curb 
and  move  the  vehicle  back  until  the 
curb  side  wheel  gently  touches  the 
curb. 

■  HEADED  UPHILL  OR  DOWNHILL,  NO 
CURB  ©: 

Turn  the  wheels  toward  the  side  of  the 
road  so  the  vehicle  will  move  away 
from  the  center  of  the  road  if  it  moves. 

4.  Place  the  ignition  switch  in  the  LOCK 
position. 


A  WARNING 

■  If  the  hybrid  system  is  not  running  or 
is  turned  off  while  driving,  the  power 
assist  for  the  steering  will  not  work. 
Steering  will  be  harder  to  operate 

-  When  the  power  steering  warning 
light  illuminates  with  the  hybrid  sys¬ 
tem  running,  there  will  be  no  power 
assist  for  the  steering.  You  will  still 
have  control  of  the  vehicle  but  the 
steering  will  be  harder  to  operate. 
Have  the  power  steering  system 
checked.  It  is  recommended  that  you 
visit  a  NISSAN  dealer  for  this  service. 

The  power  steering  system  is  designed  to 
provide  power  assist  while  driving  to  oper¬ 
ate  the  steering  wheel  with  light  force. 

When  the  steering  wheel  is  operated  re¬ 
peatedly  or  continuously  while  parking  or 
driving  at  a  very  low  speed,  the  power  as¬ 
sist  for  the  steering  wheel  will  be  reduced. 
This  is  to  prevent  overheating  of  the  power 
steering  system  and  protect  it  from  getting 
damaged.  While  the  power  assist  is  re¬ 
duced,  steering  wheel  operation  will  be¬ 
come  heavy.  If  the  steering  wheel  opera¬ 
tion  is  still  performed,  the  power  steering 
may  stop  and  the  power  steering  warning 
light  will  illomfnata.-lma  safe  location,  stop 
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the  hybrid  system  and  push  the  ignition 
switch  to  the  OFF  position.  The  tempera¬ 
ture  of  the  power  steering  system  will  go 
down  after  a  period  of  time  and  the  power 
assist  level  will  return  to  normal  after  start¬ 
ing  the  hybrid  system.  The  power  steering 
warning  light  will  go  off.  Avoid  repeating 
such  steering  wheel  operations  that  could 
cause  the  power  steering  system  to  over¬ 
heat. 

You  may  hear  a  noise  from  the  front  of  the 
vehicle  when  the  steering  wheel  is  oper¬ 
ated.  This  is  a  normal  operational  noise 
and  is  not  a  malfunction. 

If  the  power  steering  warning  light  PS  illu¬ 
minates  while  the  hybrid  system  is  running, 
it  may  indicate  the  power  steering  system 
is  not  functioning  properly  and  may  need 
servicing.  Have  the  power  steering  system 
checked.  It  is  recommended  that  you  visit  a 
NISSAN  dealer  for  this  service. 

When  the  power  steering  warning  light  illu¬ 
minates  with  the  hybrid  system  running, 
there  will  be  no  power  assist  for  the  steer¬ 
ing  but  you  will  still  have  control  of  the  ve¬ 
hicle.  At  this  time,  greater  steering  effort  is 
required  to  operate  the  steering  wheel,  es¬ 
pecially  in  sharp  turns  and  at  low  speeds. 
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BRAKE  SYSTEM 


For  additional  infornnation,  refer  to  "Power 
steering  warning  light"  in  the  "Instrunnents 
and  controls"  section  of  this  nnanual. 


The  brake  systenn  has  two  separate  hy¬ 
draulic  circuits.  If  one  circuit  nnalfunctions, 
you  will  still  have  braking  at  two  wheels. 

BRAKE  PRECAUTIONS 

Vacuum  assisted  brakes 

The  brake  booster  aids  braking  by  using 
engine  vacuunn.  If  the  engine  stops,  you 
can  stop  the  vehicle  by  depressing  the 
brake  pedal.  However,  greater  foot  pres¬ 
sure  on  the  brake  pedal  will  be  required  to 
stop  the  vehicle  and  stopping  distance  will 
be  longer. 

Using  the  brakes 

Avoid  resting  your  foot  on  the  brake  pedal 
while  driving.  This  will  overheat  the  brakes, 
wear  out  the  brake  pads  faster,  and  reduce 
gas  mileage. 

To  help  reduce  brake  wear  and  to  prevent 
the  brakes  from  overheating,  reduce  speed 
and  downshift  to  a  lower  gear  before  going 
down  a  slope  or  long  grade.  Overheated 
brakes  may  reduce  braking  performance 
and  could  result  in  loss  of  vehicle  control. 


A  WARNING 

-  While  driving  on  a  slippery  surface,  be 
careful  when  braking,  accelerating  or 
downshifting.  Abrupt  braking  or  ac¬ 
celerating  could  cause  the  wheels  to 
skid  and  result  in  an  accident. 

-  If  the  engine  is  not  running  or  is 
turned  off  while  driving,  the  power  as¬ 
sist  for  the  brakes  will  not  work.  Brak¬ 
ing  will  be  harder. 

Wet  brakes 

When  the  vehicle  is  washed  or  driven 
through  water,  the  brakes  may  get  wet.  As 
a  result,  your  braking  distance  will  be  lon¬ 
ger  and  the  vehicle  may  pull  to  one  side 
during  braking. 

To  dry  the  brakes,drive  the  vehicle  at  a  safe 
speed  while  lightly  pressing  the  brake 
pedal  to  heat  up  the  brakes.  Do  this  until 
the  brakes  return  to  normal.  Avoid  driving 
the  vehicle  at  high  speeds  until  the  brakes 
function  correctly. 
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Parking  brake  break-in 

Break  in  the  parking  brake  shoes  whenever 
the  stopping  effect  of  the  parking  brake  is 
weakened  or  whenever  the  parking  brake 
shoes  and/or  drums/rotors  are  replaced, 
in  order  to  assure  the  best  braking  perfor- 
nnance. 

This  procedure  is  described  in  the  vehicle 
service  nnanual.  It  is  reconnnnended  that 
you  visit  a  NISSAN  dealer  for  this  service. 

ANTI-LOCK  BRAKING  SYSTEM  (ABS) 


A  WARNING 

-  The  ABS  is  a  sophisticated  device,  but 
it  cannot  prevent  accidents  resulting 
from  careless  or  dangerous  driving 
techniques.  It  can  help  maintain  ve¬ 
hicle  control  during  braking  on  slip¬ 
pery  surfaces.  Remember  that  stop¬ 
ping  distances  on  slippery  surfaces 
will  be  longer  than  on  normal  sur¬ 
faces  even  with  ABS.  Stopping  dis¬ 
tances  may  also  be  longer  on  rough, 
gravel  or  snow  covered  roads,  or  if  you 
are  using  tire  chains.  Always  maintain 
a  safe  distance  from  the  vehicle  in 
front  of  you.  Ultimately,  the  driver  is 
responsible  for  safety. 


-  Tire  type  and  condition  may  also  af¬ 
fect  braking  effectiveness. 

-  When  replacing  tires,  install  the 
specified  size  of  tires  on  all  four 
wheels. 

-  When  installing  a  spare  tire,  make 
sure  that  it  is  the  proper  size  and 
type  as  specified  on  the  Tire  and 
Loading  Information  label.  For  ad¬ 
ditional  information,  refer  to  'Tire 
and  Loading  Information  label"  in 
the  'Technical  and  consumer  infor¬ 
mation"  section  of  this  manual. 

-  For  additional  information,  refer  to 
"Wheels  and  tires"  in  the  "Do-it- 
yourself"  section  of  this  manual. 

The  ABS  controls  the  brakes  so  the  wheels 
do  not  lock  during  hard  braking  or  when 
braking  on  slippery  surfaces.  The  systenn 
detects  the  rotation  speed  at  each  wheel 
and  varies  the  brake  fluid  pressure  to  pre¬ 
vent  each  wheel  fronn  locking  and  sliding. 
By  preventing  each  wheel  fronn  locking,  the 
systenn  helps  the  driver  nnaintain  steering 
control  and  helps  to  nnininnize  swerving 
and  spinning  on  slippery  surfaces. 
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Using  the  systenn 

Depress  the  brake  pedal  and  hold  it  down. 
Depress  the  brake  pedal  with  firm  steady 
pressure,  but  do  not  pump  the  brakes.  The 
Anti-lock  Braking  System  will  operate  to 
prevent  the  wheels  from  locking  up.  Steer 
the  vehicle  to  avoid  obstacles. 


A  WARNING 

Do  not  pump  the  brake  pedal.  Doing  so 
may  result  in  increased  stopping 
distances. 

Self-test  feature 

The  Anti-lock  Braking  System  (ABS)  includes 
electronic  sensors,  electric  pumps,  hydraulic 
solenoids  and  a  computer.  The  computer 
has  a  built-in  diagnostic  feature  that  tests 
the  system  each  time  you  start  the  hybrid 
system  and  move  the  vehicle  at  a  low  speed 
in  forward  or  reverse.  When  the  self-test  oc¬ 
curs,  you  may  hear  a  "clunk"  noise  and/or  feel 
a  pulsation  in  the  brake  pedal.  This  is  normal 
and  does  not  indicate  a  malfunction.  If  the 
computer  senses  a  malfunction,  it  switches 
the  ABS  off  and  illuminates  the  ABS  warning 
light  on  the  instrument  panel.  The  brake  sys¬ 
tem  then  operates  normally,  but  without 
anti-lock  assistance. 
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VEHICLE  DYNAMIC  CONTROL  (VDC) 
SYSTEM 


If  the  ABS  warning  light  illunninates  during 
the  self-test  or  while  driving,  have  the  ve¬ 
hicle  checked.  It  is  recomnnended  that  you 
visit  a  NISSAN  dealer  for  this  service. 

Normal  operation 

The  Anti-lock  Braking  Systenn  (ABS)  oper¬ 
ates  at  speeds  above  3-6  mph  (5  - 
10  knn/h).  The  speed  varies  according  to 
road  conditions. 

When  the  ABS  senses  that  one  or  nnore 
wheels  are  close  to  locking  up,  the  actuator 
rapidly  applies  and  releases  hydraulic  pres¬ 
sure.  This  action  is  similar  to  pumping  the 
brakes  very  quickly.  You  may  feel  a  pulsa¬ 
tion  in  the  brake  pedal  and  hear  a  noise 
from  under  the  hood  or  feel  a  vibration 
from  the  actuator  when  it  is  operating.  This 
is  normal  and  indicates  that  the  ABS  is  op¬ 
erating  properly.  However,  the  pulsation 
may  indicate  that  road  conditions  are  haz¬ 
ardous  and  extra  care  is  required  while 
driving. 

BRAKE  ASSIST 

When  the  force  applied  to  the  brake  pedal 
exceeds  a  certain  level,  the  Brake  Assist  is 
activated  generating  greater  braking  force 
than  a  conventional  brake  booster  even 
with  light  pedal  force. 
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A  WARNING 

The  Brake  Assist  is  only  an  aid  to  assist 
braking  operation  and  is  not  a  collision 
warning  or  avoidance  device.  It  is  the 
driver's  responsibility  to  stay  alert,  drive 
safely  and  be  in  control  of  the  vehicle  at 
all  times. 


OEi^ER  eP^iROCESS 


The  VDC  system  uses  various  sensors  to 
monitor  driver  inputs  and  vehicle  motion. 
Under  certain  driving  conditions,  the  VDC 
system  helps  to  perform  the  following 
functions: 

■  Controls  brake  pressure  to  reduce 
wheel  slip  on  one  slipping  drive  wheel 
so  power  is  transferred  to  a  non¬ 
slipping  drive  wheel  on  the  same  axle. 

■  Controls  brake  pressure  and  engine 
output  to  reduce  drive  wheel  slip  based 
on  vehicle  speed  (traction  control  func¬ 
tion). 

■  Controls  brake  pressure  at  individual 
wheels  and  engine  output  to  help  the 
driver  maintain  control  of  the  vehicle  in 
the  following  conditions: 

-  Understeer  (vehicle  tends  to  not  fol¬ 
low  the  steered  path  despite  in¬ 
creased  steering  input) 

-  Oversteer  (vehicle  tends  to  spin  due 
to  certain  road  or  driving  conditions) 

The  VDC  system  can  help  the  driver  to 
maintain  control  of  the  vehicle,  but  it  can¬ 
not  prevent  loss  of  vehicle  control  in  all  driv¬ 
ing  situations. 


When  the  VDC  system  operates,  the 
indicator  light  in  the  instrument  panel 
flashes  so  note  the  following: 

■  The  road  may  be  slippery  or  the  system 
may  determine  some  action  is  required 
to  help  keep  the  vehicle  on  the  steered 
path. 

■  You  may  feel  a  pulsation  in  the  brake 
pedal  and  hear  a  noise  or  vibration  from 
underthe  hood. This  is  normal  and  indi¬ 
cates  that  the  VDC  system  is  working 
properly. 

■  Adjust  your  speed  and  driving  to  the 
road  conditions. 

For  additional  information,  refer  to  "Slip  in¬ 
dicator  light"  and  "Vehicle  Dynamic  Control 
(VDC)  OFF  indicator  light"  in  the  "Instru¬ 
ments  and  controls"  section  of  this  manual. 

If  a  malfunction  occurs  in  the  system, 
the  indicator  light  comes  on  in  the 
instrument  panel.  The  VDC  system  auto¬ 
matically  turns  off  when  these  indicator 
lights  are  on. 

The  VDC  OFF  switch  is  used  to  turn  off  the 
VDC  system.  The  ^  indicator  light  and 
the  AEB  system  warning  light  or  AEB  with 


Pedestrian  Detection  system  warning  light 
illuminates  to  indicate  the  VDC  system  is 
off. 

When  the  VDC  OFF  switch  is  used  to  turn  off 
the  system,  the  VDC  system  still  operates 
to  prevent  one  drive  wheel  from  slipping  by 
transferring  power  to  a  non-slipping  drive 
wheel.  The  "  indicator  light  flashes  if 
this  occurs.  All  other  VDC  functions  are  off 
and  the  indicator  light  will  not  flash. 
The  VDC  system  is  automatically  reset  to 
on  when  the  ignition  switch  is  placed  in  the 
OFF  position  then  back  to  the  ON  position. 

The  computer  has  a  built-in  diagnostic  fea¬ 
ture  that  tests  the  system  each  time  you 
start  the  hybrid  system  and  move  the  ve¬ 
hicle  forward  or  in  reverse  at  a  slow  speed. 
When  the  self-test  occurs,  you  may  hear  a 
clunk  noise  and/or  feel  a  pulsation  in  the 
brake  pedal.  This  is  normal  and  is  not  an 
indication  of  a  malfunction. 
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A  WARNING 

-  The  VDC  system  is  designed  to  help 
the  driver  maintain  stability  but  does 
not  prevent  accidents  due  to  abrupt 
steering  operation  at  high  speeds  or 
by  careless  or  dangerous  driving 
techniques.  Reduce  vehicle  speed  and 
be  especially  careful  when  driving  and 
cornering  on  slippery  surfaces  and  al¬ 
ways  drive  carefully. 

-  Do  not  modify  the  vehicle's  suspen¬ 
sion.  If  suspension  parts  such  as 
shock  absorbers,  struts,  springs,  sta¬ 
bilizer  bars,  bushings  and  wheels  are 
not  NISSAN  recommended  for  your 
vehicle  or  are  extremely  deteriorated, 
the  VDC  system  may  not  operate 
properly.

BRAKE  FORCE  DISTRIBUTION 

During  braking  while  driving  through  turns, 
the  systenn  optinnizes  the  distribution  of 
force  to  each  of  the  four  wheels  depending 
on  the  radius  of  the  turn. 


A  WARNING 

-  The  VDC  system  is  designed  to  help 
the  driver  maintain  stability  but  does 
not  prevent  accidents  due  to  abrupt 
steering  operation  at  high  speeds  or 
by  careless  or  dangerous  driving 
techniques.  Reduce  vehicle  speed  and 
be  especially  careful  when  driving  and 
cornering  on  slippery  surfaces  and  al¬ 
ways  drive  carefully. 

-  Do  not  modify  the  vehicle's  suspen¬ 
sion.  If  suspension  parts  such  as 
shock  absorbers,  struts,  springs,  sta¬ 
bilizer  bars,  bushings  and  wheels  are 
not  NISSAN  recommended  for  your 
vehicle  or  are  extremely  deteriorated, 
the  VDC  system  may  not  operate 
properly.

INTELLIGENT  TRACE  CONTROL 
(l-TC) 

This  systenn  senses  driving  based  on  the 
driver's  steering  and  acceleration/braking 
patterns,  and  controls  brake  pressure  at 
individual  wheels  to  aid  tracing  at  corners 
and  help  snnooth  vehicle  response. 

The  l-TC  can  be  set  to  on  (enabled)  or  off 
(disabled)  through  the  vehicle  infornnation 
display  "Settings"  page.  For  additional  infor¬ 
nnation,  refer  to  "Vehicle  infornnation  dis¬ 
play"  in  the  "Instruments  and  controls"  sec¬ 
tion  of  this  manual. 

When  the  Vehicle  Dynamic  Control  (VDC)

When  the  l-TC  is  operated  and  the  "Chassis 
Control"  nnode  is  selected  in  the  vehicle  in- 
fornnation  display,  the  l-TC  graphics  are 
shown  in  the  vehicle  infornnation  display.

tion  display.  For  additional  infornnation,  re¬ 
fer  to  "Vehicle  infornnation  display"  in  the 
"Instrunnents  and  controls"  section  of  this 
nnanual. 

If  the  "Chassis  Control  Systenn  Error:  See 
Owner's  Manual"  warning  nnessage  ap¬ 
pears  in  the  vehicle  infornnation  display,  it 
nnay  indicate  that  the  l-EB  is  not  function¬ 
ing  properly.  Have  the  systenn  checked  as 
soon  as  possible.  It  is  recommended  that 
you  visit  a  NISSAN  dealer  for  this  service. 


A  WARNING 

The  l-EB  may  not  be  effective  depend¬ 
ing  on  the  driving  condition.  Always 
drive  carefully  and  attentively. 

When  the  l-EB  is  operating,  the  needle  of 
the  tachometer  will  rise  up  and  you  may 
hear  an  engine  noise.  This  is  normal  and 
indicates  that  the  l-EB  is  operating  prop¬ 
erly. 
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ACTIVE  RIDE  CONTROL  (ARC) 

This  system  senses  upper  body  motion 
(based  on  wheel  speed  information)  and 
controls  engine  torque  and  four  wheel 
brake  pressure.  This  will  enhance  ride  com¬ 
fort  in  effort  to  restrain  uncomfortable  up¬ 
per  body  movement  when  passing  over 
undulated  road  surfaces.  This  system 
comes  into  effect  above  25  mph  (40  km/h). 

When  the  Vehicle  Dynamic  Control  (VDC) 
OFF  switch  is  used  to  turn  off  the  VDC  sys¬ 
tem,  the  ARC  is  also  turned  off. 
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HILL  START  ASSIST  SYSTEM 


When  brake  control  of  ARC  is  operated  and 
the  "Chassis  Control"  nnode  is  selected  in 
the  vehicle  infornnation  display,  the  ARC 
graphics  are  shown  in  the  vehicle  infornna¬ 
tion  display.  For  additional  infornnation,  re¬ 
fer  to  "Vehicle  infornnation  display"  in  the 
"Instrunnents  and  controls"  section  of  this 
nnanual. 

If  the  "Chassis  Control  Systenn  Error:  See 
Owner's  Manual"  warning  nnessage  ap¬ 
pears  in  the  vehicle  infornnation  display,  it 
nnay  indicate  that  the  ARC  is  not  function¬ 
ing  properly.  Have  the  systenn  checked  as 
soon  as  possible.  It  is  reconnnnended  that 
you  visit  a  NISSAN  dealer  for  this  service. 
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When  the  ARC  is  operating,  you  nnay  hear 
noise  and  sense  slight  deceleration.  This  is 
nornnal  and  indicates  that  the  ARC  is  oper¬ 
ating  properly. 
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A  WARNING 

-  Never  rely  solely  on  the  hill  start  assist 
system  to  prevent  the  vehicle  from 
moving  backward  on  a  hill.  Always 
drive  carefully  and  attentively.  De¬ 
press  the  brake  pedal  when  the  ve¬ 
hicle  is  stopped  on  a  steep  hill.  Be  es¬ 
pecially  careful  when  stopped  on  a  hill 
on  frozen  or  muddy  roads.  Failure  to 
prevent  the  vehicle  from  rolling  back¬ 
wards  may  result  in  a  loss  of  control  of 
the  vehicle  and  possible  serious  injury 
or  death. 


REAR  SONAR  SYSTEM  (RSS)  (if  SO 

equipped) 


-  The  hill  start  assist  system  is  not  de¬ 
signed  to  hold  the  vehicle  at  a  stand¬ 
still  on  a  hill.  Depress  the  brake  pedal 
when  the  vehicle  is  stopped  on  a 
steep  hill.  Failure  to  do  so  may  cause 
the  vehicle  to  roll  backwards  and  may 
result  in  a  collision  or  serious  personal 
injury. 

■  The  hill  start  assist  may  not  prevent 
the  vehicle  from  rolling  backwards  on 
a  hill  under  all  load  or  road  conditions. 
Always  be  prepared  to  depress  the 
brake  pedal  to  prevent  the  vehicle 
from  rolling  backwards.  Failure  to  do 
so  may  result  in  a  collision  or  serious 
personal  injury. 

When  the  vehicle  is  stopped  on  a  hill,  the  hill 
start  assist  systenn  autonnatically  keeps 
the  brakes  applied.  This  helps  prevent  the 
vehicle  fronn  rolling  backward  in  the  tinne  it 
takes  the  driver  to  release  the  brake  pedal 
and  apply  the  accelerator. 

Hill  start  assist  will  operate  autonnatically 
under  the  following  conditions: 

■  The  shift  lever  is  nnoved  to  a  forward  or 
reverse  gear. 

■  The  vehicle  is  stopped  completely  on  a 
hill  by  applying  the  brake. 


The  maximum  holding  time  is  2  seconds. 
After  2  seconds  the  vehicle  will  begin  to  roll 
back  and  hill  start  assist  will  stop  operating 
completely. 

Hill  start  assist  will  not  operate  when  the 
shift  lever  is  moved  to  N  (Neutral)  or  P  (Park) 
or  on  a  flat  and  level  road. 
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The  RSS  sounds  a  tone  to  inform  the  driver 
of  obstacles  near  the  bumper. 

When  the  "DISPLAY"  key  is  on,  the  sonar 
view  will  automatically  appear  in  the 
touch-screen  display.  An  additional  view  of 
the  sonar  status  will  appear  in  the  vehicle 
information  display  for  reference. 
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A  WARNING 

-  The  RSS  is  a  convenience  but  it  is  not  a 
substitute  for  proper  parking. 

-  The  driver  is  always  responsible  for 
safety  during  parking  and  other  ma¬ 
neuvers.  Always  look  around  and 
check  that  it  is  safe  to  do  so  before 
parking. 

-  Read  and  understand  the  limitations 
of  the  RSS  as  contained  in  this  section. 
The  colors  of  the  corner  sonar  indica¬ 
tor  and  the  distance  guide  lines  in  the 
rear  view  indicate  different  distances 
to  the  object. 

-  Inclement  weather  or  ultrasonic 
sources  such  as  an  automatic  car 
wash,  a  truck's  compressed-air 
brakes  or  a  pneumatic  drill  may  affect 
the  function  of  the  system;  this  may 
include  reduced  performance  or  a 
false  activation. 

-  This  function  is  designed  as  an  aid  to 
the  driver  in  detecting  large  station¬ 
ary  objects  to  help  avoid  damaging 
the  vehicle. 


-  The  system  is  not  designed  to  prevent 
contact  with  small  or  moving  objects.

If  your  vehicle  sustains  dannage  to  the 
bunnper  fascia,  leaving  it  nnisaligned  or 
bent,  the  sensing  zone  nnay  be  altered 
causing  inaccurate  nneasurennent  of  ob¬ 
stacles  or  false  alarnns. 


A  CAUTION 

-  Excessive  noise  (such  as  audio  system 
volume  or  an  open  vehicle  window) 
will  interfere  with  the  tone  and  it  may 
not  be  heard. 


-  Keep  the  sonar  sensors  (located  on 
the  bumper  fascia)  free  from  snow,  ice 
and  large  accumulations  of  dirt.  Do 
not  clean  the  sensors  with  sharp  ob¬ 
jects.  If  the  sensors  are  covered,  the 
accuracy  of  the  sonar  function  will  be 
diminished. 


SYSTEM  OPERATION 

The  systenn  infornns  with  a  visual  and  au¬ 
dible  alert  of  rear  obstacles  when  the  shift 
lever  is  in  the  R  (Reverse)  position.

The  systenn  is  deactivated  at  speeds  above 
6  nnph  (10  knn/h).  It  is  reactivated  at  lower 
speeds. 
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The  intermittent  tone  will  stop  after  3  sec¬ 
onds  when  an  obstacle  is  detected  by  only 
the  corner  sensor  and  the  distance  does 
not  change.  The  tone  will  stop  when  the 
obstacle  gets  away  from  the  vehicle. 

When  the  object  is  detected,  the  indicator 
(green)  appears  and  blinks  and  the  tone 
sounds  intermittently.

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HOW  TO  ENABLE/DISABLE  THE 
SONAR  SYSTEM 

The  system  is  automatically  activated 
when  the  ignition  is  in  the  ON  position  and 
the  shift  lever  is  in  the  R  (Reverse)  position. 

Perform  the  following  steps  to  enable  or 
disable  the  sonar  system: 

1.  Press  the  button  until  "Settings" 

displays  in  the  vehicle  information  dis¬ 
play.  Use  the  T  button  to  select 
"Driver  Assistance."  Then  press  the  OK 
button. 

2.  Select  "Parking  Aids"  and  press  the  OK 
button.

-  Read  and  understand  the  limitations 
of  the  sonar  system  as  contained  in 
this  section.  Inclement  weather  may 
affect  the  function  of  the  sonar  sys¬ 
tem;  this  may  include  reduced  perfor¬ 
mance  or  a  false  activation. 

-  The  system  is  deactivated  at  speeds 
above  6  mph  (10  km/h).  It  is  reacti¬ 
vated  at  lower  speeds. 

-  Inclement  weather  or  ultrasonic 
sources  such  as  an  automatic  car 
wash,  a  truck's  compressed-air 
brakes  or  a  pneumatic  drill  may  affect 
the  function  of  the  system;  this  may 
include  reduced  performance  or  a 
false  activation. 


-  The  system  is  not  designed  to  prevent 
contact  with  small  or  moving  objects. 
Always  move  slowly.  The  system  will 
not  detect  small  objects  below  the 
bumper  or  on  the  ground. 

■  The  system  may  not  detect  the  fol¬ 
lowing  objects:  fluffy  objects  such  as 
snow,  cloth,  cotton,  glass-wool,  etc.;

SYSTEM  TEMPORARILY 
UNAVAILABLE 

When  sonar  blockage  is  detected,  the  sys- 
tenn  will  be  deactivated  autonnatically. 

The  systenn  is  not  available  until  the  condi¬ 
tions  no  longer  exist. 

The  sonar  sensors  nnay  be  blocked  by  tenn- 
porary  ambient  conditions  such  as  splash¬ 
ing  water,  mist  or  fog.  The  blocked  condi¬ 
tion  may  also  be  caused  by  objects  such  as 
ice,  frost  or  dirt  obstructing  the  sonar  sen¬ 
sors. 
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Action  to  take: 

When  the  above  conditions  no  longer  exist, 
the  system  will  resume  automatically. 
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COLD  WEATHER  DRIVING 


The  sonar  sensors  (T)  are  located  on  the 
rear  bunnper.  Always  keep  the  area  near 
the  sonar  sensors  clean. 


The  sonar  sensors  nnay  be  blocked  bytenn- 
porary  ambient  conditions  such  as  splash¬ 
ing  water,  mist  or  fog. 

The  blocked  condition  may  also  be  caused 
by  objects  such  as  ice,  frost  or  dirt  ob¬ 
structing  the  sonar  sensors. 

Check  for  and  remove  objects  obstructing 
the  area  around  the  sonar  sensors. 


Do  not  attach  stickers  (including  transpar¬ 
ent  material),  install  accessories  or  apply 
additional  paint  near  the  sonar  sensors. 

Do  not  strike  or  damage  the  area  around 
the  sonar  sensors.  It  is  recommended  that 
you  visit  a  NISSAN  dealer  if  the  area  around 
the  sonar  sensors  is  damaged  due  to  a 
collision. 


FREEING  A  FROZEN  DOOR  LOCK 

To  prevent  a  door  lock  from  freezing,  apply 
de-icer  through  the  key  hole.  If  the  lock 
becomes  frozen,  heat  the  key  before  in¬ 
serting  it  into  the  key  hole,  or  use  the 
NISSAN  Intelligent  Key®. 

ANTIFREEZE 

In  the  winter  when  it  is  anticipated  that  the 
temperature  will  drop  below  32°F  (0°C), 
check  the  antifreeze  to  assure  proper  win¬ 
ter  protection.  For  additional  information, 
refer  to  "Engine  cooling  system"  in  the  "Do- 
it-yourself"  section  of  this  manual. 

12-VOLT  BATTERY 

If  the  12-volt  battery  is  not  fully  charged 
during  extremely  cold  weather  conditions, 
the  battery  fluid  may  freeze  and  damage 
the  battery.  To  maintain  maximum  effi¬ 
ciency,  the  12-volt  battery  should  be 
checked  regularly.  For  additional  informa¬ 
tion,  refer  to  "12-volt  battery"  in  the  "Do-it- 
yourself"  section  of  this  manual. 
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DRAINING  OF  COOLANT  WATER 

If  the  vehicle  is  to  be  left  outside  without 
antifreeze,  drain  the  cooling  systenn,  includ¬ 
ing  the  engine  block.  Refill  before  operating 
the  vehicle.  For  additional  infornnation,  refer 
to  "Changing  engine  coolant"  in  the  "Do-it- 
yourself"  section  of  this  nnanual. 

TIRE  EQUIPMENT 

1.  SUMMER  tires  have  a  tread  designed  to 
provide  superior  perfornnance  on  dry 
pavennent.  However,  the  perfornnance 
of  these  tires  will  be  substantially  re¬ 
duced  in  snowy  and  icy  conditions.  If 
you  operate  your  vehicle  on  snowy  or 
icy  roads,  NISSAN  reconnnnends  the  use 
of  MUD  &  SNOW  or  ALL  SEASON  TIRES 
on  all  four  wheels.  It  is  reconnnnended 
thatyou  visit  a  NISSAN  dealerforthe  tire 
type,  size,  speed  rating  and  availability 
infornnation. 

2.  For  additional  traction  on  icy  roads, 
studded  tires  nnay  be  used.  However, 
sonne  U.S.  states  and  Canadian  prov¬ 
inces  prohibit  their  use.  Check  local, 
state  and  provincial  laws  before  install¬ 
ing  studded  tires. 


Skid  and  traction  capabilities  of  studded 
snow  tires  on  wet  or  dry  surfaces  may  be 
poorer  than  that  of  non-studded  snow 
tires. 

3.  Tire  chains  nnay  be  used.  For  additional 
infornnation,  refer  to  "Tire  chains"  in  the 
"Do-it-yourself"  section  of  this  nnanual. 

SPECIAL  WINTER  EQUIPMENT 

It  is  reconnnnended  that  the  following  itenns 
be  carried  in  the  vehicle  during  winter: 

■  A  scraper  and  stiff-bristled  brush  to  re- 
nnove  ice  and  snow  fronn  the  windows 
and  wiper  blades. 

■  A  sturdy,  flat  board  to  be  placed  under 
the  jack  to  give  it  firnn  support. 

■  A  shovel  to  dig  the  vehicle  out  of  snow¬ 
drifts. 


■  Extra  washer  fluid  to  refill  the 
windshield-washer  fluid  reservoir. 

DRIVING  ON  SNOW  OR  ICE 

A  WARNING 

■  Wet  ice  (32°F,  O^C  and  freezing  rain), 
very  cold  snow  or  ice  can  be  slick  and 
very  hard  to  drive  on.  The  vehicle  will 
have  much  less  traction  or  "grip"  un- 
dertheseconditions.Tryto  avoid  driv¬ 
ing  on  wet  ice  until  the  road  is  salted 
or  sanded. 

-  Whatever  the  condition,  drive  with 
caution.  Accelerate  and  slow  down 
with  care.  If  accelerating  or  down¬ 
shifting  too  fast,  the  drive  wheels  will 
lose  even  more  traction. 

-  Allow  more  stopping  distance  under 
these  conditions.  Braking  should  be 
started  sooner  than  on  dry  pavement. 

-  Allow  greater  following  distances  on 
slippery  roads. 
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-  Watch  for  slippery  spots  (glare  ice).i 
These  may  appear  on  an  otherwise 
clear  road  in  shaded  areas.  If  a  patch 
of  ice  is  seen  ahead,  brake  before 
reaching  it.  Try  not  to  brake  while  on 
the  ice,  and  avoid  any  sudden  steering 
maneuvers. 

-  Do  not  use  the  cruise  control  on  slip¬ 
pery  roads. 

-  Snow  can  trap  dangerous  exhaust 
gases  under  your  vehicle.  Keep  snow 
clear  of  the  exhaust  pipe  and  from 
around  your  vehicle.

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HAZARD  WARNING  FLASHER  SWITCH 


Push  the  switch  on  to  warn  other  drivers 
when  you  nnust  stop  or  park  under  enner- 
gency  conditions.

OFF 

To  shut  off  the  hybrid  systenn  in  an  enner- 
gency  situation  while  driving,  perfornn  the 
following  procedure: 

-  Rapidly  push  the  push-button  ignition 
switch  three  consecutive  tinnes  in  less 
than  1.5  seconds,  or 

-  Push  and  hold  the  push-button  ignition 
switch  for  nnore  than  2  seconds. 


FLAT  TIRE 


TIRE  PRESSURE  MONITORING 
SYSTEM  (TPMS) 

This  vehicle  is  equipped  with  Tire  Pressure 
Monitoring  Systenn  (TPMS).  It  nnonitors  tire 
pressure  of  all  tires  except  the  spare.  When 
the  lowtire  pressure  warning  light  is  lit,  and 
the  "Tire  Pressure  Low  -  Add  Air"  warning 
appears  in  the  vehicle  infornnation  display, 
one  or  nnore  of  your  tires  is  significantly 
under-inflated.  If  equipped,  the  systenn  also 
displays  pressure  of  all  tires  (except  the 
spare  tire)  on  the  display  screen  by  sending 
a  signal  fronn  a  sensor  that  is  installed  in 
each  wheel.  If  the  vehicle  is  being  driven 
with  low  tire  pressure,  the  TPMS  will  acti¬ 
vate  and  warn  you  of  it  by  the  low  tire  pres¬ 
sure  warning  light.  This  systenn  will  activate 
only  when  the  vehicle  is  driven  at  speeds 
above  16  nnph  (25  knn/h).  For  additional  in¬ 
fornnation,  refer  to  "Warning  lights,  indicator 
lights  and  audible  renninders"  in  "Instru- 
nnents  and  controls"  section  and  the  "Tire 
Pressure  Monitoring  Systenn  (TPMS)"  in  the 
"Starting  and  driving"  sections  of  this 
nnanual. 


A  WARNING 

-  Radio  waves  could  adversely  affect 
electric  medical  equipment.  Those 
who  use  a  pacemaker  should  contact 
the  electric  medical  equipment 
manufacturer  for  the  possible  influ¬ 
ences  before  use. 

-  If  the  low  tire  pressure  warning  light 
illuminates  while  driving,  avoid  sud¬ 
den  steering  maneuvers  or  abrupt 
braking,  reduce  vehicle  speed,  pull  off 
the  road  to  a  safe  location  and  stop 
the  vehicle  as  soon  as  possible.  Driv¬ 
ing  with  under-inflated  tires  may  per¬ 
manently  damage  the  tires  and  in¬ 
crease  the  likelihood  of  tire  failure. 
Serious  vehicle  damage  could  occur 
and  may  lead  to  an  accident  and  could 
result  in  serious  personal  injury. 
Check  the  tire  pressure  for  all  four 
tires.  Adjust  the  tire  pressure  to  the 
recommended  COLD  tire  pressure 
shown  on  the  Tire  and  Loading  Infor¬ 
mation  label  to  turn  the  low  tire  pres¬ 
sure  warning  light  OFF.  If  the  light  still 
illuminates  while  driving  after  adjust¬ 
ing  the  tire  pressure,  a  tire  may  be  flat 
or  the  TP/v\S  may  be  malfunctioning.  If 
you  have  a  flat  tire,  replace  it  with  a 
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sparetireassoon  as  possible.  If  no  tire 
is  flat  and  all  tires  are  properly  in¬ 
flated,  have  the  vehicle  checked.  It  is 
recommended  that  you  visit  a  NISSAN 
dealer  for  this  service. 

-  When  replacing  a  wheel  without  TP/v\S 
such  as  the  spare  tire,  TP/v\S  will  not 
function  and  the  low  tire  pressure 
warning  light  will  flash  for  approxi¬ 
mately  1  minute.  The  light  will  remain 
on  after  1  minute.  Have  your  tires  re¬ 
placed  and/or  TP/v\S  system  reset  as 
soon  as  possible.  It  is  recommended 
that  you  visit  a  NISSAN  dealer  for 
these  services. 

-  Replacing  tires  with  those  not  origi¬ 
nally  specified  by  NISSAN  could  affect 
the  proper  operation  of  the  TP/v\S. 

-  Do  not  inject  any  tire  liquid  or  aerosol 
tire  sealant  into  the  tires,  as  this  may 
cause  a  malfunction  of  the  tire  pres¬ 
sure  sensors. 
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CHANGING  A  FLAT  TIRE 


If  you  have  a  flat  tire,  follow  the  instructions 
below: 

Stopping  the  vehicle 

1.  Safely  nnove  the  vehicle  off  the  road  and 
away  fronn  traffic. 

2.  Turn  on  the  hazard  warning  flashers. 

3.  Park  on  a  level  surface  and  apply  the 
parking  brake.  Move  the  shift  lever  to  P 
(Park). 

4.  Turn  off  the  hybrid  systenn. 

5.  Raise  the  hood  to  warn  other  traffic 
and  to  signal  professional  road  assis¬ 
tance  personnel  that  you  need  assis¬ 
tance.

■  Use  only  the  Jack  provided  with  your 
vehicle  to  lift  the  vehicle.  Do  not  use 
the  Jack  provided  with  your  vehicle  on 
other  vehicles.  The  Jack  is  designed 
for  lifting  only  your  vehicle  during  a 
tire  change. 

■  Use  the  correct  jack-up  points.  Never 
use  any  other  part  of  the  vehicle  for 
Jack  support. 

-  Never  Jack  up  the  vehicle  more  than 
necessary. 

-  Never  use  blocks  on  or  under  the  Jack. 

■  Do  not  start  or  run  the  hybrid  system 
while  vehicle  is  on  the  Jack.  It  may 
cause  the  vehicle  to  move.  This  is  es¬ 
pecially  true  for  vehicles  with  limited 
slip  differentials. 


Do  not  allow  passengers  to  stay  in  the 
vehicle  while  it  is  on  the  jack.

hicle  connpletely. 

5.  Securely  store  the  jacking  equipnnent 
in  the  vehicle.  When  storing  the  tool  kit, 
it  is  recommended  to  tighten  the  bag 
securely  with  the  attached  band  to 
prevent  movement  of  the  tools,  other¬ 
wise  noise  may  occur. 

6.  Securely  store  the  flat  tire  in  the  vehicle. 


A  WARNING 

-  Incorrect  wheel  nuts  or  improperly 
tightened  wheel  nuts  can  cause  the 
wheel  to  become  loose  or  come  off. 
This  could  cause  an  accident. 

-  Do  not  use  oil  or  grease  on  the  wheel 
studs  or  nuts.  This  could  cause  the 
nuts  to  become  loose. 

-  Retighten  the  wheel  nuts  when  the 
vehicle  has  been  driven  for  600  miles

Adjust  tire  pressure  to  the  COLD  pres¬ 
sure.

HYBRID  SYSTEM  STOPS  OPERATING 
WHILE  DRIVING 


A  WARNING 

-  If  the  hybrid  system  stops  operating 
while  driving,  the  power  assist  for  the 
brakes  and  steering  will  not  work. 
Braking  and  steering  will  be  harder. 

-  If  the  hybrid  system  stops  operating 
while  driving,  do  not  open  any  door 
until  the  vehicle  comes  to  a  complete 
stop.  Opening  a  door  will  lock  the 
steering  wheel.  This  may  cause  the 
driver  to  lose  control  of  the  vehicle 
and  could  result  in  serious  vehicle 
damage  or  personal  injury. 

The  hybrid  system  may  stop  operating 
while  driving  if  the  high-voltage  battery  be¬ 
comes  discharged,  the  12-volt  battery  be¬ 
comes  discharged  or  the  fuel  tank  is 
empty.  If  the  hybrid  system  stops  operat¬ 
ing  while  driving,  perform  the  following: 

1.  Reduce  your  speed  gradually.  Pull  to  the 
side  of  the  road  to  a  safe  area. 

2.  Turn  on  the  hazard  warning  flashers. 

3.  Set  the  push-button  ignition  switch  at 
OFF,  and  try  to  start  the  hybrid  system. 

4.  If  the  hybrid  system  will  not  start,  refer 
to  the  "If  the  vehicle  does  not  start"  in 
this  section  of  the  manual. 


IF  THE  VEHICLE  DOES  NOT  START 


Before  attempting  to  jump  start  the  ve¬ 
hicle,  make  sure  the  fuel  tank  is  not  empty 
and  the  correct  starting  procedure  is  fol¬ 
lowed.  For  additional  information,  refer  to 
"Starting  the  NISSAN  PURE  DRIVE®  Hybrid 
System"  in  the  "Starting  and  driving"  section 
of  this  manual.  Do  not  drive  the  vehicle  on 
battery  power  only  if  the  fuel  tank  is  empty. 
The  Li-ion  battery  will  become  discharged 
and  the  hybrid  system  will  turn  off. 

CONFIRM  BATTERY  IS 
DISCHARGED 

Confirm  the  battery  is  discharged  by  push¬ 
ing  the  ignition  switch  to  the  ON  position. 
Confirm  the  instrument  cluster  or  head 
lights  come  on  at  the  normal  brightness 
levels  or  that  other  accessories  such  as  the 
audio  system  come  on.  Push  the  ignition 
switch  to  turn  the  hybrid  system  on. 

If  any  of  the  following  conditions  occur,  the 
12-volt  battery  might  discharge: 

■  The  instrument  cluster  and/or  head¬ 
lights  are  not  normal  brightness. 

■  Audio  accessories  cannot  be  turned  on. 

■  The  hybrid  system  does  not  become 
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■  The  ignition  switch  cannot  be  placed  in 
the  ON  position. 

Check  the  following  if  you  notice  any  of  the 
above  conditions: 

1.  Checkthat  the  12-volt  battery  terminals 
are  tight  and  clean.  For  additional  infor¬ 
mation,  refer  to  "12-volt  battery"  in  the 
"Do-it-yourself"  section  of  this  manual.  If 
the  12-volt  battery  terminals  are  loose, 
it  is  recommended  that  you  visit  a 
NISSAN  dealer. 

2.  If  the  12-volt  battery  terminals  are  tight 
and  clean,  try  to  jump  start  the  vehicle. 
For  additional  information,  refer  to 
"Jump  starting"  in  this  section. 

EMERGENCY  START 

When  the  hybrid  system  cannot  be  started, 
the  following  procedure  can  be  used  if  the 
hybrid  system  and  push-button  ignition 
switch  function  normally: 

1.  Put  the  transmission  in  P  (Park)  posi¬ 
tion. 

2.  Push  the  ignition  switch  to  the  ON  po¬ 
sition. 

3.  Depress  the  brake  pedal. 
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JUMP  STARTING 


4.  Push  and  hold  the  ignition  switch  for 
about  90  seconds.  Even  if  the  hybrid 
systenn  starts  using  this  procedure,  the 
systenn  nnay  be  nnalfunctioning.  Do  not 
continue  to  use  this  ennergency  proce¬ 
dure  to  start  the  systenn.  Have  the  ve¬ 
hicle  checked.  It  is  reconnnnended  that 
you  visit  a  NISSAN  dealer  for  this  ser¬ 
vice. 

If  the  hybrid  system  still  does  not  start,  it  is 
recommended  that  you  visit  a  NISSAN 
dealer  for  this  service. 
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Jump  starting  provides  power  to  the 
12-volt  system  to  allow  the  electrical  sys¬ 
tems  to  operate.  The  electrical  systems 
must  be  operating  to  allow  the  Li-ion  bat¬ 
tery  to  be  charged.  Jump  starting  does  not 
charge  the  Li-ion  battery. 

To  start  the  hybrid  system  with  a  booster 
battery,  the  instructions  and  precautions 
below  must  be  followed. 


A  WARNING 

-  The  engine  may  start  at  any  time 
without  warning  when  the  ignition  is 
on  and  the  hybrid  system  is  in  the 
READY  mode.  When  jump  starting 
keep  your  hands,  clothing,  hair  and 
tools  away  from  fans,  belts  and  any 
other  parts  that  can  move  to  avoid 
personal  injury. 

■  If  done  incorrectly.  Jump  starting  can 
lead  to  a  12-volt  battery  explosion,  re¬ 
sulting  in  severe  injury  or  death.  It 
could  also  damage  your  vehicle. 

-  Explosive  hydrogen  gas  is  always 
present  in  the  vicinity  of  the  battery. 
Keep  all  sparks  and  flames  away  from 
the  battery.  /v\ake  sure  that  the  vent 
tube  is  mounted. 
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-  Do  not  allow  battery  fluid  to  come  into 
contact  with  eyes,  skin,  clothing  or 
painted  surfaces.  Battery  fluid  is  a 
corrosive  sulfuric  acid  solution  which 
can  cause  severe  burns.  If  the  fluid 
should  come  into  contact  with  any¬ 
thing,  immediately  flush  the  con¬ 
tacted  area  with  water. 

■  Keep  12-volt  battery  out  of  the  reach 
of  children. 

■  The  booster  battery  must  be  rated  at 
12  volts.  Use  of  an  improperly  rated 
battery  can  damage  your  vehicle. 

-  Whenever  working  on  or  near  a  bat¬ 
tery,  always  wear  suitable  eye  protec¬ 
tors  (for  example,  goggles  or  indus¬ 
trial  safety  spectacles)  and  remove 
rings,  metal  bands,  or  any  other  Jew¬ 
elry.  Do  not  lean  over  the  battery 
when  Jump  starting. 

-  Do  not  attempt  to  Jump  start  a  frozen 
battery.  It  could  explode  and  cause 
serious  injury. 

-  Your  vehicle  has  an  automatic  engine 
cooling  fan.  It  could  come  on  at  any 
time.  Keep  hands  and  other  objects 
away  from  it. 


-  Always  follow  the  instructions  below. 
Failure  to  do  so  could  result  in  dam¬ 
age  to  the  charging  system  and  cause 
personal  injury. 


A  CAUTION 

Do  not  attempt  to  Jump  start  a  hybrid 
vehicle  as  a  booster  vehicle. 


Locate  the  fusible  link  box  behind  the 
engine  air  cleaner. 

2.  Push  the  tab  in  and  lift  up  ®  to  rennove 
the  lid  and  expose  the  rennote  positive 
battery  ternnina I  (§). 

3.  If  the  booster  battery  is  in  another  ve¬ 
hicle  position  the  two  vehicles  to  bring 
their  batteries  near  each  other. 


Apply  the  parking  brake.  Move  the  shift 
lever  to  P  (Park).  Switch  off  all  unneces¬ 
sary  electrical  systems  (lights,  heater, 
air  conditioner,  etc.). 

5.  Connect  jumper  cables  in  the  se¬ 
quence  illustrated  ((§),  ©,  ©). 


Do  not  allow  the  two  vehicles  to 
touch. 
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A  CAUTION 

■  Always  connect  positive  (+)  to  posi¬ 
tive  (+)  and  negative  (-)  to  body 
ground  (for  example,  strut  mounting 
bolt,  engine  lift  bracket,  etc.)  —  not  to 
the  battery. 

-  /v\ake  sure  the  jumper  cables  do  not 
touch  moving  parts  in  the  engine 
compartment  and  that  the  cable 
clamps  do  not  contact  any  other 
metal. 

■  Do  not  keep  the  starter  motor  en¬ 
gaged  for  more  than  10  seconds.  If  the 
engine  does  not  start  right  away, 
place  the  ignition  switch  in  the  OFF 
position  and  wait  10  seconds. 

6.  Start  the  engine  of  the  booster  vehicle 
and  let  it  run  for  a  few  nninutes. 

7  Hold  down  the  brake  pedal  and  press 
the  START  button.  The  vehicle  instru- 
nnents  and  gauges  will  light  up,  and  the 
green  "READY"  light  will  conne  ON.  For 
additional  infornnation,  refer  to  "Warn¬ 
ing  lights,  indicator  lights  and  audible 
renninders"  in  the  "Instrunnent  and  con¬ 
trols"  section  of  this  nnanual. 


A  CAUTION 

If  the  green  READY  light  does  not  come 
on,  press  the  START  button  to  turn  the 
hybrid  system  OFF.  Carefully  discon¬ 
nect  the  negative  cable  then  the  posi¬ 
tive  cable.  Have  vehicle  taken  to  dealer¬ 
ship  for  repair. 

8.  After  the  green  READY  light  in  the  nne- 
ter  display  connes  on,  carefully  discon¬ 
nect  the  negative  cable  and  then  the 
positive  cable. 
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A  CAUTION 

-  Continuously  Variable  Transmission 
(CVT)  models  cannot  be  push-started 
or  tow-started.  Attempting  to  do  so 
may  cause  transmission  damage. 

-  Do  not  push  start  this  vehicle.  The 
three-way  catalyst  may  be  damaged. 
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IF  YOUR  VEHICLE  OVERHEATS 


A  WARNING 

-  Do  not  continue  to  drive  if  your  vehicle 
overheats.  Doing  so  could  cause  en¬ 
gine  damage  or  a  vehicle  fire. 

-  To  avoid  the  danger  of  being  scalded, 
never  remove  the  radiator  or  coolant 
reservoir  cap  while  the  engine  is  still 
hot.  When  the  radiator  or  coolant  res¬ 
ervoir  cap  is  removed,  pressurized  hot 
water  will  spurt  out,  possibly  causing 
serious  injury. 

■  Do  not  open  the  hood  if  steam  is  com¬ 
ing  out. 

If  your  vehicle  is  overheating  (indicated  by 
the  "Hybrid  Systenn  Overheated  Stop  Ve¬ 
hicle"  vehicle  infornnation  display  warning), 
or  if  you  feel  a  lack  of  engine  power,  detect 
abnornnal  noise,  etc.  take  the  following 
steps. 

1.  Move  the  vehicle  safely  off  the  road,  ap¬ 
ply  the  parking  brake  and  nnove  the 
shift  lever  to  P  (Park). 

Do  not  turn  off  the  NISSAN  PURE 
DRIVE®  Hybrid  System. 


2.  Turn  off  the  air  conditioner.  Open  all  the 
windows,  nnove  the  heater  or  air  condi¬ 
tioner  temperature  control  to  maxi¬ 
mum  hot  and  fan  control  to  high 
speed. 

3.  Get  out  of  the  vehicle.  Look  and  listen 
for  steam  or  coolant  escaping  from  the 
radiator  before  opening  the  hood.  (If 
steam  or  coolant  is  escaping,  turn  off 
the  hybrid  system.)  Do  not  open  the 
hood  further  until  no  steam  or  coolant 
can  be  seen. 

4.  Open  the  engine  hood. 


A  WARNING 

If  steam  or  water  is  coming  from  the 
engine,  stand  clear  to  prevent  getting 
burned. 

5.  Also  check  if  the  cooling  fan  is  running. 
The  radiator  hoses  and  radiator  should 
not  leak  water.  If  the  coolant  is  leaking 
or  the  cooling  fan  does  not  run,  stop 
the  hybrid  system. 
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6.  Visually  check  drive  belts  for  damage 
or  looseness.  Also  check  if  the  cooling 
fan  is  running.  The  radiator  hoses  and 
radiator  should  not  leak  water.  If  cool¬ 
ant  is  leaking,  the  water  pump  belt  is 
missing  or  loose,  or  the  cooling  fan 
does  not  run,  stop  the  hybrid  system. 


A  WARNING 

Be  careful  not  to  allow  your  hands,  hair. 
Jewelry  or  clothing  to  come  into  contact 
with,  or  get  caught  in,  engine  belts  or 
the  engine  cooling  fan.  The  engine  cool¬ 
ing  fan  can  start  at  any  time. 

7  After  the  engine  cools  down,  check  the 
coolant  level  in  the  engine  coolant  res- 
ervoirtankwith  the  engine  running.  Add 
coolant  to  the  engine  coolant  reservoir 
tank  if  necessary.  Have  your  vehicle  re¬ 
paired.  It  is  recommended  that  you  visit 
a  NISSAN  dealer  for  this  service. 
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TOWING  YOUR  VEHICLE 


When  towing  your  vehicle,  all  jurisdictional 
and  local  regulations  for  towing  nnust  be 
followed.  Incorrect  towing  equipnnent 
could  dannage  your  vehicle.  Towing  in¬ 
structions  are  available  fronn  a  NISSAN 
dealer.  Local  service  operators  are  gener¬ 
ally  fanniliar  with  the  applicable  laws  and 
procedures  for  towing.  To  assure  proper 
towing  and  to  prevent  accidental  dannage 
to  your  vehicle,  NISSAN  reconnnnends  hav¬ 
ing  a  service  operator  towyour  vehicle.  It  is 
advisable  to  have  the  service  operator 
carefully  read  the  following  precautions: 


A  WARNING 

-  Never  ride  in  a  vehicle  that  is  being 
towed. 

-  Never  get  under  your  vehicle  after  it 
has  been  lifted  by  a  tow  truck. 


A  CAUTION 

-  When  towing,  make  sure  that  the 
transmission,  axles,  steering  system 
and  powertrain  are  in  working  condi¬ 
tion.  If  any  of  these  conditions  apply, 
dollies  or  a  flatbed  tow  truck  must  be 
used. 

■  Always  attach  safety  chains  before 
towing. 
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For  additional  infornnation,  refer  to  "Flat 
towing  for  all-wheel  drive  vehicle"  in  the 
"Technical  and  consunner  infornnation"  sec¬ 
tion  of  this  nnanual. 

TOWING  RECOMMENDED  BY 
NISSAN 

NISSAN  reconnnnends  towing  your  vehicle 
based  upon  the  type  of  drivetrain.  For  addi¬ 
tional  infornnation,  refer  to  the  diagranns  in 
this  section  to  ensure  that  your  vehicle  is 
properly  towed. 
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All-Wheel  Drive  (AWD)  models  with

NISSAN  recommends  that  towing  dollies 
be  used  when  towing  your  vehicle  or  place 
the  vehicle  on  a  flatbed  truck  as  illustrated.

Front-Wheel  Drive  nnodels  with

NISSAN  recommends  that  your  vehicle  be 
towed  with  the  driving  (front)  wheels  off  the 
ground  or  place  the  vehicle  on  a  flatbed 
truck  as  illustrated. 


A  CAUTION 

■  Never  tow  CVT  models  with  the  front 
wheels  on  the  ground  or  four  wheels 
on  the  ground  (forward  or  backward), 
as  this  may  cause  serious  and  expen¬ 
sive  damage  to  the  transmission.  If  it 
is  necessary  to  tow  the  vehicle  with 
the  rear  wheels  raised  always  use 
towing  dollies  under  the  front  wheels. 

■  When  towing  CVT  models  with  the 
rear  wheels  on  the  ground  or  on  tow¬ 
ing  dollies: 


-  Place  the  ignition  switch  in  the  OFF 
position,  and  secure  the  steering 
wheel  in  a  straight-ahead  position 
with  a  rope  or  similar  device.  Never 
secure  the  steering  wheel  by  plac¬ 
ing  the  ignition  switch  in  the  LOCK 
position.  This  may  damage  the 
steering  lock  mechanism  (for 
models  with  a  steering  lock 
mechanism). 

VEHICLE  RECOVERY  (freeing  a 
stuck  vehicle) 


A  WARNING 

To  avoid  vehicle  damage,  serious  per- 
sonal  injury  or  death  when  recovering  a 
stuck  vehicle: 

■  Contact  a  professional  towing  service 
to  recover  the  vehicle  if  you  have  any 
questions  regarding  the  recovery 
procedure. 

-  Tow  chains  or  cables  must  be  at¬ 
tached  only  to  main  structural  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  vehicle. 

-  Do  not  use  the  vehicle  tie-downs  to 
tow  or  free  a  stuck  vehicle. 
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-  Only  use  devices  specifically  designed 
for  vehicle  recovery  and  follow  the 
manufacturer's  instructions. 

-  Always  pull  the  recovery  device 
straight  out  from  the  front  of  the  ve¬ 
hicle.  Never  pull  at  an  angle. 

■  Route  recovery  devices  so  they  do  not 
touch  any  part  of  the  vehicle  except 
the  attachment  point. 

If  your  vehicle  is  stuck  in  sand,  snow,  nnud, 
etc,  use  a  tow  strap  or  other  device  de¬ 
signed  specifically  for  vehicle  recovery.  Al¬ 
ways  follow  the  nnanufacturer's  instruc¬ 
tions  for  the  recovery  device. 

Rocking  a  stuck  vehicle 


A  WARNING 

-  Stand  clear  of  a  stuck  vehicle. 

-  Do  not  spin  your  tires  at  high  speed. 
This  could  cause  them  to  explode  and 
result  in  serious  injury.  Parts  of  your 
vehicle  could  also  overheat  and  be 
damaged. 


If  your  vehicle  is  stuck  in  sand,  snow,  nnud, 
etc,  use  the  following  procedure: 

1.  Turn  off  the  Vehicle  Dynannic  Control 
(VDC)  systenn. 

2.  Make  sure  the  area  in  front  and  behind 
the  vehicle  is  clear  of  obstructions. 

3.  Turn  the  steering  wheel  right  and  left  to 
clear  an  area  around  the  front  tires. 

4.  Slowly  rock  the  vehicle  forward  and 
backward. 

■  Shift  back  and  forth  between  R  (Re¬ 
verse)  and  D  (Drive). 

■  Apply  the  accelerator  as  little  as  pos¬ 
sible  to  nnaintain  the  rocking  nnotion. 

■  Release  the  accelerator  pedal  before 
shifting  between  R  (Reverse)  and  D 
(Drive). 

■  Do  not  spin  the  tires  above  34  mph 
(55  km/h). 

5.  If  the  vehicle  cannot  be  freed  after  a 
fewtries,  contact  a  professional  towing 
service  to  remove  the  vehicle. 
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CLEANING  EXTERIOR 


In  order  to  nnaintain  the  appearance  of 
your  vehicle,  it  is  innportant  to  take  proper 
care  of  it. 

To  protect  the  paint  surfaces,  wash  your 
vehicle  as  soon  as  you  can: 

■  After  a  rainfall  to  prevent  possible  dann- 
age  fronn  acid  rain. 

■  After  driving  on  coastal  roads. 

■  When  contanninants  such  as  soot,  bird 
droppings,  tree  sap,  nnetal  particles  or 
bugs  get  on  the  paint  surface. 

■  When  dust  or  mud  builds  up  on  the  sur¬ 
face. 

Whenever  possible,  store  or  park  your  ve¬ 
hicle  inside  a  garage  or  in  a  covered  area. 

When  it  is  necessary  to  park  outside,  parkin 
a  shady  area  or  protect  the  vehicle  with  a 
body  cover. 

Be  careful  not  to  scratch  the  paint  sur¬ 
face  when  putting  on  or  removing  the 
body  cover. 


WASHING 

Wash  dirt  off  with  a  wet  sponge  and  plenty 
of  water.  Clean  the  vehicle  thoroughly  us¬ 
ing  a  mild  soap,  a  special  vehicle  soap  or 
general  purpose  dishwashing  liquid  mixed 
with  clean,  lukewarm  (never  hot)  water. 


A  CAUTION 

-  Do  not  use  car  washes  that  use  acid  in 
the  detergent.  Some  car  washes,  es¬ 
pecially  brushless  ones,  use  some 
acid  for  cleaning.  The  acid  may  react 
with  some  plastic  vehicle  compo¬ 
nents,  causing  them  to  crack.  This 
could  affect  their  appearance,  and 
also  could  cause  them  not  to  function 
properly.  Always  check  with  your  car 
wash  to  confirm  that  acid  is  not  used. 

-  Do  not  wash  the  vehicle  with  strong 
household  soap,  strong  chemical  de¬ 
tergents,  gasoline  or  solvents. 

-  Do  not  wash  the  vehicle  in  direct  sun¬ 
light  or  while  the  vehicle  body  is  hot, 
as  the  surface  may  become 
water-spotted. 
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-  Avoid  using  tight-napped  or  rough 
cloths,  such  as  washing  mitts.  Care 
must  be  taken  when  removing 
caked-on  dirt  or  other  foreign  sub¬ 
stances  so  the  paint  surface  is  not 
scratched  or  damaged. 

Rinse  the  vehicle  thoroughly  with  plenty  of 
clean  water. 

Inside  edges,  seams  and  folds  on  the 
doors,  hatches  and  hood  are  particularly 
vulnerable  to  the  effects  of  road  salt.  There- 
fore,these  areas  must  be  cleaned  regularly. 
Take  care  that  the  drain  holes  in  the  lower 
edge  of  the  door  are  open.  Spray  water 
under  the  body  and  in  the  wheel  wells  to 
loosen  the  dirt  and  wash  away  road  salt. 

A  damp  chamois  can  be  used  to  dry  the 
vehicle  to  avoid  water  spots. 

WAXING 

Regular  waxing  protects  the  paint  surface 
and  helps  retain  new  vehicle  appearance. 
Polishing  is  recommended  to  remove 
built-up  wax  residue  and  to  avoid  a  weath¬ 
ered  appearance  before  re-applying  wax. 

A  NISSAN  dealer  can  assist  you  in  choosing 
the  proper  product. 
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■  Wax  your  vehicle  only  after  a  thorough 
washing.  Follow  the  instructions  sup¬ 
plied  with  the  wax. 

■  Do  not  use  a  wax  containing  any  abra¬ 
sives,  cutting  compounds  or  cleaners 
that  may  damage  the  vehicle  finish. 

Machine  compounding  or  aggressive  pol¬ 
ishing  on  a  base  coat/clear  coat  paint  fin¬ 
ish  may  dull  the  finish  or  leave  swirl  marks. 

REMOVING  SPOTS 

Remove  tar  and  oil  spots,  industrial  dust, 
insects,  and  tree  sap  as  quickly  as  possible 
from  the  surface  of  the  paint  to  avoid  last¬ 
ing  damage  or  staining.  Special  cleaning 
products  are  available  at  a  NISSAN  dealer 
or  any  automotive  accessory  store.  It  is 
recommended  that  you  visit  a  NISSAN 
dealer  for  these  products. 

UNDERBODY 

In  areas  where  road  salt  is  used  in  winter,  it 
is  necessary  to  clean  the  underbody  regu¬ 
larly  in  order  to  prevent  dirt  and  salt  from 
building  up  and  causing  the  acceleration  of 
corrosion  on  the  underbody  and  suspen¬ 
sion.  Before  the  winter  period  and  again  in 
the  spring,the  underseal  must  be  checked 
and,  if  necessary,  re-treated. 


GLASS 

Use  glass  cleaner  to  remove  smoke  and 
dust  film  from  the  glass  surfaces.  It  is  nor¬ 
mal  for  glass  to  become  coated  with  a  film 
after  the  vehicle  is  parked  in  the  hot  sun. 
Glass  cleaner  and  a  soft  cloth  will  easily 
remove  this  film. 


A  CAUTION 

When  cleaning  the  inside  of  the  win¬ 
dows,  do  not  use  sharp-edged  tools, 
abrasive  cleaners  or  chlorine-based 
disinfectant  cleaners.  They  could  dam¬ 
age  the  electrical  conductors,  radio  an¬ 
tenna  elements  or  rear  window  de¬ 
froster  elements. 

ALUMINUM  ALLOY  WHEELS 

Wash  the  wheels  regularly  with  a  sponge 
dampened  in  a  mild  soap  solution,  espe¬ 
cially  during  winter  months  in  areas  where 
road  salt  is  used.  If  not  removed,  road  salt 
can  discolor  the  wheels. 
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A  CAUTION 

Follow  the  directions  below  to  avoid 
staining  or  discoloring  the  wheels: 

-  Do  not  use  a  cleaner  that  uses  strong 
acid  or  alkali  contents  to  clean  the 
wheels. 

-  Do  not  apply  wheel  cleaners  to  the 
wheels  when  they  are  hot.  The  wheel 
temperature  should  be  the  same  as 
ambient  temperature. 

-  Rinse  the  wheel  to  completely  remove 
the  cleaner  within  15  minutes  after 
the  cleaner  is  applied. 

GHROME  PARTS 

Clean  all  chrome  parts  regularly  with  a 
non-abrasive  chrome  polish  to  maintain 
the  finish. 

TIRE  DRESSINGS 

NISSAN  does  not  recommend  the  use  of 
tire  dressings.  Tire  manufacturers  apply  a 
coating  to  the  tires  to  help  reduce  discolor¬ 
ation  of  the  rubber.  If  a  tire  dressing  is  ap¬ 
plied  to  the  tires,  it  may  react  with  the  coat¬ 
ing  and  form  a  compound.  This  compound 
may  come  off  the  tire  while  driving  and 
stain  the  vehicle  paint. 
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If  you  choose  to  use  a  tire  dressing,  take  the 
following  precautions: 

■  Use  a  water-based  tire  dressing.  The 
coating  on  the  tire  dissolves  more  easily 
than  with  an  oil-based  tire  dressing. 

■  Apply  a  light  coat  of  tire  dressing  to  help 
prevent  it  from  entering  the  tire 
tread/grooves  (where  it  would  be  diffi¬ 
cult  to  remove). 

■  Wipe  off  excess  tire  dressing  using  a  dry 
towel.  Make  sure  the  tire  dressing  is 
completely  removed  from  the  tire 
tread/grooves. 

■  Allow  the  tire  dressing  to  dry  as  recom¬ 
mended  by  the  tire  dressing  manufac¬ 
turer. 


Occasionally  remove  loose  dust  from  the 
interiortrim,  plastic  parts  and  seats  using  a 
vacuum  cleanerorsoft  bristled  brush.  Wipe 
the  vinyl  and  leather  (if  so  equipped)  sur¬ 
faces  with  a  clean,  soft  cloth  dampened  in 
mild  soap  solution,  then  wipe  clean  with  a 
dry,  soft  cloth. 

Regular  care  and  cleaning  is  required  in 
order  to  maintain  the  appearance  of  the 
leather  (if  so  equipped). 

Before  using  any  fabric  protector,  read  the 
manufacturer's  recommendations.  Some 
fabric  protectors  contain  chemicals  that 
may  stain  or  bleach  the  seat  material. 

Use  a  cloth  dampened  only  with  water  to 
clean  the  meter  and  gauge  lens. 


A  WARNING 

Do  not  use  water  or  acidic  cleaners  (hot 
steam  cleaners)  on  the  seat.  This  can 
damage  the  seat  or  occupant  classifi¬ 
cation  sensor.  This  can  also  affect  the 
operation  of  the  air  bag  system  and  re¬ 
sult  in  serious  personal  injury. 
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A  CAUTION 

-  Never  use  benzine,  thinner  or  any 
similar  material. 

-  Small  dirt  particles  can  be  abrasive 
and  damaging  to  leather  surfaces 
and  should  be  removed  promptly.  Do 
not  use  saddle  soap,  car  waxes,  pol¬ 
ishes,  oils,  cleaning  fluids,  solvents, 
detergents  or  ammonia-based  clean¬ 
ers  as  they  may  damage  the  leather's 
natural  finish. 

■  Never  use  fabric  protectors  unless 
recommended  by  the  manufacturer. 

-  Do  not  use  glass  or  plastic  cleaner  on 
meter  or  gauge  lens  covers.  It  may 
damage  the  lens  cover. 
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LITHIUM-ION  (Li-ion)  BATTERY  AIR 
VENT 


A  CAUTION 

-  Do  not  place  objects  over  or  into  the  air 
vent.  The  Li-ion  battery  or  DC/DC  con¬ 
verter  may  overheat  and  be  damaged. 

-  Do  not  allow  any  liquid  to  get  on  or  in 
the  air  vent.  It  may  cause  a  short  cir¬ 
cuit  and  damage  the  Li-ion  battery  or 
DC/DC  converter. 

■  Clean  the  air  vent  regularly  to  prevent 
the  Li-ion  battery  or  DC/DC  converter 
from  overheating. 


Regularly  clean  the  air  vent  with  a  dry  cloth 
to  prevent  the  vent  fronn  being  blocked. 

AIR  FRESHENERS 

Most  air  fresheners  use  a  solvent  that 
could  affect  the  vehicle  interior.  If  you  use 
an  air  freshener,  take  the  following  precau¬ 
tions: 

■  Hanging-type  air  fresheners  can  cause 
pernnanent  discoloration  when  they 
contact  vehicle  interior  surfaces.  Place 
the  air  freshener  in  a  location  that  al¬ 
lows  it  to  hang  free  and  not  contact  an 
interior  surface. 

■  Liquid-type  air  fresheners  typically  clip 
on  the  vents.  These  products  can  cause 
innnnediate  dannage  and  discoloration 
when  spilled  on  interior  surfaces. 

Carefully  read  and  follow  the  nnanufactur- 
er's  instructions  before  using  the  air  fresh¬ 
eners. 

POWER  MOONROOF  (if  SO 
equipped) 

The  sunshade  is  nnade  fronn  a  tricot  nnate- 
rial. 
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A  CAUTION 

To  help  prevent  damaging  the  moon- 

roof  while  cleaning: 

-  Do  not  rub  the  material  with  a  cloth. 
Doing  so  can  damage  the  surface  of 
the  material  or  cause  a  stain  to 
spread. 

-  Never  use  benzine,  thinner  or  any 
similar  chemical  to  clean  the  sun¬ 
shade.  This  may  discolor  the  moon- 
roof  and  damage  the  surface. 

-  Clean  water  based  stains  by  patting 
the  surface  with  a  clean  soft  cloth 
dampened  in  warm  water.  Press  a 
clean  dry  cloth  onto  the  surface  to  re¬ 
move  as  much  dampness  as  possible 
and  then  let  air  dry. 

-  Clean  oil  based  stains  by  patting  the 
surface  with  a  clean  soft  cloth  damp¬ 
ened  in  warm  water.  Press  a  clean  dry 
cloth  onto  the  surface  to  remove  as 
much  dampness  as  possible  and  then 
let  air  dry. 
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FLOOR  MATS  (if  SO  equipped) 


A  WARNING 

To  avoid  potential  pedal  interference 
that  may  result  in  a  collision,  injury  or 
death: 

-  NEVERplaceafloor  mat  on  top  of  an¬ 
other  floor  mat  in  the  driver  front  po¬ 
sition  or  install  them  upside  down  or 
backwards. 


-  Use  only  Genuine  NISSAN  floor  mats 
or  equivalent  floor  mats,  that  are  spe¬ 
cifically  designed  for  use  in  your  ve¬ 
hicle  model  and  model  year. 

■  Properly  position  the  mats  in  the  floor- 
well  using  the  floor  mat  positioning 
hook.  For  additional  information,  refer  to 
"Floor  mat  installation"  in  this  section. 

-  /v\ake  sure  the  floor  mat  does  not  in¬ 
terfere  with  pedal  operation. 

-  Periodically  check  the  floor  mats  to 
make  sure  they  are  properly  installed. 

-  After  cleaning  the  vehicle  interior, 
check  the  floor  mats  to  make  sure 
they  are  properly  installed. 

The  use  of  Genuine  NISSAN  floor  nnats  can 
extend  the  life  of  your  vehicle  carpet  and 
nnake  it  easier  to  clean  the  interior.  Mats 
should  be  nnaintained  with  regular  clean¬ 
ing  and  replaced  if  they  become  exces¬ 
sively  worn. 

Floor  mat  installation 

Your  vehicle  is  equipped  with  floor  mat  po¬ 
sitioning  hook(s).The  number  and  shape  of 
the  floor  mat  positioning  hooks  for  each 
seating  position  varies  depending  on  the 
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When  installing  Genuine  NISSAN  floor  mats, 
followthe  installation  instructions  provided 
with  the  mat  and  the  following: 

1.  With  the  ignition  in  the  OFF  position,  the 
shift  lever  in  P  (Park)  position  and  with 
the  parking  brake  fully  applied,  position 
the  floor  mat  in  the  floorwell  so  that  the 
floor  mat  grommet  holes  are  aligned 
with  the  hook(s). 

2.  Secure  the  grommet  holes  into  the 
hook(s)  and  ensure thatthefloor  mat  is 
properly  positioned. 

3.  Make  sure  the  floor  mat  does  not  inter¬ 
fere  with  pedal  operation.  With  the  igni¬ 
tion  still  in  the  OFF  position,  the  shift 
lever  in  the  P  (Park)  position  and  with 
the  parking  brake  applied,  fully  apply 
and  release  all  pedals.  The  floor  mat 
must  not  interfere  with  pedal  opera¬ 
tion  or  prevent  the  pedal  from  return¬ 
ing  to  its  normal  position. 

It  is  recommended  that  you  visit  a  NISSAN 
dealer  for  details  about  installing  the  floor 
mats  in  your  vehicle. 
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Positioning  hooks 

The  illustration  shows  the  location  of  the 
floor  nnat  positioning  hooks. 

SEAT  BELTS 

The  seat  belts  can  be  cleaned  by  wiping 
thenn  with  a  sponge  dannpened  in  a  nnild 
soap  solution.  Allow  the  belts  to  dry  conn- 
pletely  in  the  shade  before  using  thenn.  For 
additional  infornnation,  refer  to  "Seat  belt 
maintenance"  in  the  "Safety— Seats,  seat 
belts  and  supplemental  restraint  system" 
section  of  this  manual. 


A  WARNING 

Do  not  allow  wet  seat  belts  to  roll  up  in 
the  retractor.  NEVER  use  bleach,  dye  or 
chemical  solvents  to  clean  the  seat 
belts,  since  these  materials  may  se¬ 
verely  weaken  the  seat  belt  webbing. 

CLEANING  THE  SEAT  TRACKS 


A  CAUTION 

Periodicallycleanthe  seat  tracks  to  pre¬ 
vent  reduction  of  ability  to  move  the 
seats. 

Clean  periodically  with  a  high-powered 
vacuum  cleaner.  Dirt  and  debris  may  re¬ 
duce  the  ability  to  adjust  the  seat.  A  wet 
cleansing  agent  may  be  used  if  necessary. 
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MOST  COMMON  FACTORS 
CONTRIBUTING  TO  VEHICLE 
CORROSION 

Most  vehicle  corrosion  is  caused  by: 

■  The  accumulation  of  moisture- 
retaining  dirt  and  debris  in  body  panel 
sections,  cavities,  and  other  areas. 

■  Damage  to  paint  and  other  protective 
coatings  caused  by  gravel  and  stone 
chips  or  minor  traffic  collisions. 

ENVIRONMENTAL  FACTORS 
INFLUENCE  THE  RATE  OF 
CORROSION 

Moisture 

Accumulation  of  sand,  dirt  and  water  on 
the  vehicle  body  underside  can  accelerate 
corrosion.  Wet  floor  coverings  will  not  dry 
completely  inside  the  vehicle  and  should 
be  removed  for  drying  to  avoid  floor  panel 
corrosion. 
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Relative  humidity 

Corrosion  will  be  acceleratecl  in  areas  of 
high  relative  humidity,  especially  those  ar¬ 
eas  where  the  temperatures  stay  above 
freezing  and  where  atmospheric  pollution 
exists  and  road  salt  is  used. 

Temperature 

High  temperatures  accelerate  the  rate  of 
corrosion  to  those  parts  which  are  not  well 
ventilated. 

Air  pollution 

Industrial  pollution,  the  presence  of  salt  in 
the  air  in  coastal  areas,  or  heavy  road  salt 
use  accelerates  the  corrosion  process. 
Road  salt  also  accelerates  the  disintegra¬ 
tion  of  paint  surfaces. 


PROTECT  YOUR  VEHICLE  FROM 
CORROSION 

■  Wash  and  wax  your  vehicle  often  to 
keep  the  vehicle  clean. 

■  Always  check  for  minor  damage  to  the 
paint  and  repair  it  as  soon  as  possible. 

■  Keep  drain  holes  at  the  bottom  of  the 
doors  open  to  avoid  water  accumula¬ 
tion. 

■  Checkthe  underbody  for  accumulation 
of  sand,  dirt  or  salt.  If  present,  wash  with 
water  as  soon  as  possible. 


A  CAUTION 

-  NEVER  remove  dirt,  sand  or  other  de¬ 
bris  from  the  passenger  compart¬ 
ment  by  washing  it  out  with  a  hose. 
Remove  dirt  with  a  vacuum  cleaner  or 
broom. 

-  Never  allow  water  or  other  liquids  to 
come  in  contact  with  electronic  com¬ 
ponents  inside  the  vehicle  as  this  may 
damage  them. 
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Chemicals  used  for  road  surface  de-icing 
are  extremely  corrosive.  They  accelerate 
corrosion  and  deterioration  of  underbody 
components  such  as  the  exhaust  system, 
fuel  and  brake  lines,  brake  cables,  floor  pan 
and  fenders. 

In  winter,  the  underbody  must  be 
cleaned  periodically. 

For  additional  protection  against  rust  and 
corrosion,  which  may  be  required  in  some 
areas,  it  is  recommended  that  you  consult 
a  NISSAN  dealer.

MAINTENANCE  PRECAUTIONS 


When  perfornning  any  inspection  or  nnain- 
tenance  work  on  your  vehicle,  always  take 
care  to  prevent  serious  accidental  injury  to 
yourself  or  dannage  to  the  vehicle.  The  fol¬ 
lowing  are  general  precautions  which 
should  be  closely  observed. 


A  WARNING 

■  Park  the  vehicle  on  a  level  surface,  ap¬ 
ply  the  parking  brake  securely  and 
block  the  wheels  to  prevent  the  ve¬ 
hicle  from  moving.  fV\ove  the  shift  le¬ 
ver  to  P  (Park). 

-  Be  sure  the  ignition  switch  is  in  the 
OFF  or  LOCK  position  when  perform¬ 
ing  any  parts  replacement  or  repairs. 

■  If  you  must  work  with  the  engine  run¬ 
ning,  keep  your  hands,  clothing,  hair 
and  tools  away  from  moving  fans, 
belts  and  any  other  moving  parts. 

-  It  is  advisable  to  secure  or  remove  any 
loose  clothing  and  remove  any  jew¬ 
elry,  such  as  rings,  watches,  etc.  be¬ 
fore  working  on  your  vehicle.

■  Make  certain  the  ternninal  connections 
are  clean  and  securely  tightened. 

■  If  the  vehicle  is  not  to  be  used  for 
30  days  or  longer,  disconnect  the  nega¬ 
tive  (-)  battery  ternninal  cable  to  prevent 
discharge. 

NOTE: 

Care  should  be  taken  to  avoid  situations 
that  can  lead  to  potential  battery  dis¬ 
charge  and  potential  no-start  conditions 
such  as: 

1  Installation  or  extended  use  of  elec¬ 
tronic  accessories  that  consume  bat¬ 
tery  power  when  the  hybrid  system  is 
not  running  (Phone  chargers,  GPS, 
DVD  players,  etc.). 

2  Vehicle  is  not  driven  regularly  and/or 
only  driven  short  distances. 


In  these  cases,  the  battery  may  need  to 
be  charged  to  maintain  battery  health. 


A  WARNING 

-  Do  not  expose  the  battery  to  flames, 
an  electrical  spark  or  a  cigarette.  Hy¬ 
drogen  gas  generated  by  the  battery 
is  explosive.  Explosive  gases  can 
cause  blindness  or  injury.

If  your  windshield  is  not  clear  after  using 
the  windshield-washer  or  if  a  wiper  blade 
chatters  when  running,  wax  or  other  nnate- 
rial  nnay  be  on  the  blade  or  windshield. 

Clean  the  outside  of  the  windshield  with  a 
washer  solution  or  a  nnild  detergent.  Your 
windshield  is  clean  if  beads  do  not  fornn 
when  rinsing  with  clear  water. 

Clean  each  blade  by  wiping  it  with  a  cloth 
soaked  in  a  washer  solution  or  a  nnild  de¬ 
tergent.  Then  rinse  the  blades  with  clear 
water.  If  your  windshield  is  still  not  clear 
after  cleaning  the  blades  and  using  the 
wiper,  replace  the  blades.

This  vehicle  is  equipped  with  the  Tire  Pres¬ 
sure  Monitoring  Systenn  (TPMS).  It  nnonitors 
tire  pressure  of  all  tires  except  the  spare. 
When  the  low  tire  pressure  warning  light  is 
lit  and  the  Tire  Pressure  Low  -  Add  Air" 
warning  appears  in  the  vehicle  infornnation 
display,  one  or  more  of  your  tires  is  signifi¬ 
cantly  under-inflated.  If  equipped,  the  sys¬ 
tem  also  displays  pressure  of  all  tires  (ex¬ 
cept  the  spare  tire)  on  the  display  screen  by 
sending  a  signal  from  a  sensor  that  is  in¬ 
stalled  in  each  wheel. 

The  TPMS  will  activate  only  when  the  ve¬ 
hicle  is  driven  at  speeds  above  16  mph 
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(25  km/h).  Also,  this  system  may  not  detect 
a  sudden  drop  in  tire  pressure  (for  example 
a  flat  tire  while  driving).

Tire  inflation  pressure 

Check  the  tire  pressures  (including 
the  spare)  often  and  always  prior  to 
long  distance  trips.  The  recom¬ 
mended  tire  pressure  specifications 
are  shown  on  the  F.M.V.S.S./C.M.V.S.S. 
certification  label  or  the  Tire  and 
Loading  Information  label  under  the 
"Cold  Tire  Pressure”  heading. The  Tire 
and  Loading  Information  label  is  af¬ 
fixed  to  the  driver  side  center  pillar. 
Tire  pressures  should  be  checked 
regularly  because: 

■  Most  tires  naturally  lose  air  over 
time. 
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■  Tires  can  lose  air  suddenly  when 
driven  over  potholes  or  other  ob¬ 
jects  or  if  the  vehicle  strikes  a 
curb  while  parking. 

The  tire  pressures  should  be 
checked  when  the  tires  are  cold.  The 
tires  are  considered  COLD  after  the 
vehicle  has  been  parked  for  3  or 
more  hours,  or  driven  lessthan  1  mile 
(1.6  km)  at  moderate  speeds. 

The  TPMS  with  Easy-Fill  Tire  Alert 
provides  visual  and  audible  signals 
outside  the  vehicle  for  inflating  the 
tires  to  the  recommended  COLD  tire 
pressure.  For  additional  information, 
refer  to  TPMS  with  Easy-Fill  Tire 
Alert"  in  the  "Starting  and  driving” 
section  of  this  manual.

This  number  indicates  the  maxi¬ 
mum  load  in  kilograms  and  pounds 
that  can  be  carried  by  the  tire.

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TYPES  OF  TIRES

All  season  tires 

NISSAN  specifies  All  Season  tires  on  sonne 
models  to  provide  good  performance  all 
year,  including  snowy  and  icy  road  condi¬ 
tions.  All  Season  tires  are  identified  by  ALL 
SEASON  and/or  M&S  on  the  tire  sidewall. 
Snow  tires  have  better  snow  traction  than 
All  Season  tires  and  may  be  more  appropri¬ 
ate  in  some  areas. 

Sunn  nner  tires 

NISSAN  specifies  summer  tires  on  some 
models  to  provide  superior  performance 
on  dry  roads.  Summer  tire  performance  is 
substantially  reduced  in  snow  and  ice. 
Summer  tires  do  not  have  the  tire  traction 
rating  "M&S"  on  the  tire  sidewall. 

If  you  plan  to  operate  your  vehicle  in  snowy 
or  icy  conditions,  NISSAN  recommends  the 
use  of  SNOWtires  or  ALLSEASON  tires  on  all 
four  wheels. 

Snow  tires 

If  snow  tires  are  needed,  it  is  necessary  to 
select  tires  equivalent  in  size  and  load  rat¬ 
ing  to  the  original  equipment  tires.  If  you  do 
not,  it  can  adversely  affect  the  safety  and 
handling  of  your  vehicle. 


Generally,  snow  tires  have  lower  speed  rat¬ 
ings  than  factory  equipped  tires  and  may 
not  match  the  potential  maximum  vehicle 
speed.  Never  exceed  the  maximum  speed 
rating  of  the  tire. 

If  you  install  snow  tires,  they  must  be  the 
same  size,  brand,  construction  and  tread 
pattern  on  all  four  wheels. 

For  additional  traction  on  icy  roads,  stud¬ 
ded  tires  may  be  used.  However,  some  U.S. 
states  and  Canadian  provinces  prohibit 
their  use.  Check  local,  state  and  provincial 
laws  before  installing  studded  tires.  Skid 
and  traction  capabilities  of  studded  snow 
tires  on  wet  or  dry  surfaces  may  be  poorer 
than  that  of  non-studded  snow  tires. 

TIRE  CHAINS 

Use  of  tire  chains  may  be  prohibited  ac¬ 
cording  to  location.  Check  the  local  laws 
before  installing  tire  chains.  When  installing 
tire  chains,  make  sure  they  are  the  proper 
size  for  the  tires  on  your  vehicle  and  are 
installed  according  to  the  chain  manufac¬ 
turer's  suggestions.  Use  only  SAE  class  "S" 
chains.  Class  "S"  chains  are  used  on  ve¬ 
hicles  with  restricted  tire  to  vehicle  clear¬ 
ance. Vehicles  that  can  use  Class  "S"  chains 
are  designed  to  meet  the  minimum  clear¬ 
ances  between  the  tire  and  the  closest  ve¬ 


hicle  suspension  or  body  component  re¬ 
quired  to  accommodate  the  use  of  a 
winter  traction  device  (tire  chains  or 
cables).  The  minimum  clearances  are  de¬ 
termined  using  the  factory  equipped  tire 
size.  Other  types  may  damage  yourvehicle. 
Use  chain  tensioners  when  recommended 
by  the  tire  chain  manufacturer  to  ensure  a 
tight  fit.  Loose  end  links  of  the  tire  chain 
must  be  secured  or  removed  to  prevent 
the  possibility  of  whipping  action  damage 
to  the  fenders  or  underbody.  If  possible, 
avoid  fully  loading  your  vehicle  when  using 
tire  chains.  In  addition,  drive  at  a  reduced 
speed.  Otherwise,  your  vehicle  may  be 
damaged  and/or  vehicle  handling  and 
performance  may  be  adversely  affected. 

Do  not  use  tire  chains  on  dry  roads.  Driving 
with  chains  in  such  conditions  can  cause 
damage  to  the  various  mechanisms  of  the 
vehicle  due  to  some  overstress. 
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CHANGING  WHEELS  AND  TIRES 
Tire  rotation 


NISSAN  recommends  rotating  the 
tires  every  5,000  miles  (8,000  km). 

For  additional  information  on  tire  re¬ 
placing  procedures,  refer  to  "Flat  tire” 
in  the  "In  case  of  emergency"  section 
in  this  manual. 

As  soon  as  possible,  tighten  the 
wheel  nuts  to  the  specified  torque 
with  a  torque  wrench.

(bias,  bias-belted  or  radial),  or  tread 
patterns  can  adversely  affect  the  ride, 
braking,  handling,  VDC  system, 
ground  clearance,  body-to-tire  clear¬ 
ance,  tire  chain  clearance,  speedom¬ 
eter  calibration,  headlight  aim  and 
bumper  height.

-  For  2WD  models,  if  your  vehicle  was 
originally  equipped  with  four  tires 
that  were  the  same  size  and  you  are 
only  replacing  two  of  the  four  tires, 
install  the  new  tires  on  the  rear  axle. 
Placing  new  tires  on  the  front  axle 
may  cause  loss  of  vehicle  control  in 
some  driving  conditions  and  cause  an 
accident  and  personal  injury 

-  If  the  wheels  are  changed  for  any  rea¬ 
son,  always  replace  with  wheels 
which  have  the  same  off-set  dimen¬ 
sion.  Wheels  of  a  different  off-set 
could  cause  premature  tire  wear,  de¬ 
grade  vehicle  handling  characteris¬ 
tics,  affect  the  VDC  system  and/or  in¬ 
terference  with  the  brake 
discs/drums.  Such  interference  can 
lead  to  decreased  braking  efficiency 
and/or  early  brake  pad/shoe  wear.

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-  When  replacing  a  wheel  without  the 
TP/v\S  such  as  the  spare  tire,  the  TP/v\S 
will  not  function  and  the  low  tire  pres¬ 
sure  warning  light  will  flash  for  ap¬ 
proximately  1  minute.  The  light  will  re¬ 
main  on  after  1  minute.  Have  your 
tires  replaced  and/or  TP/v\S  system 
reset  as  soon  as  possible.  It  is  recom¬ 
mended  that  you  visit  a  NISSAN  dealer 
for  this  service. 

■  Replacing  tires  with  those  not  origi¬ 
nally  specified  by  NISSAN  could  affect 
the  proper  operation  of  the  TP/v\S. 

■  The  TP/v\S  sensor  may  be  damaged  if 
it  is  not  handled  correctly.  Be  careful 
when  handling  the  TP/v\S  sensor. 

-  When  replacing  the  TPfV\S  sensor,  the 
ID  registration  may  be  required.

Wheel  balance 

Unbalanced  wheels  nnay  affect  vehicle 
handling  and  tire  life.  Even  with  regular  use, 
wheels  can  get  out  of  balance.  Therefore, 
they  should  be  balanced  as  required. 

Wheel  balance  service  should  be  per¬ 
formed  with  the  wheels  off  the  vehicle. 
Spin  balancing  the  wheels  on  the  vehicle 
could  lead  to  mechanical  damage. 

■  For  additional  information  regarding 
tires,  refer  to  "Important  Tire  Safety 
Information"  (US)  or  'Tire  Safety  In¬ 
formation"  (Canada)  in  the  Warranty 
Information  Booklet. 

Care  of  wheels 

■  Wash  the  wheels  when  washing  the  ve¬ 
hicle  to  maintain  their  appearance. 

■  Clean  the  inner  side  of  the  wheels  when 
the  wheel  is  changed  or  the  underside 
of  the  vehicle  is  washed. 

■  Do  not  use  abrasive  cleaners  when 
washing  the  wheels. 
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■  Inspect  wheel  rinns  regularly  for  dents 
or  corrosion.  Such  dannage  may  cause 
loss  of  pressure  or  poor  seal  at  the  tire 
bead. 

■  NISSAN  recommends  waxing  the  road 
wheels  to  protect  against  road  salt  in 
areas  where  it  is  used  during  winter. 

Spare  tire  (TEMPORARY  USE  ONLY 
spare  tire) 

When  replacing  a  wheel  without  the  TPMS 
such  as  the  spare  tire,  the  TPMS  will  not 
function. 

Observe  the  following  precautions  if  the 
TEMPORARY  USE  ONLY  spare  tire  must  be 
used.  Otherwise,  your  vehicle  could  be 
damaged  or  involved  in  an  accident: 


A  WARNING 

-  The  spare  tire  should  be  used  for 
emergency  use  only.  It  should  be  re¬ 
placed  with  the  standard  tire  at  the 
first  opportunity  to  avoid  possible  tire 
or  differential  damage. 

-  Drive  carefully  while  the  TE/v\PORARY 
USE  ONLY  spare  tire  is  installed.  Avoid 
sharp  turns  and  abrupt  braking  while 
driving. 


-  Periodically  check  spare  tire  inflation 
pressure.  Always  keep  the  pressure  of 
the  TE/v\PORARY  USE  ONLY  spare  tire 
at  420  kPa,  4.2  bar  (60  psi). 

-  With  the  TEfV\PORARY  USE  ONLY  spare 
tire  installed  do  not  drive  the  vehicle 
at  speeds  faster  than  50  mph 
(80  km/h). 

-  When  driving  on  roads  covered  with 
snow  or  ice,  the  TEMPORARY  USE 
ONLY  spare  tire  should  be  used  on  the 
rear  wheels  and  the  original  tire  used 
on  the  front  wheels  (drive  wheels). 

■  Tire  tread  of  the  TEMPORARY  USE 
ONLY  spare  tire  will  wear  at  a  faster 
rate  than  the  standard  tire.  Replace 
the  spare  tire  as  soon  as  the  tread 
wear  indicators  appear. 

-  Do  not  use  the  spare  tire  on  other 
vehicles. 

■  Do  not  use  more  than  one  spare  tire  at 
the  same  time. 

-  Do  not  tow  a  trailer  when  the  TEMPO¬ 
RARY  USE  ONLY  spare  tire  is  installed. 
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A  CAUTION 

■  Do  not  use  tire  chains  on  a  TEMPO¬ 
RARY  USE  ONLY  spare  tire.  Tire  chains 
will  not  fit  properly  and  may  cause 
damage  to  the  vehicle. 

-  Because  the  TEMPORARY  USE  ONLY 
spare  tire  is  smaller  than  the  original 
tire,  ground  clearance  is  reduced.  To 
avoid  damage  to  the  vehicle,  do  not 
drive  over  obstacles.  Also,  do  not  drive 
the  vehicle  through  an  automatic  car 
wash  since  it  may  get  caught. 
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MAINTENANCE  REQUIREMENTS 


GENERAL  MAINTENANCE 


Some  day-to-day  and  regular  mainte¬ 
nance  is  essential  to  maintain  your  vehicle 
good  mechanical  condition,  as  well  as  its 
emissions  and  engine  performance. 

It  is  the  owner's  responsibility  to  make  sure 
thatthe  scheduled  maintenance,  as  well  as 
general  maintenance,  is  performed. 

As  the  vehicle  owner,  you  are  the  only  one 
who  can  ensure  that  your  vehicle  receives 
proper  maintenance.  You  are  a  vital  link  in 
the  maintenance  chain. 

GENERAL  MAINTENANCE 

General  maintenance  includes  those  items 
which  should  be  checked  during  normal 
day-to-day  operation.  They  are  essential 
for  proper  vehicle  operation.  It  is  your  re¬ 
sponsibility  to  perform  these  procedures 
regularly  as  prescribed. 

Performing  general  maintenance  checks 
requires  minimal  mechanical  skill  and  only 
a  few  general  automotive  tools. 

These  checks  or  inspections  can  be  done 
by  yourself,  a  qualified  technician  or,  if  you 
prefer,  a  NISSAN  dealer. 


SCHEDULED  MAINTENANCE 

The  maintenance  items  listed  in  this  sec¬ 
tion  are  required  to  be  serviced  at  regular 
intervals.  However  under  severe  driving 
conditions,  additional  or  more  frequent 
maintenance  will  be  required. 

WHERE  TO  GO  FOR  SERVICE 

If  maintenance  service  is  required  or  your 
vehicle  appears  to  malfunction,  have  the 
systems  checked  and  serviced.  It  is  recom¬ 
mended  that  you  visit  a  NISSAN  dealer  for 
this  service. 

NISSAN  technicians  are  well-trained  spe¬ 
cialists  and  are  kept  up-to-date  with  the 
latest  service  information  through  techni¬ 
cal  bulletins,  service  tips  and  training  pro¬ 
grams.  They  are  completely  qualified  to 
work  on  NISSAN  vehicles  before  work  be¬ 
gins. 

You  can  be  confident  that  a  NISSAN  deal¬ 
er's  service  department  can  perform  the 
service  needed  to  meet  the  maintenance 
requirements  on  your  vehicle. 
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During  the  normal  day-to-day  operation  of 
the  vehicle,  general  maintenance  should 
be  performed  regularly  as  prescribed  in 
this  section.  If  you  detect  any  unusual 
sounds,  vibrations  or  smells,  be  sure  to 
check  for  the  cause  or  have  it  checked 
promptly.  In  addition,  it  is  recommended 
that  you  visit  a  NISSAN  dealer  if  you  think 
that  repairs  are  required. 

When  performing  any  checks  or  mainte¬ 
nance  work,  closely  observe  the  "Mainte¬ 
nance  precautions"  in  the  "Do-it-yourself" 
section  of  this  manual. 

EXPLANATION  OF  GENERAL 
MAINTENANCE  ITEMS 

Additional  information  on  the  following 
items  with  "  *  "  is  found  in  the  "Do-it- 
yourself"  section  of  this  manual. 

Outside  the  vehicle 

The  maintenance  items  listed  here  should 
be  performed  from  time  to  time,  unless 
otherwise  specified. 
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Doors  and  engine  hood:  Check  that  the 
doors  and  engine  hood  operate  properly. 
Also  ensure  that  all  latches  lock  securely. 
Lubricate  hinges,  latches,  latch  pins,  rollers 
and  links  if  necessary.  Make  sure  that  the 
secondary  latch  keeps  the  hood  fronn 
opening  when  the  prinnary  latch  is  re¬ 
leased. 

When  driving  in  areas  using  road  salt  or 
other  corrosive  nnaterials,  check  lubrica¬ 
tion  frequently. 

Lights*:  Clean  the  headlights  on  a  regular 
basis.  Make  sure  that  the  headlights,  stop 
lights,  tail  lights,  turn  signal  lights,  and  other 
lights  are  all  operating  properly  and  in¬ 
stalled  securely.  Also  check  headlight  ainn. 

Road  wheel  nuts  (lug  nuts)*:  When  check¬ 
ing  the  tires,  nnake  sure  no  wheel  nuts  are 
nnissing,  and  check  for  any  loose  wheel 
nuts.  Tighten  if  necessary. 

Tire  rotation*:  Tires  should  be  rotated  ev¬ 
ery  5,000  nniles  (8,000  knn). 

Tires*:  Check  the  pressure  with  a  gauge 
often  and  always  prior  to  long  distance 
trips.  If  necessary,  adjust  the  pressure  in  all 
tires,  including  the  spare,  to  the  pressure 
specified.  Check  carefully  for  dannage,  cuts 
or  excessive  wear. 


Tire  Pressure  fV\onitoring  System  (TP/v\S) 
transmitter  components:  Replace  the 
TPMS  transnnitter  gronnnnet  seal,  valve  core 
and  cap  when  the  tires  are  replaced  due  to 
wear  or  age. 

Wheel  alignment  and  balance:  If  the  ve¬ 
hicle  should  pull  to  either  side  while  driving 
on  a  straight  and  level  road,  or  if  you  detect 
uneven  or  abnornnal  tire  wear,  there  nnay 
be  a  need  for  wheel  alignnnent.  If  the  steer¬ 
ing  wheel  or  seat  vibrates  at  nornnal  high¬ 
way  speeds,  wheel  balancing  nnay  be 
needed. 

For  additional  infornnation  regarding  tires, 
refer  to  "Innportant  Tire  Safety  Infornnation" 
(US)  or  "Tire  Safety  Infornnation"  (Canada)  in 
the  Warranty  Infornnation  Booklet. 

Windshield:  Clean  the  windshield  on  a 
regular  basis.  Checkthe  windshield  at  least 
every  six  nnonths  for  cracks  or  other  dann¬ 
age.  Have  a  dannaged  windshield  repaired 
by  a  qualified  repair  facility. 

Windshield  wiper  blades*:  Check  for 
cracks  or  wear  if  they  do  not  wipe  properly. 

Inside  the  vehicle 

The  nnaintenance  itenns  listed  here  should 
be  checke^h^iftjiaiiPii^ular  t^sis,  such  as 
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when  perfornning  scheduled  nnaintenance, 
cleaning  the  vehicle,  etc. 

Accelerator  pedal:  Check  the  pedal  for 
smooth  operation  and  make  sure  the 
pedal  does  not  catch  or  require  uneven 
effort.  Keep  the  floor  mat  away  from  the 
pedal. 

Brake  pedal:  Checkthe  pedal  for  smooth 
operation.  If  the  brake  pedal  suddenly  goes 
down  further  than  normal,  the  pedal  feels 
spongy  or  the  vehicle  seems  to  take  longer 
to  stop,  have  your  vehicle  checked  imme¬ 
diately.  It  is  recommended  that  you  visit  a 
NISSAN  dealer  for  this  service.  Keep  the 
floor  mat  away  from  the  pedal. 

Brakes:  Check  that  the  brakes  do  not  pull 
the  vehicle  to  one  side  when  applied. 

Continuously  Variable  Transmission 
(CVT)  P  (Park)  position  mechanism:  On  a 

fairly  steep  hill  checkthatthe  vehicle  is  held 
securely  with  the  shift  lever  in  the  P  (Park) 
position  without  applying  any  brakes. 

Parking  brake:  Check  the  parking  brake 
operation  regularly.  The  vehicle  should  be 
securely  held  on  a  fairly  steep  hill  with  only 
the  parking  brake  applied.  If  the  parking 
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brake  needs  adjustnnent,  it  is  reconn- 
nnended  that  you  visit  a  NISSAN  dealer  for 
this  service. 

Seats:  Check  seat  position  controls  such 
as  seat  adjusters,  seatback  recliner,  etc,  to 
ensure  they  operate  snnoothly  and  all 
latches  lock  securely  in  every  position. 
Check  that  the  head  restraints/headrests 
nnove  up  and  down  snnoothly  and  the  locks 
(if  so  equipped)  hold  securely  in  all  latched 
positions. 

Seat  belts:  Check  that  all  parts  of  the  seat 
belt  systenn  (for  exannple,  buckles,  anchors, 
adjusters  and  retractors)  operate  properly 
and  snnoothly,  and  are  installed  securely. 
Check  the  belt  webbing  for  cuts,  fraying, 
wear  or  dannage. 

Steering  wheel:  Check  for  changes  in  the 
steering  systenn,  such  as  excessive  free 
play,  hard  steering  or  strange  noises. 

Warning  lights  and  chimes:  Make  sure  all 
warning  lights  and  chinnes  are  operating 
properly. 

Windshield  defroster:  Check  that  the  air 
connes  out  of  the  defroster  outlets  properly 
and  in  sufficient  quantity  when  operating 
the  heater  or  air  conditioner. 
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Windshield  wiper  and  washer*:  Check 
that  the  wipers  and  washer  operate  prop¬ 
erly  and  that  the  wipers  do  not  streak. 

Under  the  hood  and  vehicle 

The  nnaintenance  itenns  listed  here  should 
be  checked  periodically  (for  example,  each 
time  you  check  the  engine  oil  or  refuel). 

12-\/olt  battery*:  This  vehicle  is  equipped 
with  a  sealed  maintenance  free  battery.  It  is 
recommended  that  you  visit  a  NISSAN 
dealer  for  service. 

NOTE: 

Care  should  be  taken  to  avoid  situations 
that  can  lead  to  potential  battery  dis¬ 
charge  and  potential  no-start  conditions 
such  as: 

1  Installation  or  extended  use  of  elec¬ 
tronic  accessories  that  consume  bat¬ 
tery  power  when  the  hybrid  system  is 
not  running  (Phone  chargers,  GPS, 
DVD  players,  etc.). 

2  Vehicle  is  not  driven  regularly  and/or 
only  driven  short  distances. 
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In  these  cases,  the  battery  may  need  to 
be  charged  to  maintain  battery  health. 

Brake  fluid  level*:  Make  sure  that  the  brake 
fluid  level  is  between  the  MAX  and  MIN  lines 
on  the  reservoir. 

Engine  coolant  level*:  Check  the  coolant 
level  when  the  engine  is  cold. 

Inverter  coolant  level*:  Check  the  coolant 
level  when  the  inverter  is  cold. 

Engine  oil  level*:  Check  the  level  after 
parking  the  vehicle  on  a  level  spot  and 
turning  off  the  engine.  Wait  more  than 
15  minutes  for  the  oil  to  drain  back  into  the 
oil  pan. 

Exhaust  system:  Make  sure  there  are  no 
loose  supports,  cracks  or  holes.  If  the 
sound  of  the  exhaust  seems  unusual  or 
there  is  a  smell  of  exhaust  fumes,  immedi¬ 
ately  have  the  exhaust  system  inspected.  It 
is  recommended  that  you  visit  a  NISSAN 
dealer  for  this  service.  For  additional  infor¬ 
mation,  refer  to  "Exhaust  gas  (carbon  mon¬ 
oxide)"  in  the  "Starting  and  driving"  section 
of  this  manual. 


EXPLANATION  OF  SCHEDULED 
MAINTENANCE  ITEMS 


Fluid  leaks:  Check  under  the  vehicle  for 
fuel,  oil,  water  or  other  fluid  leaks  after  the 
vehicle  has  been  parked  for  a  while.  Water 
dripping  fronn  the  air  conditioner  after  use 
is  nornnal.  If  you  should  notice  any  leaks  or  if 
fuel  fumes  are  evident,  check  for  the  cause 
and  have  it  corrected  immediately. 

Radiator  and  hoses:  Checkthe  front  of  the 
radiator  and  clean  off  any  dirt,  insects, 
leaves,  etc.,  that  may  have  accumulated. 
Make  sure  the  hoses  have  no  cracks,  defor¬ 
mation,  rot  or  loose  connections. 

Underbody:  The  underbody  is  frequently 
exposed  to  corrosive  substances  such  as 
those  used  on  icy  roads  orto  control  dust.  It 
is  very  important  to  remove  these  sub¬ 
stances,  otherwise  rust  may  form  on  the 
floor  pan,  frame,  fuel  lines  and  around  the 
exhaust  system.  At  the  end  of  winter,  the 
underbody  should  be  thoroughly  flushed 
with  plain  water,  being  careful  to  clean 
those  areas  where  mud  and  dirt  may  accu¬ 
mulate.  For  additional  information,  refer  to 
the  "Appearance  and  care"  section  of  this 
manual. 

Windshield-washer  fluid*:  Check  that 
there  is  adequate  fluid  in  the  reservoir. 


The  following  descriptions  are  provided  to 
give  you  a  better  understanding  of  the 
scheduled  maintenance  items  that  should 
be  regularly  checked  or  replaced.  The 
maintenance  schedule  indicates  at  which 
mileage/time  intervals  each  item  requires 
service. 

In  addition  to  scheduled  maintenance, 
your  vehicle  requires  that  some  items  be 
checked  during  normal  day-to-day  opera¬ 
tion.  For  additional  information,  refer  to 
"General  maintenance"  in  this  section. 

Items  marked  with  are  recommended 
by  NISSAN  for  reliable  vehicle  operation. 
You  are  not  required  to  perform  mainte¬ 
nance  on  these  items  in  order  to  maintain 
the  warranties  which  come  with  your 
NISSAN.  Other  maintenance  items  and  in¬ 
tervals  are  required. 

When  applicable,  additional  information 
can  be  found  in  the  "Do-it-yourself"  section 
of  this  manual. 
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NOTE: 

NISSAN  does  not  advocate  the  use  of 
non-OE/v\  approved  aftermarket  flush¬ 
ing  systems  and  strongly  advises 
against  performing  these  services  on  a 
NISSAN  product.  /v\any  of  the  aftermar¬ 
ket  flushing  systems  use  non-OE/v\  ap¬ 
proved  chemicals  or  solvents,  the  use  of 
which  has  not  been  validated  by  NISSAN. 

For  recommended  fuel,  lubricants, fluids, 
grease,  and  refrigerant,  refer  to  "Recom¬ 
mended  fluids/lubricants  and  capaci¬ 
ties"  in  the  "Technical  and  consumer  in¬ 
formation"  section  of  this  manual. 

EMISSION  CONTROL  SYSTEM 
MAINTENANCE: 

Engine  air  filter:  Replace  at  specified  inter¬ 
vals.  When  driving  for  prolonged  periods  in 
dusty  conditions,  check/replace  the  filter 
more  frequently. 
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Engine  coolant'':  Replace  coolant  at  the 
specified  interval.  When  adding  or  replac¬ 
ing  coolant,  be  sure  to  use  only  Genuine 
NISSAN  Long  Life  Antifreeze/Coolant  (blue) 
or  equivalent  with  the  proper  nnixture.  (For 
additional  infornnation  on  the  proper  nnix¬ 
ture  for  your  area,  refer  to  "Engine  cooling 
systenn"  in  the  "Do-it-yourself"  section  of 
this  nnanual.) 

NOTE:  /v\ixing  any  other  type  of  coolant 
or  the  use  of  non-distilled  water  may  re¬ 
duce  the  recommended  service  interval 
of  the  coolant. 

Hybrid  Electronic  Vehicle  (HEV)  inverter 
coolant:  Replace  coolant  at  the  specified 
interval.  When  adding  or  replacing  coolant, 
be  sure  to  use  only  Genuine  NISSAN  Long 
Life  Antifreeze/Goolant  (blue)  or  equivalent 
with  the  proper  nnixture.  (For  additional  in¬ 
fornnation  on  the  proper  nnixture  for  your 
area,  refer  to  "Engine  cooling  system"  in  the 
"Do-it-yourself"  section  of  this  manual.) 

NOTE:  /v\ixing  any  other  type  of  coolant 
or  the  use  of  non-distilled  water  may  re¬ 
duce  the  recommended  service  interval 
of  the  coolant. 

Engine  oil  and  oil  filter:  Replace  engine  oil 
and  oil  filter  at  the  specified  intervals.  For 
recommended  oil  grade  and  viscosity  refer 
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to  "Recommended  fluids/lubricants  and 
capacities"  in  the  "Technical  and  consumer 
information"  section  of  this  manual. 

Engine  valve  clearance":  Inspect  only  if 
valve  noise  increase.  Adjust  valve  clearance 
if  necessary. 

Evaporative  emissions  control  vapor 
lines":  Gheck  vapor  lines  for  leaks  or  loose¬ 
ness.  Tighten  connections  or  replace  parts 
as  necessary. 

Fuel  filter":  Periodic  maintenance  is  not  re¬ 
quires.  (in-tank  type  filter) 

Fuel  lines":  Gheck  the  fuel  hoses,  piping 
and  connections  for  leaks,  looseness,  or 
deterioration.  Tighten  connections  or  re¬ 
place  parts  as  necessary. 

Spark  plugs:  Replace  at  specified  intervals. 
Install  new  plugs  of  the  same  type  as  origi¬ 
nally  equipped. 

CHASSIS  AND  BODY 
MAINTENANCE: 

Brake  lines  and  cables:  Visually  inspect  for 
proper  installation.  Gheck  for  chafing, 
cracks,  deterioration,  and  signs  of  leaking. 
Replace  any  deteriorated  or  damaged 
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Brake  pads  and  rotors:  Gheck  for  wear, 
deterioration  and  fluid  leaks.  Replace  any 
deteriorated  or  damaged  parts  immedi¬ 
ately. 

Exhaust  system:  Visually  inspect  the  ex¬ 
haust  pipes,  muffler  and  hangers  for  leaks, 
cracks,  deterioration,  and  damage.  Tighten 
connections  or  replace  parts  as  necessary. 

In-cabin  microfilter:  Replace  at  specified 
intervals.  When  driving  for  prolonged  peri¬ 
ods  in  dusty  conditions,  replace  the  filter 
more  frequently. 

Propeller  shaft(s):  Gheck  for  damage, 
looseness,  and  grease  leakage.  (AWD) 

Steering  gear  and  linkage,  axle  and  sus¬ 
pension  parts,  drive  shaft  boots:  Gheck 
for  damage,  looseness,  and  leakage  of  oil 
or  grease.  Under  severe  driving  conditions, 
inspect  more  frequently. 

Tire  rotation:  Tires  should  be  rotated  every 
5,000  miles  (8,000  km)  according  to  the  in¬ 
structions  under  "Explanation  of  general 
maintenance  items"  in  this  section.  When 
rotating  tires,  check  for  damage  and  un¬ 
even  wear.  Replace  if  necessary. 

Transmission  fluid/oil,  differential  oil, 
transfer  case  oil:  Visually  inspect  for  signs 
of  leakage  at  specified  intervals. 
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If  using  a  car-top  carrier  or  driving  on  rough 
or  nnuddy  roads: 

■  Replace  the  fluid/oil  every  20,000  nniles 
(32,000  knn)  or  24  nnonths. 

■  Replace  the  CVT fluid  every  30,000  nniles 
(48,000  km). 

Off-road  maintenance:  Check  the  follow¬ 
ing  items  frequently  whenever  you  drive 
off-road  through  deep  sand,  mud  or  water: 

■  Brake  pads  and  rotors 

■  Brake  lines  and  hoses 

■  Differential,  transmission  and  transfer 
case  oil 

■  Steering  linkage 

■  Propeller  shaft(s)  and  front  drive  shafts 

■  Engine  air  filter 


To  help  ensure  smooth,  safe  and  economi¬ 
cal  driving,  NISSAN  provides  two  mainte¬ 
nance  schedules  that  may  be  used,  de¬ 
pending  upon  the  conditions  in  which  you 
usually  drive.  These  schedules  contain 
both  distance  and  time  intervals,  up  to 
120,000  miles  (192,000  km)/144  months.  For 
most  people,  the  odometer  reading  will  in¬ 
dicate  when  service  is  needed.  However,  if 
you  drive  very  little,  your  vehicle  should  be 
serviced  at  the  regular  time  intervals 
shown  in  the  schedule. 

After  120,000  miles  (192,000  km)/ 
144  months,  continue  maintenance  at 
the  same  mileage/time  intervals. 

ADDITIONAL  MAINTENANCE  ITEMS 
FOR  SEVERE  OPERATING 
CONDITIONS 

Additional  maintenance  items  for  severe 
operating  conditions  should  be  per¬ 
formed  on  vehicles  that  are  driven  under 
especially  demanding  conditions.  Addi¬ 
tional  maintenance  items  should  be  per¬ 
formed  ifyou  primarily  operateyourvehicle 
under  the  following  conditions: 

■  Repeated  shorttrips  of  less  than  5  miles 
(8  km). 
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■  Repeated  short  trips  of  less  than 
10  miles  (16  km)  with  outside  tempera¬ 
tures  remaining  below  freezing. 

■  Operating  in  hot  weather  in  stop-an-go 
"rush  hour"  traffic. 

■  Extensive  idling  and/or  low  speed  driv¬ 
ing  for  long  distances,  such  as  police, 
taxi  or  door-to-door  delivery  use. 

■  Driving  in  dusty  conditions. 

■  Driving  on  rough,  muddy  or  salt  spread 
roads. 

■  Using  a  car-top  carrier. 

NOTE: 

For  vehicles  operated  in  Canada,  both 
standard  and  severe  maintenance  items 
should  be  performed  at  every  interval. 
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STANDARD  MAINTENANCE 


The  following  tables  show  the  standard 
nnaintenance  schedule.  Depending  upon 
weather  and  atnnospheric  conditions, 
varying  road  surfaces,  individual  driving 
habits  and  vehicle  usage,  additional  or 
nnore  frequent  nnaintenance  nnay  be  re¬ 
quired  After  120,000  miles 
(192,000  km)/144  months,  continue 

maintenance  at  the  same  mileage/time 
interval.

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Gasoline  containing  oxygenates 

Some  fuel  suppliers  sell  gasoline  contain¬ 
ing  oxygenates  such  as  ethanol,  Methyl 
Tert-butyl  Ether  (MTBE)  and  nnethanol  with 
or  without  advertising  their  presence. 
NISSAN  does  not  reconnnnend  the  use  of 
fuels  of  which  the  oxygenate  content  and 
the  fuel  connpatibility  for  your  NISSAN  can¬ 
not  be  readily  deternnined.  If  in  doubt,  ask 
your  service  station  manager. 

If  you  use  oxygenate-blend  gasoline, 
please  take  the  following  precautions  as 
the  usage  of  such  fuels  may  cause  vehicle 
performance  problems  and/orfuel  system 
damage. 

■  Thefuel  should  be  unleaded  and  have 
an  octane  rating  no  lower  than  that 
recommended  for  unleaded  gasoline. 

■  If  an  oxygenate-blend  other  than 
methanol  blend  is  used,  it  should 
contain  no  more  than  15%  oxygenate. 


■  If  a  methanol  blend  is  used,  it  should 
contain  no  more  than  5%  methanol

U.S.  government  regulations  require 
fuel  ethanol  dispensing  pumps  to  be  iden¬ 
tified  by  a  small,  square,  orange  and  black 
label  with  the  common  abbreviation  orthe 
appropriate  percentage  for  that  region. 

Fuel  containing  MMT 

MMT,  or  methylcyclopentadienyl  manga¬ 
nese  tricarbonyl,  is  an  octane  boosting  ad¬ 
ditive.  NISSAN  does  not  recommend  the 
use  of  fuel  containing  MMT.  Such  fuel  may 
adversely  affect  vehicle  performance,  in¬ 
cluding  the  emissions  control  system.  Note 
that  while  some  fuel  pumps  label  MMT 
content,  not  all  do,  so  you  may  have  to 
consult  your  gasoline  retailer  for  more  de¬ 
tails. 
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Aftermarket  fuel  additives 

NISSAN  does  not  reconnnnend  the  use  of 
any  afternnarket  fuel  additives  (for  ex- 
annple,  fuel  injector  cleaner,  octane 
booster,  intake  valve  deposit  removers, 
etc.)  which  are  sold  commercially.  Many  of 
these  additives  intended  for  gum,  varnish 
or  deposit  removal  may  contain  active  sol¬ 
vents  or  similar  ingredients  that  can  be 
harmful  to  the  fuel  system  and  engine. 

Octane  rating  tips 

Using  unleaded  gasoline  with  an  octane 
rating  lower  than  recommended  can 
cause  persistent,  heavy  "spark  knock." 
("Spark  knock"  is  a  metallic  rapping 
noise.)  If  severe,  this  can  lead  to  engine 
damage.  If  you  detect  a  persistent  heavy 
spark  knock  even  when  using  gasoline 
of  the  stated  octane  rating,  or  if  you  hear 
steady  spark  knock  while  holding  a 
steady  speed  on  level  roads,  it  is  recom¬ 
mended  that  you  have  a  NISSAN  dealer 
correct  the  condition.  Failure  to  correct 
the  condition  is  misuse  of  the  vehicle,  for 
which  NISSAN  is  not  responsible. 


Incorrect  ignition  timing  may  result  in 
spark  knock,  after-run  and/or  overheating, 
which  may  cause  excessive  fuel  consump¬ 
tion  or  engine  damage.  If  any  of  the  above 
symptoms  are  encountered,  have  your  ve¬ 
hicle  checked.  It  is  recommended  that  you 
visit  a  NISSAN  dealer  for  servicing. 

However,  now  and  then  you  may  notice 
light  spark  knock  for  a  short  time  while 
accelerating  or  driving  up  hills.  This  is  not 
a  cause  for  concern,  because  you  get  the 
greatest  fuel  benefit  when  there  is  light 
spark  knockfor  a  short  time  under  heavy 
engine  load.

For  additional  infornnation,  refer  to  "Reconn- 
mended  fluids/lubricants  and  capacities" 
in  this  section.  NISSAN  recommends  the 
use  of  an  energy  conserving  oil  in  order  to 
improve  fuel  economy.

Select  only  engine  oils  that  meet  the 
American  Petroleum  Institute  (API)  certifi¬ 
cation  or  International  Lubricant  Standard¬ 
ization  and  Approval  Committee  (ILSAC) 
certification  and  SAE  viscosity  standard. 
These  oils  have  the  API  certification  mark 
on  the  front  of  the  container.  Oils  which  do 
not  have  the  specified  quality  label  should 
not  be  used  as  they  could  cause  engine 
damage. 


NISSAN  does  not  recommend  the  use  of  oil 
additives.  The  use  of  an  oil  additive  is  not 
necessary  when  the  proper  oil  type  is  used 
and  maintenance  intervals  are  followed. 

Oil  which  may  contain  foreign  matter  or 
has  been  previously  used  should  not  be 
used. 

Oil  viscosity 

The  engine  oil  viscosity  or  thickness 
changes  with  temperature.  Because  of 
this,  it  is  important  to  select  the  engine  oil 
viscosity  based  on  the  temperatures  at 
which  the  vehicle  will  be  operated  before 
the  next  oil  change.  Choosing  an  oil  viscos¬ 
ity  other  than  that  recommended  could 
cause  serious  engine  damage. 

Selecting  the  correct  oil  filter

high-quality  Genuine  NISSAN  oil  filter.  When 
replacing,  use  a  Genuine  NISSAN  oil  filter  or 
its  equivalent  for  the  reason  described  in 
"Change  intervals." 
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Change  intervals 

The  oil  and  oil  filter  change  intervals  for 
your  engine  are  based  on  the  use  of  the 
specified  quality  oils  and  filters.  Using  en¬ 
gine  oil  and  filters  that  are  not  of  the  speci¬ 
fied  quality  or  exceeding  reconnnnended  oil 
and  filter  change  intervals  could  reduce 
engine  life.  Damage  to  the  engine  caused 
by  improper  maintenance  or  use  of  incor¬ 
rect  oil  and  filter  quality  and/or  viscosity  is 
not  covered  by  the  NISSAN  New  Vehicle 
Limited  Warranty. 

Your  engine  was  filled  with  a  high-quality 
engine  oil  when  it  was  built.

Steps  for  determining  correct

1.  Locate  the  statement  "The  com¬ 
bined  weight  of  occupants  and 
cargo  should  never  exceed  XXX 
lbs.  or  XXX  kg"  on  your  vehicle's 
Tire  and  Loading  Information  la¬ 
bel. 

2.  Determine  the  combined  weight 
of  the  driver  and  passengers 
that  will  be  riding  in  your  vehicle. 

3.  Subtract  the  combined  weight 
of  the  driver  and  passengers 
from  XXX  lbs.  or  XXX  kg. 

4.  The  resulting  figure  equals  the 
available  amount  of  cargo  and 
luggage  load  capacity.

Treadwear 

The  treadwear  grade  is  a  comparative  rat¬ 
ing  based  on  the  wear  rate  of  the  tire  when 
tested  under  controlled  conditions  on  a 
specified  government  test  course.  For  ex¬ 
ample,  a  tire  graded  150  would  wear  one 
and  one-half  (1  1/2)  times  as  well  on  the 
government  course  as  a  tire  graded  100.

READINESS  FOR  INSPECTION/ 
MAINTENANCE  (I/M)  TEST 


A  WARNING 

A  vehicle  equipped  with  All  -Wheel  Drive 
(AWD)  should  never  be  tested  using  a

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EVENT  DATA  RECORDERS  (EDR) 


This  vehicle  is  equipped  with  an  Event  Data 
Recorder  (EDR).  The  nnain  purpose  of  an 
EDR  is  to  record,  in  certain  crash  or  near 
crash-like  situations,  such  as  an  air  bag 
deploynnent  or  hitting  a  road  obstacle,  data 
that  will  assist  in  understanding  how  a  ve¬ 
hicle's  systenns  perfornned.  The  EDR  is  de¬ 
signed  to  record  data  related  to  vehicle  dy- 
nannics  and  safety  systenns  for  a  short 
period  of  tinne,  typically  30  seconds  or  less.

■  How  fast  the  vehicle  was  traveling. 

■  Sounds  are  not  recorded. 


These  data  can  help  provide  a  better  un¬ 
derstanding  of  the  circunnstances  in  which 
crashes  and  injuries  occur.  NOTE:  EDR  data 
are  recorded  by  your  vehicle  only  if  a  non¬ 
trivial  crash  situation  occurs;  no  data  are 
recorded  by  the  EDR  under  nornnal  driving 
conditions  and  no  personal  data  (e.g. 
nanne,  gender,  age  and  crash  location)  are 
recorded.  However,  other  parties,  such  as 
law  enforcennent,  could  connbine  the  EDR 
data  with  the  type  of  personally  identifying 
data  routinely  acquired  during  a  crash  in¬ 
vestigation.
